The Protocols consist of 24 documents, first published in Rus^jj/i 
< 1905) by &rgyei Nilus. In 1906, copies were placed in the Brit^^jc?

Interest and profiteering are not to be done away with, but will 
become the most important function of the State and the private 
ownere of money and credits. The v/orld is to be bonded for an op¬ 
pressive amount, the interest on which will tax labor to the unendur¬ 
able limit. The world panic v/as plotted and planned and manufac¬ 
tured for the purpose of creating this bondage, in the form of bonds 
to exceed the world’s wealth, and an interest burden far greater than 
the producers can bear. This is the perfected capitalism! 

ALL FOR THE PURPOSE OF SUPPORTING AN INNER 
CLIQUE OF GREEDY JEWS IN EXTRAVAGANT LUXURY. 
HOW WELL THEY MUST HAVE SERVED THEIR MASTER. 
THAT CLOWN WHO WOULD BE KING, THE DEVIL. {Did 
ymt ecer hear of anything so incredibly ridiculous? I certainly could mi 
even imagine that any race of HUMANS could be so unbelievably dense.) 

After accumulating the wealth of the world, the next thing which 
the money-mongers had to decide was what to do with this a^urnu- 
lated wealth of Sie world. How to make it secure, and make it bring 
interest forever? The answer is Socialism, Bolshevism, Sovietism. 
The ma^c formula is government ownership, management and 
control of everything by a paternalistic Autocracy. Russia is the first 
outstanding and wretched example. Which will be next? 

In perfect accord with The Protocols, the Jews are borrowing and 
bonding the unsuspecting Russian people into an inhuman robot- 
peonage which is to be a comparative hell alongside the former peas¬ 
antry under the Czar. Russia is not only borrowing at home but 
abroad. The Soviet State is guaranteeing the interest to be paid to 
the private owners of money, but of course the principal will never be 
paid. The precedent of moratoriums is already established. Bonds 
now coming due are paid with more lx>nds. Then we have the spec¬ 
tacle of Hunger-Bonds, all going out and nothing coming in. The 
rascally Jews will not permit a resumption of proper production and 
distribution. They want the burden of bonds to be made so great that 
there can never be any hope of repayment. Then, will the INTER¬ 
EST, made permanent forever, be adequate to satisfy the Jews’ idea 
of thePERFECT CAPITALISTIC EXPLOITATION BY USURY. 

Financial interests have plotted devilishly to bankrupt the world 
and to bring it into receivei^ip, which means world-peonage, because 
a bonded world is slave to the bond holders. Less, perhaps, than a 
hundred colossal estates will own the world’s bonds. This means that 
less than a hundred colossal estates, owned by a few, fat, greasy Jews, 
will be the world’s masters, (Har, har, har! Yo, ho,ho! Haw, haw, 
haw! This is certainly the world’s very best joke!) 

Some authorities estimate that the whole indebtedness of the U, S. 
A., taxable against production, amounts to over SCO billions of dollars. 
Salaries and wages of the whole country amounts to around 35 bil¬ 
lions. At 7 per cent, the interest on 300 billions equals 21 
billions yearly. IT IS THEREFORE APPARENT THAT WE 
ARE ALREADY IN BONDAGE BEYOND OUR CAPACITY 
TO PAY EVEN THE INTEREST. 

In miserable Russia, the Jews are less than 5 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation, yet they hold over 90 per cent of the official positions. Rus¬ 
sians and Jews are very much different, yet Russia is governed by a 
mere handful of unprincipled Jews. The 95 per cent of Russians have 
only a 10 per cent say-so about their own government, and even the 
10 per cent in office are but lickspittle (fronts) to the domineering 
Jews. To the reasoning mind, such a condition of affairs seems im¬ 
possible, yet the condition exists in fact. A careful study of The Pro¬ 
tocols alone will clear up the mystery.

PROTOCOL 1. Jtt 

What Mw about to set forth, then, is our system from 
points of view, that of ourselves and that of the goyim {i.e.,noii-Jews.) 


It must be noted that men with bad instincts are more in number 
than the good, and therefore, the best results in governing th^ are 
attained by violence and teixorisation, and hot by academic dis¬ 
cussion. Rare indeed are the men, who would not be willing to sacri¬ 
fice the welfare of all for the sake of securing their own welfare. Men 
are but beasts of prey. 


Political freedom is an idea, but not a fact. 


In our day, the power wliich has replaced that of the rulers is the 
power of GOLD. Time was when FAITH ruled. The idea of FREE¬ 
DOM is impossible of realisation because no one knows how to use it 
with moderation. 

When a State exhausts itself in its own convulaons through in¬ 
ternal discords or e-xternal foes it becomes irretrievably lost and is 
soon in our power. The despotism of CAPITAL, which is entirely m 
in our hands, reaches out to it a straw that the State, willy-nilly, must 
take hold of. If not, it goes to the bottom. 

The political has nothing in common with the_ moral. The ruler, 
who is governed by the moral, is not a skilled politician, and is there¬ 
fore unstable on his throne. He, who wishes to rule, must have re¬ 
course both to cunning and to make-believe. Great national qualities, 
like frankness and honesty, are vices in politics, for they bring down 
rulers from their thrones more effectively and certainly than the most 
powerful enemy. Such qualities must be the attributes of the 
doms of the goyim, but we must in no wise be guided by them. OUR 
RIGHT LIES IN FORCE AND MIGHT. 

Our power in the present tottering condition of all forms of power 
will be more invincible than any other, because it will remain inyirible 
until the moment when it has gained such strength that no cunning 
can any longer undermine it. Out of the temporary evil we are now 
compelled to commit will emerge the good of an unshakable rule, 
which will restore the regular couree of the machinery of the national 
life, brought to naught by liberalism. The result justifies the me^s. 
{High-foluling hooey, indeed.) Let us, however, in our plans, direct our 
attention not so much to what is good and moral as to what iS neces¬ 
sary and useful. 

Before us is a plan in which is laid down the line from which we 
cannot deviate without running the risk of seeing the LABOR OF 
MANY CENTURIES BROUGHT TO NAUGHT. 


It must be understood that the might of a mob is a blind, senseless 
and unreasoning force, ever at the mercy of a suggestion from any 
side. The blind cannot lead dieblind, and upstarts from the people 
cannot lead without bringing the whole nation to ruin. ONLY ONE 
TRAINED FROM CHILDHOOD FOR INDEPENDENT RULE 
CAN HAVE UNDERSTANDING OF THE WORDS THAT 
CAN BE MADE UP OF THE POLITICAL ALPHABET. 

Without absolute despotism there can be no existence for civiliza¬ 
tion. The mob is a savage and displays its savagery at every oppor¬ 
tunity. The moment the mob seizes freedom, it quickly turns to 
anarchy, which in itself is the highest degree of savagery. 


The goyim are bemused with alcoholic liquors; .their youth has 
grown stupid on classicism and from early immorality, into which 
they have been inducted by our special agents—by tutors, lackeys 
and governesses in the houses of the wealthy, by clerks and others, 
by our women in Replaces of dissipation frequented by the goyim. 

Our countersign is FORCE and MAKEBELIEVE._ Only force 
conquers in political affairs. Violence must be the principal, and 
cunning and deceit the rule for governments. We must not stop at 
bribery, deceit and treachery in the attainment of our end. In 
politics one must know how to seize the projierty of others without 
hesitation to secure submission and sovereignty, \yholesale senten¬ 
ces of death and merciless terrorism must be practised to produce 


blind submission. ^ 

Far back in ancient times, we were the first to cry the words. 
Liberty, Equality and Fraternity, just to fool the stupid goyim- 
cattle; but, we mean that there shall be none of those empty words. 


Our master card has been and is and shall be the destruction of all 
privileges, on tlie ruins of tvhich we shall set up our absolute 
autocracy of Gold. 





A, APPENDIX. lA 

1— A P/otocoI of 1489 

The Revue des Etudes Juives, financed by James de Rothschild, 
published in 18S0, shows how true the Protocols are in saying that 
the Learned Elders of Zion have been canying on their plan for 
centuries. On January I3th., 1489, Chemor, Jewish Rabbi of Arles 
jn Provence, wrote to the Grand Sanhedrin at Constantinople for 
advice. TWs was his reply; (condensed) 

"The advice of fte Grand &itraps and Rabbis is: 

Become Christians, but keep the law of Moses in your hearts. 

Make your sons merchants that they may despoil the Christians. 

Make your sons and daughters doctors and apothecaries that they 
may take away Christian lives. 

Make your sons canons and clerics that they may destroy their 
churches. 

Make your sons advocates and lav/yers that you may putChristians 
under the yoke and dominate the world. 

DO NOT SWERVE FROM THIS ORDER. 

Signed V. S. S. V. F. F., Prince of the Jews, 21st. Caslue, 
(Nov.) 1489.” 

2— A Protocol of 1860. 

The Manifesto. 

Motto, All Jews for one. and one for all. 

The net which Israel is throwing over the globe is widening and 
spreading daily. 

The day is not distant when all the riches and treasures of the 
earth will become property of the Children of Israel. 

3— A Protocol of 1869. 

(Jewry IS enslaving all Christian people. There IS a Jew world 
plot, and it now stands completely unmasked.) 

This Protocol consists of 19 paragraphs which agree clearly with 
what has been written above, and prove conclusively that they came 
from the same source: To avoid repetition, needlessly, I shall quote 
only the last paragraph: 

"At the wished for hour, fixed in advance, we shall let loose the 
Revolution, which by ruining all classes of Christianity, will defi¬ 
nitely enslave the Christians to us. Thus will be accomplished the 
promise of God made to his People.” 

4— A Protocol of 1919.

Keep holy the old laws 
which history has bequeathed to us. May our intellect, our genius, 
protect and lead us!” {The color-scheme of this folder!) 

“Signed, The Central Committee of the Petersburg Branch of the 
Israelite International League.” 

Any race or anybody tvilh a grain of sense or gleam of miderstanding 
should be able to realisQ that eventually all servants of 
super-densest Satan will go with him to Perdition and Death! Still 
those vile vipers '—The Elders of Zion—blindly persist in an absolutely 
f tittle endeavor to perpetrate their filthy schemes: and crawl in and out of 
the foul bell^ of their Serpeni-halcker—in that most ridiculously hopeless 
of all ambitions—to defeat the Lord God Almighty!

All people are chained down to heavy toil by abject poverty. We 
fling them a few pitiful crumbs from our groaning table in return for 
our right of dictating.

WHEN WE ARE ON THE THRONE EVERY FINANCIAL

MUST NOT ADMIT ANY REVELATIONS BY THE PRESS 
OF ANY FORM OF PUBLIC DISHONESTY; THE NEW 
REGIME SHOULD BETHOUGHT TO HAVE SO PERFECTLY 
CONTENTED EVERYBODY THAT EVEN CRIMINALITY

*'Pi«rie9,*’ a translation of some passages which appeared in 
the J^vish ChrirnUU of July 14,1922. Herzl gives an account of 
his f}»t visit to England in 1895, and hia conversation with 
Colonel Goldsmid, a Jew bronght up as a Christian, on officer in 
the English Armyi oud at heart a Jew Nationalist.

Protocol III opens with a refereneo to the Symbolic Soohe of 
Judaism. In bis Epilogue to the '2005 Edition of the Protocols 
Nilus gives tho following intercstiog account of this symbol i— 
According to the records of secret Jewish Zionlso), Solomon 
and otber Jewish learned men already, in 920 B.C., thought out 
a schemo in theory for a peaceful cononcst of the whole uslverse 
by Zion. 

As history developed, this scheme was worlud out in dc^l end 
completed oy men who were su^e^uently initiated in this ^ues* 
iion.

lieooiiousness into the lives of tho leading men st the beads of 
notions. 

A map of the course of the Symbolic Sosko is sboxvn as fol* 
lo^:—Its first stage in Europe was In 429 B.C. is Greece, whore, 
about tbs time of Pericles, the Snake first started eating into the 
power of that conutry. The second stage was in Rome in the Umo 
of Augustus, about ^ B.C. The third In hladrid in the time of 
Charles Y, in A.I>. 3552. The fourth in Paris about 1790, in 
the time of Louis X77. The fifth In London from 1314 on* 
wards (after the downfall of Napoleon). Tbs sixth in Berlin in 
1871 after the Fraaco*Pfu$sion war. The seventh in St. Peters* 
burg, over which » drawn the head of the Snake under the dato 
of 1381. 

All these states which tho Snake traversed have hnd the founds* 
tions of tbeir constitutrona shaken, Germany, with its spporent 
power, forming no exception to the rule.

favour with fho people, whoio powers of reasoning are super*

14. In any State in which there is a bad organisation of 
authority, os imper^onaiity of laws and of the rulers who have 
lost their pemnali^ omid the flood of nghts ever multiplying 
out of liberate, I find a new right—to attack by the Hght of 
tho strong, and to seatter to the winds all existing foreea of order 
and regulation, to reconstruct all Institutions and to become the 
sovereign lord of tboae who have left to us the rigbis of their 
power hy laying them down voluntarily in tbdr liberalism.

In order to elaborate satisfactory forms of octlon it is 
neeessry to hove regard to the rascality, the alaekness, tho in* 
stability of the mob. Its lack of capacity to understand and re- 
Dpeet the conditions of its own life, or its own welfare. It must 
bo understoed that the might of a mob is blind, senseless oud un- 
rea<;oning forco ever at the mercy of a snggestion from any side. 
Tho blind cannot lead the blind without bringing them into the 
abyss; conseqncntly, membezn of the mob, upstarts from the 
n^^ple oven though they abonid ^ os a genius for wisdom, yet 
having no Mnderstnnding of the political, cannot come forward 
oa loaders of the mob without bringing the whole nation to rain.

A people left to Itself, t.e., to upstarts from its midst, 
brings itself to ruin by party dtsseTuions excited by the pursnit 
of power and bonotm and the disorders arising therefrom. Is it 
pcttsiblc for the masses of the people calmly and without petty 
jealouRies to form jud^ent, to deal with the affairs of the conn- 
try, which cannot bo mixed np with personal interests^ Can they 
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tbcmselfcs fron as ext«roal foel U UDtblnkabld; for 
a plan broboa up !sto as i7]ftn7 parts as there arc beads In tbs 
mob, loses all boraogcseity, aod thereby becomes UDiotbUleflble 
and hnpossllla of executlOB. 

21. It is only with a despotic roier that plans ea& be elabo* 
rated extensively and dearly in aueb a way as to distribute tbe 
nrholc properly among tbe aeveral parts of tbe machinery of tbe 
State: from this tbe eoncluston is ineritablo that a saiisfactory 
form of government for any country is one that concent rates In 
the of one responsible person. Without an absolute des¬ 
potism there can be no eristeneo for civilisation which lb carried 
OH not by tbe moasca but by tbcir RUidc, whosoever that person 
may be. The mob Is savage, and displays its savagery at every 
opportunity- The motaent the mob seizes freedom in its hands 
it (luiehiy turns to anarchy, which in itself is the highest degree 
of savagery. 

22. IBeboId tbe alcoholIscd animals, bemused with drin^, tbe 
right to an immoderate use of which comes along with freedom. 
It LB sot for us and otirs to walk that road. The peoples of the 
(jofjim arc hemu^d with alcoboHc lit^uors; their you^ has grown 
stupid on elaaslcism and from early immorality, into which it has 
been inducted by Our special ogeaU—by tutors, lackeys, gover¬ 
nesses in the houses of tbe wealthy, by dorks and othem, by our 
women in the places of dissipation frequented by the goytm. In 
tho^ number of these last I count also the so^lled "society 
ladicB,^^ voluntary follower^ of the others in corruption and 
luxory. 

23. Our countersign is—Force ond hrake-believe. Only force 
conquers in political affairs^ especially if it be concealed in tbe 
(nleats essential to statesmen. Violence must be the pnnciple, 
and cunning and roake-balievs the rule for governments which 
do not want to laydown their crowns at the feet of agents of some 
new power. This evil fa the one and only means tb attain tbe end. 
the good, Therefore ivo must not stop at bribery, decoit and 
treachery when they should serve towards the attainment of our 
end. In^ politics one must know how to scire the property of 
others without hesitation If by it we secure submission and gov- 
ereignty. 

S4. Our State, marching along the path of peaceful conquc&t, 
has the right to replace the horrors of war by lass noticeable and 
more satisfactory icntencei of death, necessary to nraintarn the 
terror which tends to produce blind submission. Just hut men- 
eilc^ severity is the greatest foetor of strength In tho State - not 
only for the sake of gain but also in the name of duty, for the 
sake of victory, we must keep to the programme of violence and 
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make-beliove. The doctrine of squaring accounts is precisely os 
strong ss tbo means of which it makes ose. Therefore it is not so 
much by the means themselves os by the doctrine of severity that 
wo shall triumph and bring all governments into subjection to 
our super^govemroent- It is enough for them to know that wc 
are too merciless for all disobedience to cease. 

25. Far back in ancient times we were the first to cry among 
the m&sses of the people the words "Liberty, Equality, Frater¬ 
nity,** ivordsmasy times repeated sinco those days by stupid poU- 
partota who from all aides round flew down upon these boita ond 
with them carried away tbe well-being of the world, truo freedom 
of the Individual, formerly so well guarded ogaljut the pressure 
of the mob. Tho would*l» wUe men of the gayim, tho iatcHe^ 
tuals, could not oiokc anything out of the uttered words in their 
abstractness} did not note the controdictlon of their mcanlag and 
inter-relation: did not sec that in nature there is no <^uality, can- 
rot be freedom: that Nature herself has rstabl’shed inequality of 
minda, of characters, and copacities, just os Immutably as she has 
ostabllshed subordination to her laws? never slopped to think 
that the mob Is a blind thing, that upstarts elected from among 
it to bear mlo arc. in regard to the political, the same blind men 
as the mob itself, ^at the adept, though he be a fool, can yet rule, 
whereas tho non*adopt, even if he W'orc a genius, understands 
nothing in tho political—to oil those things the gotjim paid no re¬ 
gard } yet all the time it was based upon these things that dynastic 
rule rested; the father passed on to the son a knowledge of the 
course of political affairs lu such wise tbot none should know it 
but membera of the dynasty end none could betray it to the gov¬ 
erned. As titne went on the meaning of tbe dynastic transfer¬ 
ence of the true position of affairs in the political was lost, and 
this aided the encces o£ our eanse. 


26, In all cornera of the earth the words **L}bfifty: 'Rqualilv. 
Fraternity,'* brought to our ranks, thanks to on 
whole legions who bore our banners with enthus 
the time these words were canker-worms nt work 
well-being of the goyim, putting on end every 
quiet, solidarity and destroying oil the fouadatlo 
States. As yon see later, this helped us to o' 
gave us the possibility, among other things, of g 
bands the master card—the destruction of the p 
other ^Tords of the very existence of the aristocrae. 
that class which was the only defense peoples anc 
ogaiast us. On the ruins of the eternal and genco 
racy of the i 70 yiw we have set up the aristocracy o 
class headed by the aristocracy of money. The qu

27, Our triumph has hcca rendered cnslor by the fact that in 
our relation with the men whom we wanted we hnvo always 
t^'orked upon the moat senaitlvo chorda of the human mind, upon 
tlio cosh aceount, upon the cupidity, upon the iasattabiiity for 
motcrhl needs of mnn } and each one Of these human weohneasM, 
taken atone, ia sufficient to poraiyao initiative, for it hands over 
the will of men to the disposition of him who has t>oueht their 
activities. 

2$. Tito abstraction of freedom has enabled us to persiiodc the 
mob In aii countries that their government is nothing but the 
rffaward of tho people who are the owners of the country, and 
that tho steward may ho roplaeed Hko a worn-out glove. 

22. It is tills pofisbility of rcplaciug the representatives of 
the people which has placed them, ot our disposal, nnd, os it were, 
givoci UN tho power of oppoinlmont

3. It is indlsponsablo for onr pntposc that war?, so far as 
poMlbic, should not result in terntorlol gains r war will thus be 
brought on to tho ccoaotaic ground, where tho nations will not 
fail to pereeive in the ossistaooe we give the strength of our pro* 
dominance, and this stoto of things will put both sides at the 
mercy of our intornational apenfur; which possesses millions of 
eyes ever on tho watch and u^ompered by any limitations what* 
soevor. Our international rights will then wipe out national 
rights, in the proper seoso of right, and will rule the nations pro* 
ciNcI^ os tho civil law of States rules tho relations of their sub* 
jeets among themselves. 

2, The ndmioiatratOTs, whom we shall choose from among the 
public, with strict regard to their capacities for servile obedience, 
ivlll not be persons trained in the arts of goverumeut, and will 
therefore easily bpcomc pawns in onr game in the hantls of men of 
leuruiDg and genius who will be their advisers, specialists bred 
nu<l reared from early childhood to rule the affair? of the whole 
world. Jis is vvcl) known to you, these specialists of ours havo 
been drawing to fit them for rule the intorniatiou they need from 
our political plans from the lessons of history, from observations 
made of the events of every moment as it passe.^. The are 
not guided by practical use of unprejudiced historical observo* 
tion, hut by theoretical routine without any critical regard for 
conscJ)uent results, need not, therefore, take any account 
of them—let them amuse themselves until the hour strikes, or Hvo 


on hopes of sow forms of enterprising pastime, or on the 
memories of all they have enjoyci Per them let that play the 
prinelpal port which wo have pereuaded them to accept as the 
dictates of scleoco (theory). It Is with this object in view that 
W6 are constant^, by means of our press, arousing a blind cos* 
fideneo in those theorioa. The intolleetaals of the will 

puff themselves up with their knowledges and without any logi* 
cal verification ot them will put into effect all the information 
availabio from sdenee, which our ^gcaiur specialists have eun* 
ningly pieced together for the pnrpose of educating their minds 
in the direction wo want 

3. Do not suppose for a moment that these statements are 
empty words: think eavefally of the snecesses wa arranged for 
Darwinism, Marxism, Nlet 2 sehe«ism. To ua Je^r3, at any rate, it 
should be plain to aco what a disintegrating importance these 
directives have bad upon tb« minds of the goytm, 

4, It is indispensable for us to take account of the thoughts, 
characters, tendencuu of the nations in order to avoid maldog 
slips In the political and Jo the direction of adminIstrstivo af* 
fairs. The triumph of our system, of which tho component parts 
of the maehmery may be variously disposed according fo tho tern* 
peraisentof the peoples met on our i?ay, will fail of success if 
the proctical application of it be not based upon a summing up 
of the logons of the past la the light of tho present. 

t>. la. the hands of the States of to>day there is a great force 
tliatoreates the movement of thought in the people, and that Is 
the Press. The port played by the Press is to keep pointing our 
requi^ments suppased to be indUpcnsable, to givo voice to the 
complaints of the people, to express and to create discontent. It 
is in tho Press that the triumph, of freedom of speech finds its in* 
carnation, fiat the ooyim States liavo not known how to make 
use ot this force; and it has fallen into our hands. Through the 
Press we have gaised the power to influence while remaining 
ourselves ia the shade; tbanka to the Press we have got the geld 
in oar hands, notwithstanding that wo have had to gather it out 
of the oceans of blood and tears. But it has paid us, though we 
have saenficed many of our people. Bach victim on our side is 
worth in the sight of God a thousand poyrm.

There remains a small space to cross and the whole 
long path we have trodden ts ready now to close its cycle of the 
SymboUa Snake, by wbteb we a>'mbolisc our people.

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2. TJie constitution scales of tijese (kys wHi shortly break 
down» for wo have established (hem with o certain Jock of aC' 
curate balonce in order that they may oaeiilate ineossantJy until 
they wear throu^^h the pivot on which they turn. The goyim are 
under the taipresslon that they liivc welded them sufficiently 
strong and they hove nil aIojjj kept on expecting tliat the scales 
uniilU come into equilibrium, But the pivots—the kings on their 
thrones—nro Ircmmccl ia by their repre«ntntive3, who ploy the 
fool, distraught with their own uncontrolled and irresponsible 
power. This power they owe to the terror which has been 
breatlaeU into the palaces, As they have no menus of getting at 
tiacir people, into their very midst, the kings on their thrones 
arc no longer able to come to terms witli them and so strengthen 
themselves Against ^ckers after power. “Wq have made a guU 
between the far-seciug Sovereign Power and the blind force of 
the people so that both havo lost all mcauiug, for like the blind 
man and his stick, both arc powerless apart. 

3. In order to ineitu seekers after power to a misuse of power 
we have ;iet all forces ia opposition one to another, breaking up 
their Iihcrul tendencies towards independence. To this end wc 
have stirred up every form of enterprise, we have orzned all 
parties, wo have set up authority ns a target for every ambition. 
Of States we have made gladiatorial arenas where a tot of con¬ 
fused lssurs.eouteud ... A tittle more, and disordcra and bank¬ 
ruptcy will be universal., > 

•i, Bobblors Ino^haustible have turned into oratorical contests 
tbo sittings of Farliamcut and Administrative Boords. Bold 
journalist and unscrupulous pamphietcers daily fall upon execu¬ 
tive officials. Abuses of power will put the final touch in prc'- 
paring nil institutions for their overthrow and everything will 
fly slo'ward under I be blows of the maddened mob. 

5. All people arc chained down to heavy toll by poverty more 
firmly than ever they were chained by slavery and serfdom; from 
these, one ^vay and another, they might free themselves, these 
could be settled with, hut from want they will never get away. 
Wo have included in tbo constitution such rights as to the masses 
Appear fictitious and not actual rights. Ail these so-called 

People's nights'^ eaq exist only in idea, an Idea which can 
never be realised in practical life. What is it to the prolctanat 
labourer, bow'cd double over his heavy toil, crushed by his Jot in 
life, if talkers get the right to babble, if joumalisis get the right 
to acribble auy uod sense sido by side with good stuff, onco the 
proletariat has no other profit mt of (he constitution save only 
thcEC pitiful crumbs which we fling them from our hiblc in re- 
turn for their voting in favor of what wo dictate, in favour of 


the men we place in power, tie servants of our ggtniur .... Be* 
publican rights for a* poor man arc no more ^an a bitter piece 
of irony, for tho necessity bo is under of toiling almost all day 
gives him no present use of t^m, but the other hand robs him 
of all guarantee of xcguler and certain earnings by making him 
dependent on strikes by bis comrades or lockouts by hia masters. 

6. Tho people tinder our guidance have annilulated the 
aristocracy, who were their one and only defense and foster- 
mother for the sake o£ their own advantage which is insepartib^ 
bound up with the well-bemg of the people. Mowadal^, with the 
deatructioD of the aristocracy, the people have fallen into^ the 
gripe of mercHess money-grinding scoundrels who have l^d a 
pitiless and cruel yoke upon the seeks of the workers. 

7. Wo appear on tho scena aa alleged saviours of the work^ 
from this oppression when we propcae to him to enter the ranks 
of our fighting fowes^ociolistfl, Anarchists, Communists—to 
whom we always give support in aecordauec irith an alleged 
brotherly rule (of the solldnrl^ of all humanity) of our social 
mfuonrtf, Tb« aristocracy, which enjoyed by law the labour of 
the workers, was inlcrtslcd in seeing that the workers were well 
fed, healthy and strong. 'W’o are interested ia just the opposite 
—in tbo diminution, (he kittino out of ike QOTiif, Our power 
is in the chronic shortness of food and physical weakness of the 
worker because by all that Ibis implies he is made tho slave of 
our wlU, a'nd be will not find In bis own authorities either 
strength or energy to set against our will. Hunger creataa the 
right of capital to rule the worker more surely than it was given 
to the aristocracy by the legal authority of kings. 

$. By want and the envy and hatred which it engenders wa 
shall move the mobs and with their bands wo shall wipe out all 
those who binder ua on onr way. 

9. When the hour strikes for our Sovereign Lord of cU 
"World to ho cTcuiMi if is these same AuTids which iriW sweep 
Qway everyiking that night ha a hindrance thereto, 

10. The gor/tm have lost tho habit of thinking unices prompted 
by tho suggesdona of oar speclolists. Therefore they do not see 
the urgent necesrity of what wc, when our kingdom comes, shall 
adopt at once, namely this, that it is eesenital to teach in national 
schools one rimpJs, tma piaca of hnowiedge, the iasis of all 
lcnov)le^o—ihe knowUdgo of the structure of Auman life, of 
social existence, which requires division of labour, a«d, ooits^ 
quenflg, the diwion of men into cUuses and conditions. It is 
essential for all to know that owing to difference t« fha objects 
of Aymon aftivUy there cahnoi be any equality, that he who by 
any set of fals comproizuses a whole class cannot bo equally 
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e{]c»iisible beford tb« Uw with bin nho alfectA bo one but onlr 
his owei honoiir. The true knonicdgo of tbo structure of socict?, 
into the scercU of which we do not odmlt the ^oytnij would 
<lci)jofistroto to nil men that the positions and work must be kept 
within a certain circle, that thc^ any not become n scarce of 
human suffering, nri^ng from on education which decs sot cor-> 
respond with tho work which indlTidosls arc called upon to do, 
After a thorough st^jdyof this Intowlcdgo the peoples wiil toIus* 
tnrily suhrait to enthorlty and accept such position os fs ap* 
polnicd thorn in the State. Tn the present state ot knowlcdfte and 
the direction we hare given to Its derdopmeat the peoplo, hlindiy 
believing things is print^herisbee—thonks to promptings iS' 
tended to mislead and to ita own ignoranc^a blind hatred 
wards all conditions which it considers abore itself, for it has no 
understanding of the measing of class nsd condition. 

11. TAfj hitireil mil ht siiU fnrihfr •«a/?nf/icd hu ihi efftiit 
of an economic erw, which will atop dealing on tho erehanpes 
And bring industry to n standstill. We shall create by all the 
srr rt't Bnhterrnncan methods open to us and with the aid of gold, 
which Ir nil in our hands, o uniuerjol ccortcuiee erw wAcrsbtf im 
sJiiiH ihr^fp upon fAo tirteis foAcis moh/ of taorkers fimvJfone^ 
ouAh; in oK Iko cowfitner of Europe. Tlicsc inobs will rush dc* 
iichicdly lo shed tho Wood of those whom. In the simplicity of 
their ignorance, they have cnv-icd from their cradles, and whose 
property they will then be able to loot. 

12. yOun^^ they uAU not touch, hooouse the womenf ef oU 
fork vnll he Anown to us and we shall take measures to profeei 
our ou?n. 

13. We havo demonstrsted that progress will bring all the 
coyim to the sovereignty of reason. Our despotism will be pre* 
cicely that: for it will know how by wise severittes to p&cificate 
all unrest, to cauterise liberalism ontof ail inetltutioos. 

14. When the popnlsco has seen that all sorts of codcsssIoiu 
and induigeneos are jdelded It, in tho same pamo of freedom itbss 
imagined itself to bo sovereign lord and has stormed its way to 
power, hut, naturally. like every other blind man It has come 
upon A host of stumbling blocks, it has rushed to find n ffuide, tl 
A/m never had the sense to return to the former sMe ond it hAB 
laid down its plenipotentiary powers at onr feet. Itcmember the 
French Ilevolnlion. to which it was who gave the nemo of 
‘^'flreot*': the seeroU of its preparation are well known to us 
for It WAS wholly tim work of our bends. 

1d, TJver since that time we have been leading the peoples 
from one disenchantment to onother, so that in the end they 
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should turn also from na in fasanr ot that Sing'Dsspot of fho 
Hood of Zion, whom we on prspon’ny for iht worli 

IS. At tho presaat doy we ere, os an interaational loree, 
invlsoible, he<oa»; il attacked by some we axe anpported by other 
Stales. It is the bottoaless rascally of the goyim people, who 
oraw! oh their bellies to force, bat arc merciless towards weak¬ 
ness, unsparing to faulls and iadnlgcat to eriines, anwilimg to 
bear the contradictions of a free social system bat patient nato 
morlyrdoa under the siolenee of a bold despotism—it is thwe 
qaaiitieo which ero aiding us to independence. From the 
premiofdielators of the present day the goyim. peoples suffer 
patiently and bear such shssa as for the least of them they 
would have beheaded twenty kings. 

17. What is tho eiplanation ef this phenimenon, this cunoos 
inconsequenea of the masses of the peoples in their attitnde to¬ 
wards what would appear to he events of the same order! 

18. It is esplained by the fact tbat thesa dietaters whisper to 
the peoples through their agents that through these abuses they 
aro Inflictiug iniuiy on the States with the highest purpos^to 
secure the weUsre of the peoples, the international brotherhood 
of them all, their solidarity and equality of rights. Naturally 
they do not toll the peoples that this unification must be ae- 
complisbcd only under our sovereign mie. 

19. And thus tho people condemn the uptight end acquit the 
guil^i persiuaded ever more and more that It caa do whataoever 
it wishes. Thanhs to this stete of things the people ace destroy¬ 
ing every kiad of stability and creating disorders at every step. 

20. Tho word ‘'freedom” bringa out tho commanitiw of men 
to fight against every Msd of force, sgaiaetoverykindof author¬ 
ity even against Ood and the Jaws of nature. For this reaawt w, 
when we ocme into our kingdom, shall have lo erase this word 
from tho lexieon ef life as imping a principle of brute force 
which turns mobs into bloodthirsty b eests. 

21. These beasts, it ia true, fat! asleep ag^ every time whw 
they have dmxA: their fill ot blood, and at such times can eemly 
be riveted into their chains. But if they bo not given bleed they 
will not sleep and continue to struggle.

1. Every republic pssses through severs! elsges. The iital 
of these is comprised in the early days of mad raging by the 
blind mob, tossed hither and thither, right end left s the second is 
demagogy from whieh is horn aner^y, and that leads inevitably

agents, the changing of whom not <3t]y does not l&iorioasl^ affect 
bat aotttaliy aids tba secret force by saving thanks to con- 
tinnal changes, from the necessity of expanding its resources 
on tho rewarding of long serriecs. 

S. Who and what is In a position to overthrow an invisible 
forco f And this Is precisely wbat oar force is. Geniilt masonry 
blindly serves OS a screen for os and our objects, bnt tho plan of 
action of our force, even its very abiding-pJaee, remains for tho 
whole pcoplo an unknown stystcry. 

3. Bat oven freedom might ba harmlesa and have its place in 
(he State economy (rithont injury to tho well-being of tho peoples 
if it rested upon tho foundation of faith in God, upon tha broth¬ 
erhood of humanity, unconnected with the conception of cttnality, 
wbtoh^ Is negatived by tha very left’s of creation, for they have 
cstabHi^hcd subordination. With such a fal^ this a pcoplo 
might be governed by a wardship of parishes, and would walk 
eontentediy and humbly under tho guiding hand of its spiritual 
pstor submitting to tho dispositions of God upon earth, ^la 
is the reason why if « indiipcnroblc for 119 to ut^dcmitRC all faiths 
to tear out of tho mind of the QOYIlf the very prindpte of Qod^ 
htod and iho spirit, and to pui in iti place urifAmeitcal eolcato* 
/ioneand material needs* 

4. In order to give the ffoyim no time to think and take note, 
their minds must ho diverted towards Industry mtd trade. Tbns, 
nil the notions will beswoHowed up in the pursuit of gain and in 
the race for it will not taka note of their common fee. Bub ag^, 
in order Ihot freedom may once for all disintegrate and rain tho 
communitici of the goyiVn, wo must put industry on a specnJatjva 
basis: th« result of this will bo that what is withdrawn from tho 
land by industry will slip through the bauds and pass into specu¬ 
lation, that is, to cur closaca. 

5. Tho intensified struggle for superiority and shocks de¬ 
livered to economic life will create, nay, have already created, 
drsenchastcil, cold and heartless communiGcs. Sneh communi¬ 
ties will foster a strong aversion towards the higher political and 
towards rcHglon, Their only guide la gain, that is Gold, which 
they will erect into a veritablo cult, for the ^0 of those material 
delights which it can give. Then will tbe hour striko when, not 
for tho sake of attoiaiag- tho good, not cveu to win weolth, but 
solcy out of haired towards tho privileged, tho lower desaea of 
tho yoyini will follow our lead against our rivals for power, the In¬ 
tellectuals of tho ffoyim. 
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1. What form of adminislratlve rule can be given to comme- 
mtiea in Avhieb eomiption has penetrated everywhere, commu¬ 
nities where riches are attained only by the clover lurpriso tactics 
of aemi-swindling tricks; where loseness retgxts; where morality 
la maintained by penal meosarcs and harsh laws hut not by volun¬ 
tarily accepted principles: where the feeling towards faith ond 
country ara obli^ted by eosmopolitan convictions 1 TTbat form 
of raJa Is to be given to these communities if not that despotism 
which 1 ahall describe to yon latert Wb shall create an intensi¬ 
fied contralisatiou of government In order to nip In onr bauds 
all the forces of the community. Wo shall regimtc meehanieally 
all the actions of tho political life of otir subjeets by now laws. 
These lawa mil withdraw one by one all the indulgences and lib¬ 
erties which have been permitted by the ffopim, and our Idngdont 
will be dlsG&guishcd by a despotism of auch moguiilecnt propor¬ 
tions os to be at any moment and in every place in a position to 
ftdpe out any goyim who oppose us by deed or word. 

2. Wo shall be told that such A despoUsm os I speak of is not 
consistent with tho progress of these days, but I will prove to you 
that it ia 

9. In the times when the peoples looked upon kings on their 
thrones as on a pure manifestation of the will of God, they suV 
mitted without a murmnr to tha despodc power of kings: but 
from the day when wo insinuated into thcir minds the concep¬ 
tion ol toeir own rights they began to regard the ocenponts of 
thrones es mere ordinary mortals. The holy tmetlon of tha 
Lord^a Anointed has fallen from the beads of kings in the eyes 
of the people, and when we also robbed them of their faith in 
God the might of power was Gang upon the streets into the place 
of public proprietorship and was seized by us. 

4. Moreover, the art of directing masses and iodividuala by 
means of cleverly maoipolated theory and verbitoge, by regi^- 
tions of life in common and all sorts of other quirks, in all which 
the goyim understand nothing, belongs likewise to the specialists 
of our administrative brain. Reared on a^ysis, observation, on 
delicacies of fine calculattoo. In this ^ecies of sbU we have do 
rivals, any more than we bavo either in the drawing up of plans 
of political actions and solidarity. In this respect the Jesuits 
alone might hove compared (vith ns, but we have contrived to 
discredit them in the r 7 es of the unthinl^g mob as on overt or¬ 
ganisation, while wc ourselves all the while have kept our secret 
organisation in the shade. However, it is probably all tho aamo 
to the world who is its sovereign lord, whether the head of 
Cstholiosm or our despot of the blood of Zionl But to us, the 
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Cliofcn ?cQp!c, it u vcr 7 far frpm a zsattcr of Isdiffcraac*. 

0. For a Unit perhaps toe mipht be suceessfullxf dealt with 
a cealxUbn of the OOYIM of aU the toorld: but from tbia danger 
wa are secured by tbe discord exiati&g azoong them Tvhcaa roots 
arc so deepiy seated that they can never now bo ptucked up. 
have set one egainat another the pemoai and natronal reekomsga 
of the ffoyim, religious and reco hatreds, which we have fostered 
into a huge groirth In the course of the past twenty oenturzes. 
This fs tbe reason why there h not ose State which would any¬ 
where receive support if it were to raise its arm, for every one 
of them must hear in mind that any agreement against us would 
be unprofitable to itself. We are strong—there is so evading 

our power. The noiiom eanttoi tome to even an {jteoneiderable 
private agreement vfithoui our ttertilp having a hand m tf- 

6. Per Me regts regnant. is through me that Kings 
reign.*! And it was said by tho prophets that we were chosen by 
God Himself to rule over tbs whole earth. God has endowed ua 
with geni^ that wo may ho e^ual to our task Were genius in 
the opposite camp it would still struggle against us, hut even so 
a newcomer is no match for the old-established settler: the strug- 
glo would be mcTciicss between us, such a fight as the world has 
never seen. Aye, and the genius on their side would have arrived 
too latc> AU the wheels of tba machinery of ail States go by the 
force of tho csgincj which is in our hands, and that engine of tbe 
machinery of Statu la—Goid« The scleneo of politieal economy 
invented by our learned elders has for long past been giving 
royal prestige to capital 

?. Capital, if it is to co-operate untrammelled, must be free to 
establish a monopoly of industry and trade: this is already being 
put in execution by an unseen hand in all quarters of tha world. 
This freedom will give political foreo to those engaged in indus¬ 
try, and that will help to oppress tho people, Nowadays it is 
more important to disarm the peoples than to lead them into war: 
more important to use for our advantage Che passions v;hieh 
bavo burst into itentes than to qneneh their firo; moro important 
to catch up and interpret tho ideas of others to suit ourselves than 
to eradicate them. The prtTttipIe object of our directorate con- 
in fhtr: to debiliate the public mind btj criticism; to lead it 
flU'oy from serious rePecUont calculaltd to arotise resistance; to 
distract the forces of the mind towards a sham fight of empty 
eloquenee. 

8- fn all ages tho people of tho world, equally ivitb individ* 
uals, have accepted words for deeds, for they are content with a 
and rarely pause to note, in the public arena, whether 
promises oro followed by performance. Tliereforo wo shall estah- 
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lish show institutions which wiH give eloquent proof of their 
beneHt to progrcB*. ^ 

0. We ^all assamo to ourselves the liberal physiognomy of all 
parties, of all directions, and wo shall give that physiognomy a 
voice t» oroters who will speak so muck that they will exhaust 
the patience of fhdr hearers and produce an abhorrence of ora¬ 
tory. 

10. Jn order to put puilie opinion info our hands we witiii 
bniM? a into a state of beuntderment by giving expression from 
«?l sides to io many contradictory opinions and for such length 
of ffme os lotlf suffice to make the OOTThf lose thmr heads in the 
labyrinth and come to see that the best thing is io have no opinion 
of any kind in matters poliiicat, which It is not given to the pn^ 
lie to understand, because they are understood only by him who 
guides the public. This is the first sccceL 

11. The second secret requisite for the suce^ of our gov¬ 
ernment is comprised In the loUowlsgi To multiply to aiich an 
c.'ctcnt national failings, habits, paastona. conditions of civil life, 
that it will be Impossible for anyone to hnow where he is in the 
resulting chaos, so that the people In consequence will foil to 
understand ono another. This measure will also serve us in 
another way, namely, to sow discord tn all parties, ^te dislocate 
all eolicctivc forces which arc still unwilling to submit to as, and 
to discourage asy kind of petsonal Initiative which might In any 
degree hinder our affair. There is nothing more dangtrous than 
per^Rol tnitlOfiVa; If it bos genius behind It, auch Initiative can 
dq more than eon be done by millions of people omong whom wo 
have sown discord. We mart so direct the education of tho 
pof/im communities that whenever th^ come upon tf matter ^re¬ 
quiring initiative they may drop their hands io despairing Im¬ 
potence. The straiu which results from freedom of aetiOR saps 
tha forces when it meets with the freedom of another. From 
this collision arise grave monil shocks, disenchantments. failures. 
Py all these nicoTU ITS shall so wear down the OOYIM that they 
ufOl be compelled to offer vs intemaitonal power of a nature 

by its position ttnV enable us without any violence gradually to 
absorb all the State forces of the world and to form a Super- 
Government. In ploce of tbe rulers of to-day we shall eet up a 
bogey which iviU be called tho Super-Qovecniacnt Adminiatra- 
tton. Its hands will reach out in all dircctiODS like slpprra and 
its organisation will bo of such colossal dimensious that i: canuot 
fail to subdue all the nations of the world.

1, We shall soon begin to establish huge monopolies^ reser¬ 
voirs of colossal riches, upon which even large fortunes of the

3. In every possible way we must develop the signifseance of 
our Snpcr*Oovomm€nt by representing it oa the Protector and 
Benefactor of all those who volontarily atthmit to ua. 

4. The aristocracy of Iho as a political force, is dead— 
Wo need not take it into accountr hut aa landed proprietors they 
can atill be harmful to Us from the fact that they are sclf-sutfic* 
Ing in the resources upon which they live. It is essential there¬ 
fore for UB at whataver oost to deprive them of their land. ThU 
object will be beat attained by Increasine the burdcaa upon 
landed property—in loadbg lands with debts. These measures 
will eheck land-holding and keep it in a state of bumble and an* 
eonditionai submission. 

5. The aristocrats of the j! 7 oyim, beinct hereditarily incapable 
of contenting themselves with little* will rapidly bum up and 
fizzle ont 

C. At the same time we must intensively patronise trade and 
industry* but* first and foremost, speculation, the part played by 
which is to provide a counterpoise to industr 7 : the abseneo of 
Bpeciilntivo industry will multiply capital in private hands and 
will serve to restore agrienlhiro by freeing the land from in¬ 
debtedness to the laud hanks. What we want is that industry 
should drain off from the land both labour and capital ond by 
means of speculation transfer Into our hands all the money of 
tho world, and thereby throw all the pOj/itn into the ranks of tho 
prolcatrjat.

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alUffid ardent desire to serve Ike working bosses and the great 
prineipUs of poh’f icaf economy about leAicA our eeoncmie theories 
are earryinp on an enerpetic propaganda. 

TO 

1. The luiemlfLcatiott of armaments, the increase of police 
foreu—arc sU essential for the completion of (ho aforementioned 
plans. What we have to get at is that there should be In oil the 
States of tho world, besides ourselves, only the masses of the 
proletariat* a few millionaires devoted to our interests, police and 
soldiers. 

2. Throughout all Europe* and by means of relations with 
Europe* in other eontincats also, we must create ferments, dls- 
cords and hostility- Therein we gain a double advantage. In 
the first place we keep in check all countries* for they wiU know 
that we have the power whenever we like to create ^sorders or 
to restore order. Ail these countries are accustomed to see in ns 
an indispensable force of coercion. In tho second place* by onr 
intrigues wo shall taoglo np all the threads which we have 
stretched into the eobi&eta of oil States by means of (he political, 
by economic treaties* or loan obligations. In order to succeed in 
this we must use great cunning and penetration during negotia¬ 
tions and agreements, but* os regards what is called the ‘^official 
language,*' ire shall keep to the opposite taetiea and assume the 
mask of honesty and compliancy. In this way the peoples and 
goverainents of the goyim, whom we have taught to look only at 
the outside whatever we present to their notice, will s^Q continue 
to accept us as the benefactors and savlouis of the human race. 

3. We must be In a position to respond to every net of oppo¬ 
sition by war with the neighbours of that country which dares 
to oppose ua: but if these neighbocs should also venture to stand 
eollcetively together against us, then wo must offer resistance 
by a universal war. 

4. The prittcipal factor of success in the pol iticol is the secrecy 
of Its undertakings; the word ^ouid not agreo with the deeds of 
the diplomat.

G. In a word, to sum np our system of keeping the govern¬ 
ments of the goyim in Europe in check* we shall show on r strength 
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to ont of ihtm. hy terrorist attenpts wd to all, if wo lUlow the 
possibility of a gcocrol ias? os^iost us, we ob&H respond with 
ibo guns of Amerlco or Cbiso or Japes.

1, Wo roust arm outtelvcs with oil ibo weapons which cur op* 
ponents {sight employ agsisst ns. We mnst search out in w 
7c:y finest shades of oppression and tho knotfy points of the 
lexicon of law justificstion for those coses where ws shall hATo to 
pronounce judgments that might appear abnormally audaelons 
and unjust, for it is importont that those resolutions should bs 
set forth in ezpreasloiu that sbsU seem to bo the most exalted 
motal principles cast Into legal form. Our dlrectorats must ear* 
round itself with all these forces of clvilUatien among which it 
will have to wrk. It will surround itself with publicists, prac* 
tieal jurists, admisistratora, diploasta and, finally, wi^ per* 
sons prepared by a speoial sQpe^edueational trah^g tn our 
special schools. These persons ^ ha?e eognisemeo of all se* 
crets of the Bccial structure, they will know all tho languages 
that can be mado up by political alphabets and words; they will 
bo mado acquainted with the whole underside of human nature, 
with oU its sensitive chords on which they will have to pley. These 
chords ore tbe east of mind of tho ^ayim, their tendencies, sbort* 
comings, vices and qualities, the particularities of classes and con* 
ditions. Needless to say that tho talented assistants of au^ori^, 
of whom I apeak, will bo takes sot from among the poyim, who 
aro^ accustomed to perfens tholr administrative work without 
giving themselves the trouble to think what Its aim is, and sever 
cott^der what it is needed for. The administrators of the payjm 
sign papers without reading them, and they serve either for 
mercenary reasons, or from anbltion. 

2, Wo shall sarrousd our government with a whole world of 
economists. That is tho reason why economic seisnees form tho 
priiMip^ subject of the teaching given to tho Jews. Around us 
again will be a whole eonstcUa^oo of hankers, industrialists, eapi* 
talists and—the mom M»np—mifftonome, because m suisiancs 
eueryihinff will be uUled hy fAe quaiion 0/ /i^«r«. 

3, For a tlsto, until there wlU no longer bo any risk is en* 
trusting responsible posts in our State to our brothor-Jews, we 
sbell put them in the hands of porsoss whose post and repnttf* 
^on ore such that bs tween thorn and tho people lies an oby^, per. 
sons wito, in ease of dieobedlonce to our iostruetions, must face 
criminal charges or disappear—this In order to make them de* 
feud our Interests to their last gasp.

plans out of fear of reyolationa and from tlio uAtural desire of 
everyoao w’ho boa attained power, namely, the retention of the 
privileges, advantages and honour connected with tbo office of 
prasidcfiL^ Tho chamber of deputies will provide cover for, ^ll 
protect, will elect presidents, but we shall take from it the right 
to prop OM new, or make changes in exisUng lavts^ for this right 
will bo given by us to tho responsible president, a puppet in out 
hands, bTalurally, the authority of the presidents will then be* 
come a target for every possible form of attack, hut we shall 
provrdo him with a meazu of sd&defense in the right of an ap« 
peal to the people, for the decision of the people over tho beads 
of their representatives, tlmt is to say, an appeal to that some 
blind slave of ours—the majority of the mob. Independently of 
this wo sbatJ invest tho president with tho right of dcelarbg a 
state of war. “We shall justify this last right on the ground that 
tho president aa chief of tho whole army of the country mast 
have it at bis disposal, in ease of need for the defense of tbo new 
republican constitution, tho right to defend which wlU belong to 
him CO the responsibio representative of this conalitution. 

14 . It ^ co^ to undersUna tbn* in these conditions the key 
of s^co will Jio in our hands, end no one outside ourselves 
will Vsnger direct the force o£ iegisla^on. 

Ga Besides this wo shall, with tho introduction of the new 
constitution, take from the Chamber the ri^t of 
?nterpei:mtion on government zoeaauna, on the pretext of preserv. 
ing political secrecy, and, further, we shall by the new constitn* 
tion reduce tho number of representatives to a minimurn, (hereby 
proportionately reducing political passions snd the passion for 
pohllw. If, however, they should, which is hardly to be expected, 
buret into flame, even in this minimum, wo shall nullify them by 
s sirring appe^ and a refcTance to the majority of (he whole 
people .... Upon the president will depend tho appointment 
of presidenta and vico*presidents of tue Chamber and ibe Sen* 
ate. Inatesd of constant sessions of Parliaments wa ^all re¬ 
duce their sittings to a few months, hforcover, the president, 
as chief of tbo cxccutivo power, will have the right to smninon 
and dissolve Parllarncnt, and, in the tatter ease, to prolong the 
time for the appointment of a new parliamentary assembly. But 
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in order that the consequenoea of all theto acU which in substance 
are illegal, should not, prematurely for our plans, upon tho re¬ 
sponsibility establisfaed by wsc of the pwaident, ws thaU intUQaU 
minhitrt and other offUiah of the highef adminhtratiOn about 
the president to evade his ditposilions by taking Measures of their 
owttj for doing whtcb they wHI be made (be scapegoats in bis place 
.... This pact we eapeciolly recommend to be given to lie played 
by the ^oate, the C^ucll of State, or the Council of bllnifitors, 
but not to an iDdividual official. 

16. The president will, at our discretion, Inte^rct the sense 
of such of the existing laws as admit of various interpTetation • 
he will further annul them when we indicate to him the ncccsity 
to do so, ^ides this, be will have the right to propose temporary 
laws, and even new departures in the government constitutional 
\rorkiog, the pretext both for tho one and Ibe other being the re- 
quiremcuta for tbo supreme welfare of the State. 

17. By such meaaureo we shall obtain the power of destroy- 
jng little by little, step by step, oil that at the outset when we

Ufith dissension, haired, struggle, envy and even by the use of 
torture, by siarvoiion, BY TBE JBOCVLATIOlf OF DIS¬ 
EASES, by troaf, so that Ihe QOYIhf see no other issue fhon to 
take refuge i« o«r complete sovereignty in money and i» oil else- 

20. But jf we give the nations of the ivorld a breathing space 
the moniefit we long for is hardly likely ever to arrive,

2. This, then, a tho programme of tho new eonatitution. 
shall moko Law, Right and Jnaltco (1> ia tho gnlfio of propoMls 
to the Lcgiftlotlro Corps, (2) hy decrees of tho president under 
tho guiso Of general rcgnlations. of erdora of the Senate and of 
resolutions of the State Conncil in the gniso of ministeno! ordera. 
(3) and in ease a suitahTo ocoaaion shonlcl artse—m the form of 
n revolution in the State. 

3. Flaring established appeoximatoly the modw c^endi’we 

will occupy ourselves ^th detaiU of those eombinalsona by ■wbsch 
wo have still to corapieto tho rsTOlullon in the conrao oftho ma- 
ehinery of State in the dlrcotion already indtwted. By these 
cooihinattOTUi T mean the freedom of tho Press, the rtght of asso« 
elation, freedom of conscienco, the voting pnnejple, and many 
another that must diaoppear for ever from the memory of man, 
or undergo a radical alteration the dar after the promnlgatson 
of tho new constitution. It is only at that roomenl that wo shsU 
ho nldc at once to aDnounce all our orders, for, afterwards, every 
noticcahJe altoralion will bo dasgerona. for the following rea- 
flrtnst if this oltcretien be brought in with harsh seventy and in 
A senjic of severity and limitations, It may load to a feeling of 
despair caused by fear of new alterations in the samo dircetion; 
if. on tho other hand, it ho brought in in a sense of furthor in¬ 
dulgences it Will ho said that we havo rceognUed our own wrODg- 
doing and this will destroy tbo prestige of tho infallibility of onr 
nutherity, or else it will he said that wo have beeoiao alarmed 
and aro compelled to show a yielding disposition, for which we 
shall got no thanks bceanse it will be supposed to be compnUory 
.... Bolh tho ono and tho other aro injutioos to the preatsgo of 
tho new constilntion. wo wont is that from the first 

moTnent of its promulgation, while the peoples of the world are 
Rtiil atiinned by the accomplished foct of Ibg revolution, atiU m 
n condition of terror and uncertainty, they should rccogniao 
once for all that we arc so strong, so inexpugnable, so anper*abnn- 
daatly filled with power, that in no case shall wo take any 
count of them, and so far from paying any alien ^on to tfletr 
opinions or wishes, we aro ready and able to crush with irrcsis- 
tifalc power all cxprcaiiou or manifestation thereof at every mo¬ 
ment and ip every place, that wc have seized at once cverytbtng 
wo wanted and ahali in no caao divide onr power with them ....

6. It is not woKh while to say anything about how long a 
time they will be kept wai^g for this return of their liber¬ 
ies .... 

7. For what purpose then have we invented this whole policy 
and insinuated it into the minds of the gay without giving theca 
any chance to examine its underlying mcaniugt For what, in¬ 
deed, if not in order to obtain in a roundabout way what is lor 
our acottored tribe unattainable by the direct roadl It is this 
which baa served as the basis for our organisation of SECRET

1. The word ^‘freedom,’* which con Lie interpreted in various 
ways, Is defined by us os follows:— 

2. Freedom is the right to do that which the law allows. This 
iuterpretation of tbo word will at tho proper time he at servieo to 
as, heeauso all freedom will thus be In our hands, since tho lawa 
will abolish or create only that which Is desirable for us accord¬ 
ing to tho aforesaid programme. 

3. Wo shall deal with tbc press in the following way: what 
la tbo part played by the press to-day I ft serves to excite and 
inflame those passions which are needed for our purpose or eUo 
it serves selfish ends of parties. It is often vapid, unjust, mesdv 
clous, and the majority of the public havo sot the slightest idea 
what ends the prm really serves. We shall saddle and bridle 
it with (f tight curb: wo sbali do the samo also irith all prodno- 
tioua of tho printing press, for where* would be the sense of gfet- 
ting rid of tho atta^ of the press if we remain t&rgnta for 
pamphlets aud books t The produce of publicity, which uowa- 
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dnys is a source of heavy ozpc&ss owjug to tlw necessity of censor* 
ing it, will be turned by ua into a very lucrative source of income 
to our Stales we shell on it a spcdsl stamp tax and require 
dopoeita of eaut!o&*moacy hofore permitling the estabUahment 
of any organ of the press or of printlDg off^; these will then 
have to gtmrantco our government against any kind of attack on 
iho part of tho press. For any attempt to attack us, if such still 
ho possible, wo shall infliet fines without mercy, Sueh measures 
as stamp tar, deposit of cant ion *isoncy and finu secured by ^ese 
deposits, win bring in a huge iaoome to tho government, It is 
truo that party organs might net spara money for the sake of 
publicity, but tbese we sbaH shut up at tbo second attack upon 
us, Ho one shell with impunity isy a finger on the aUreole of 
our government infaUibibly. The pretext for stopping any pub¬ 
lication will bo the alleged plea that it U agitating tho public 
mind without oecajsloii or justification. Z htg you to noii ihoi 
among Ihoso making ciic^ka upon us ufitl oI$o he oTgam tsiah- 
lishtd bg us, bui ihtg loitt ailack acJusivilg pofnii fAoi we have 
pre-ddermitifd ia alir.r, 

4, yo< 0 tingU announcemeni tvill reach iht public toithoui 
our conirot. ^ven now this is already being attained by us inns- 
mucK as all nows items arc received by a fow agencies, in whoso 
offices tboy aro focused from all parts of the world, Theso 
agencies will then h» already entirely ours and will giro pub¬ 
licity only to what wc dictate to them. 

5. If already now wo have contrived to pc^sass oui^elves of 
tho minds of the goy comaunities to such an extent that they all 
come near looking upon the events of the world through tho 
coloured glasses of those spectacles we sro setting astride their 
noses; if already sow there is xiot a single State where there 
exist for UB any bopriors to admlttanee into what goy stupidity 
calls State scor^: what wjU our position bo then, when wa sboU 
be acknowledged supremo lords of the world in the person of 
onr king of all tho world«.«, 

* €, us turn again to tho future of the printing press. Every 
one desirous of being a pnblishcr, librarian, or printer, will b« 
obliged to provide himself with the diploma instituted therefor, 
whieb, iu ease of any fault, will he immediately impounded. With 
Gueh measures the fnstiv^nienf of thought u/itl become an cduea- 
iive means in the hands of our oovernment, which will no longer 
allow the moss of the nation h 6s ted astray in by-ways and fo7> 
iasies about the blessings of progress. Is there any one of ns 
who docs not know that these phantom bleaiings are the direet 
roads to foolish imaginings wbieh give birth to anarehieal rela¬ 
tions of men among themselves and towards authority, because 


prepress, or rather the idea of progress, has introdsced tbo co&- 
eeption of every kind of emancipation, bnt has foiled to estab- 
ite limits.... All the sO'CoUed liberals are anarchists, If not 
m fact, at any rate in thought. Every one of them ia bunting 
after phantoms of freedom, and falling ezdusively into Hccooe, 
that is, into tho anarchy of protest for the si^e of protest.... 

7. Wo tom to the peno^eal press. We shall impose on it, 
as on oil printed matter, stomp taxes psr sheet and deports Of 
coutme-money, and boo^ of less than 3D sheets wlU pay double. 
Wc sball rcekon tbcm os pamphlets in order, on the one band, to 
reduce the nsmber of mogazinea, which are the wont form of 
printed poisoo, and, on the other, in order that mcooure 
may force writera into such lesgtl^ prcductioas that they will 
bo little read, especially as they will be costly. At (ho some time 
what we sheU pnb^h ourselves to mfinenco mental development 
in the direction laid down for our profit wUI bo cheap and will 
bo read voraciously. The tax will bring vapid literary ombltlona 
within bounds and the liability to penalties will make literary 
men dependent upon us. And if there ^ould be any found who 
are desirous of writing against us, they will not find any person 
eager to print their productions. Before accepting any production 
for publication in print the pabiUber or printer will have to apply 
to the authorities for pemusaion to do so. Thus we shall Iraow 
beforehand tricks preparing against us apd ehoU nullify 
them by getting ahead with explanations on tho subject 
treated of. 

3. Literature and journalism are two of tho most important 
educativo forces, and ^erefere our government will hecome pro* 
prietor of the majori^ of the joumaU. This will neutralise the 
injurious iDOnence of the privately-owned press and will put us 
m possession of a tremendoos influence upon the public mind 
.... If we give permits for tea journals, wo shall ourselves 
found thirty, and so on in the samo proportion. This, however, 
most in nowm be suspected by the public. For which reason 
jouroab published by ns will be of the most oppo^te, iu appear¬ 
ance, tendeneica and opinions, thereby creating confidence in tis 
and briu^g over to ua qnite unsuspicious opponents, who will 
thus fall iuto our trap and be rendered harmle^ 

B. In the front rank will stand organs of on official character. 
They wDl slwaya stand guard over onr interests, and thcrefora 
their influence will be comparatively insignificant. 

10. In tho second rank will he the semi-official organs, whoso 
part it will be to attack tho tepid and indifferent, 

11. In tho third rank we sboli set up oar own, to all appesr- 
anee, opposition, which, in at least one of its organs, >vill present 
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wbat looks Uko the Tor? antipodes to os. Oor roo{ opponosts ot 
heart MW accept Ihrs simulated opposition aa their own and will 
shove us their cards. 

12. AU our newspapers will bo of all possibU complciieas— 
srl&toerstlc, repnbHcaa, rcTolaliooary, even oaarchieal—for so 
ioo?, of course, as tbo constitution exists .... Leke tbo lodJas 
idol Vishnu they vnW have a hundred baavls, and every one of 
thetn will have a finger on anjr one of the pnbHc opinions as 
quired. When a pulse quickens these han^ will lead opinion in 
tbo ditecliott of our aims, for an excited patient loses all power of 
judgment and cosily yields to suggestion. Those fools who will 
think they are repeating the opinion of a newspaper of their own 
camp will bo repeating our opidon or any opinion that seems do- 
airsblo for ut In th^. vaSu belief that they are following the or- 
gon of their party they will in fact follow the flag which ws hang 
ont for ^ea. 

13. Is order to direct our newspaper militia in this sense we 
most take especial and minute care In organiBing this matter. 
Under the title of central department of the press vre shall iaslU 
tuto literary gatherings at which oat agents will without attract* 
iug attention issue the orders and watchwords of the day. By 
discussing and controTcrtiog, hut always superficially, without 
touchiitg the essence of the matter, our organs will cany on a 
sham fight fusillade with the official newspapeta solely for the 
purpose of giving ocea^on for us to express ourselTes more folly 
than could well ha done from the outset In officisl announce- 
menu, whenever, of course, that Is to our advantage. 

14. Tktse attack} upon us ufill also scfvc awthir purpose, 

namdy, that our subjecis uttVl be convinced of the cxtsUfioe of 
full freedom of spaeh and so oivo our egenU an occasfott to 
aifinn /Aot all or^cnc lolirch oppose us are empty babblers, since 
they are incapable ot finding any substantial objec^ens to onr 
Oilers. , 

15. Methods of organisation like these, imperceptible to the 
public cyo but absolutely anw, are the best cslculstcd to saccced 
in bringing the attention and the eon^dence of the public to the 
side of our govcnuDcat. Thanks to such methods wo shall be in 
a position as from time to time may be wqolrcd, to exmto or to 
tranquillise the public mind on political questions, to persuade 
or to confvisc, printing now truth, now lies, facts or ^cif contra¬ 
dictions, according as they may be well or 111 received, always 
very cautiously feeling our ground before stepping upon it.... 
TTs shelf hauo a sure triumph over our opponents since they ufilt 
not hove ot their dispwilton organs of tA« press m Vfhkh they can 
give full and final expression to their vleufs owing to the store* 
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said methods of dealing with the ptesa. 'W'e shsll not even seed 
to refute them except very enperfidaHy. 

16. Trial shots like th^, fired by us is the third rank of our 
press, in case of seed, will be energeticaBy refuted by us la onr 
scini>of£idsl organs. 

17. Sven nowadays, already, to take only the French press, 
thcro sro forms which reveal masonic solidarity m acting on the 
watchword: all organs ^ the prcaa are bound together by pro-' 
feeslonal aecteey; like the augurs of old, sot one of their num* 
hers will g^vc away the secret of bis son rcca of information n uless 
it be resolved to make assouscement of them. Kot one jonmalist 
will venture to betray this secret, for not one of them is ever ad¬ 
mitted to practise literature unless his whole pest has some dis* 
graceful sore or other.... These sores would be immediately re¬ 
vealed. So long os they remain the secret of a few the presUgo of 
the jonrsaliat attacks the maiority of the country-the mob follow 
after him with enthuslasiiL 

18. Our ealeulatioDS are especially extended to the provinces. 
It Is indispensable for ns to inflntne there those hopes and Im¬ 
pulses with which wc cosld at any moment fall upon the capital, 
and we shall represent to the capitals that these expressions are 
the Indqicndcut hopes and imputes of the provinces. Katurally, 
the source of then will be alwn^ one and the aarsor^urs. "What 
w weed is that, until tttrh ime as we are in the plenitude 
poioer, the captfolr should find fhtmselves stifled by the provin* 
dal opinion of the natt'o^ i.e., of a masoriiu arranged by our 
ogenUtr, 'What we need is that at the psychological moment the 
cnpitala shonld not be in tt positios to disenss an accomplished 
fact for the simple reason, if fee no other, that it has been ac* 
cepted by the publle opinion of a majonty in the provinces. 

19. When we ere in the period of the new regime transitional 
to that of our osstcmpfion of full sovereignty we must not a<L 
mit any revehlton by the press of any form of p«bffo dishonesty} 
it is necessary that the new regime should be thoutjki to hove so 
perfreily eoniended everybody thof even crifnfnoltfy has disap^ 
ptared .... Cases of the manifestatioa of criminality shonld re¬ 
main known only to their victims and to chance witnesses—no 
more.

2. Prom nil this yon will sec that in securing the opinion of 
the mob wo are only facilitating the working of our machinery, 
a'nd you may remark that it Is not for actons bnt for words ^ 
sued hy us on this or that question that we seem to seek approval. 
We aro constantly making public deeJaration that we are guided 
in all our undertakings by the hope, joined to the conviction, that 
wo arc servinc the common weal. 

3. Tn order to distract people who may be too troublesome 
from discussions Of questions nf the political wc arc now put¬ 
ting foT>vnTYi what wo allege to ho new questions of the political, 
namely, questions of industry. Tn this sphere let them discuss 
themselves silly! The masses are agreed to remain inactive, to 
take a rest from what they suppase to be political (which wo 
trained them to in order to use them os A nuans of combatiDg 
the ffo}/ governments) only on condition of being found new em¬ 
ployments, in which we are prescribing them something that 
Inoks like the same political ohjecU Tn Order that the masses 
themselves may not picas what they are about wc ftirther dittract 
them tvith amusemenis, aamesp pasHmes, pjfribnr, pcapfe's 
pafoeer , . . . Soon wo shaif beijin thravgh ihc profs io propoit 
compoiiiions in ort, m sporf m eU fnndst these interests will fin¬ 
ally distract their minds from questions in which wo should find 
ounulves compelled to oppose them. Growing more and more 
dWccqstomcd to rcflcst and form any opinions of their own, 
people will hcs,in to talk in the same tone ea we, because we 
alone shall bo offering them new directions for thought... . of 
course through siteb persons os will not be suspected of solidarity 
with us. 

4. The part plnyed by the liberals, utopias dreamers, will ^ 
finally^ ployed out when our government is acknowlcdircd. Till 
acich time they will contisuo to do^ us good service. Therefore 
wc shall costinuo to direct their minds to all sorts of vain eon- 
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cepiioos of fiiRtasiie tbeories, new and apparent progressive j 
for have we not with complete sneeeas turned the brainless heads 
of the ffoyim with progress, till thcro is not among the ffoi/im one 
mind able to perceive that under this word lies a departure from 
truth in all coses where It is net a question of materiel invcntioas, 
for truth is one, and in it there is no place for progress. Progress, 
like a fallactous Idea, serves to obscure truth so that none may 
know it except us, the Chosen of God, its guardians. 

5. When we come into our kingdom our orators wll expound 
great problems which have turned humanity upside down in 
order to bring it at the ead tinder our beneficieut rule.

1. When we come into our kingdom it will be undesirable for 
IIS that there should exist any other religion then oura of the One 
God with whom our destiny is bound up by our posi^OQ aa the 
Chosen People and through whom our same destiny is caited 
with the destinic* of the world. We mnsl therefore sweep away 
all other forms of belief. If this gives birth to Ac atheists whom 
we SCO lo-day, it will not, being only a iranaitional stage, inteV' 
fere with our view*, but will serve as a warning for th^a gen. 
erations which will hearken to onr preaching of the religion of 
Moses, that, by its stable and thoroughly elaborated system boa 
brought all the peoples of the world into subjection to ns. There-

2. At tbo taroa tini« tto dbsll not omit to oapbosUo tbo bift* 
toricol raUUkos of tbo goy ^voroaentB vhicb bftTO tomenled 
humanU; tvT ao m&s; canturiea by tb«ir IftOk of nnd«TBttnd!sg 
of everything thnt eonatitutos the true good of humanity in thoir 
chaao after fantastio oebemoa of social blttsings^ ssd b&ro ssTor 
nolrccd that these achemes Vopt op producing a worse and ncTcr 
a better state of the universal reiatiou which are tho basis 
of human life.... 

The whole force of eor principles asd methods will lie in 
tlio fact that wo shoJl present them and expound them as a splcn* 
did contrast to the dead smd decomposed old order of things is 
social life, 

4. Our philosophers will dUcess all the shortcomings of the 
various hcHefs of the goyinx. BUT MO ONS BVBB

fall, they suffer for the weli-being of the future. The attain,

Bear in islsd tiie example wbea Italy, drenched with 
blood, never toui^ed a hair of tho bead of Sulla who had poured 
forth that blood: SuUa eufoyed an apotheosis for hU might in 
eyes of tho people^ though they had been tom Is pieces by 
hiiu, bat his intrepid retuiu to Italy ringed him roond with in. 
violablUty. The people d^ot lay a finger os him who hypnotisea 
them by his daring andhstresg^ of mind. 

4. biesmtime, however, ostll we come into our kingdom, we 
abftU act in the contrary way: we shall create and mul^ply free 
masonic lodges hr all the eoustrics of tho world, absorb Into them 
all who may bceoma or who are prominent in public aetivi^, 
for these lodges we shall find our principal inteUigenee office 
and means of isBuence. All these lodges we ahsll biing under 
one central MlmimstradoD, known to us alone and to all others 
ebsolutely ux^own, which will be composed of our learned 
elders. The ledges will have their representatives wbo will serve 
to screen the a^ve-mentloned administra^on of masonry and 
from whom will Xasae the wat^word and programme. In these 
lodges we shall tie together the knot which binds together all revo.

If this world grows o^toted the mesning 
of that will be that wo have had to stir up in order to break op its 
t^ groat solidarity, But if thtn thouid crin \n itt midst a plot 
ihsn af ffts htad of that plot wiW is no other than ons of our most 
trusUd urvanlf. It is natural that wo and no Other aheuld lead 
tnosonie aetivitlcs, for we biow whither we aw leading, we know 
the final goal of ayery form of activity whereas tho o^ptm have 
knowledge of nothing, not oven of the inunedioto effect of action; 
they put before thenLeelvcs, usually, ^thc momootary reckoning 
of ^0 satisfacUoQ of their self opinion in tho ftOcompUahisest of 
their thought without even remarloag that the very coacepdon 
never belonged to their initiative but to our instlgaUoa of their 
thought»<«» 

d. The ffopim eater the lodges out of curiosity or b the hope 
by their means to get a nibble at the publlo pic, and some of 
^em in order to obtain a hearing before the public for their 
impracticable and groundleae fantasies: they thirst for tbo emo* 
tion of success and applasscj of which we are remarkably geO' 
erous. And the reason why we give them this sueecas is to mi^e 
use of the high eonc^t of thcaselvca to which it gives bii^, for 
that iasonsibly disposes them to aasimulate our suggestions with* 
cut being on their guard against them in tho fulness of their 
confidence that it is their own infaUibility which is ^visg uttar- 
onco to thoir own thoughts and that it is impossible for them to 
borrow those of othen ... Ton cannot Imagine to what extent 
tho wisest of the poyim can be brought to a state of unoonsclona 
nsivoto in tho presasoa of this condition of high eoseeit of them* 
selves, and at tho aamo time how easy it is to take the heart out 
of thorn by the slightest iU>suocess, though it be nothing more 
than the stoppage of the applause they hc^, and to reduce them 
to a slavish submission for the sako of winning a renewal of wo* 
cew.... By so much as ours durepard success if only ihtu can 
carry throu^fh ihar plans, by so much fhs flOYIbl ere tetUinp 
to saenfies any plans ofdy to lavs success. This psychology ©f 
Ihcita materrapy facilitates for us the ta^ of settag them in 
the required di rccUon. These tigers in appearance h cvq the souls 
of sheep and the wind blows freely through their heads. Y7« 
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havo set them on hob!y*‘bor8S of an idea abont tha absorp* 
tion of individuolify by (he symbolic unit of colleetfvum ..« . 
They have saver yot and th^ never wiQ have the sense to te- 
flect that this hobby*horsa is a manifest violation of the most im¬ 
portant Jaw o£ nature, which has established from the very crea¬ 
tion of the world ono unit unUke another and precisely for the 
purpose of instituting indivlduoli^.... 

7. If we have been able to bHsg them to such a pitch of stupid 
blindness Is it not a proof, and an omaongly clear proof, of the 
degree to which the mind of tho goyim is usdovelcped in compart* 
son with our mindt Tida it U, mainiy, which guarantees our 
success. 

B, And how far-seeing were our Ic&med elders in ancient 
times when they said that to aitt:ln a serious end it behooves not 
to stop at any means or to count the victiroa sacrificed for the 
sake of that cud.... W« have not counted the victims of the 
seed of tho goy cattle, thongh we have sacrificed many of onr 
own, but for that wo have tmw already given them such a posi¬ 
tion on tho earth as they could not even have dreamed of. The 
comparatively small numbers of the victims from tbo number of 
ours have preserved our nsdonallty from destruction. 

9. Dea^ is the inevitable end for ell. It Is better to bring 
that end nearer to those who hinder our affairs than, to ourseives, 
to the feundexs of ^fs affair, execute masons in such loirs 
that none save tha Irofherhood can aver have a suspicion of it, 
nof even tha viciimt Ihamsslvas of our death sentence, they aU 
die when required as if front a normal iSrtVd of iilnest .... Snow¬ 
ing this, cYOtt the brotherhood is its tors dare sot protest By 
such methods we have plucked out of the midst of masonry the 
very root of protest against our disposition, TThile preach^g 
liberalism to the goy we at the same time keep our own people 
and our ogeots In a state of unquestioning sumiasion, 

20. Under our tnnuence the execution of the laws of the 
goyim has been reduced to a minimum. The prestige of tho law 
has been exploded by the liberal interpretations introduced into 
this sphere. In the most important and fundamental affmrs and 
<^uestions, judges decide as we dictate to them, see matters in the 
light whenwi^ we enfold them for the adminislra^on of the 
goyim, of course, through persons who are our tools though we 
do sot appear to have onythisg in common with them—by news¬ 
paper opinion or by other means .... Bves senators and the 
higher administration accept our counsels. The purely brnto 
mind of the gogim is incapable of use for analysis and observa¬ 
tion, and still more for tho foreseeing whither a certain manner 
of sotting a question may tend. 
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11. la this ia cspacit/ f<»r thought b«tv««n ths 

sad oomlvss rnsr 1 m clcarlj dUceraed the sesl of oor 

position as tho Chosen People sad of oof higher qualify of bu* 
roanneeS; in oontradutinctlon to the brato mind of the goyiw* 
Their eyta ttro open, bat sco nothing before them and do Uot in¬ 
vent (unless, perhaps, material things). Prom Ibis it U pl^ 
that nature heraelf baa destined us to guide and rule the world 

12. AThcQ comes the time of our overt rule, the time to maai- 
feat its blealsgSy we shall remake all ie^latures, all cor laws will 
be brief, plain, stablo, without an; kind of intorpreUtions, so that 
anyone, will be m a position to imow them perieetl;. The main 
feature which will mn Hght though them is submieaion to orders, 
and tbis principle will ho carried to a grandioao height Ever; 
abuse will then disappear in consequence of the rospon^blUfy of 
all down to the lowest unit bofbra tha higher authorify of the rep* 
resentativo of power. Abuses of power subordinate to this last 
instance bo eo morcile^l; punished that nouo wiU he found 
anxiotts to try eiporimcnts with thoir own powers. "Wa ahall 
follow up jealous!; ever; acUon of the administration on which 
depends tl^ smooth running of tbo machinery of the Slate, for 
slackness in this produces slackness everywhere; not a arnglo 
COSO of illegality or abuse of power will bo left without cxoTuplary 
punUhmest. 

13. Concealment of guilt, cormlvanco between thoao In the 
service of the administration—all this kiad of evil disappear 
after very first examples of severe punishment. Tho aureole 
of our power demands siutable, that is, cruel, punishmenU for the 
slightest iufriugemont, for tho sake of gem, of its sapreme 
prestigo. The aulfcror, though his punlsbmont may exceed bli 
fault, will count os a soldier faHing on tho edmiuiatrative ^ald 
of battle in tho intent of authorify, pviuciple and low, which do 
not permit that any of theso who hold the reins of tbs pubUc 
coach should turn oaLdo from tha public highway to their own 
private paths, erompfee our judfftt lotll fc^uf ihoi iuhtn^ 
'tvtr ihey ftel dispesed io pluma ihtmseJv6s on fociish chmsttcy 
ih«y ars vio^ctino iht hxo of jutliot toAich is xTvtiiuted foe tkt 
¥x«mplary tdificaiion of man by ptfujltios for lapse* ottd not for 
display of the spiriiual qualUies of ik* Judge .... Such quoliuea 
it Is proper to show in private life, but not In a public square 
which is the educatlouary LnisIs of human life. 

14. Our legal staff wJ 11 serve not h oyoad the age of fiS, firstly 
because old men more obstinately hold to pTciudiecd opialons, and 
are Ic^ capable of submitting to new directions, and secondly be> 
cause this will give us the posaiblllty by tbis measnro of seourlng- 
cloatielfy in the ohosgiag of staff, which will thus the more

easily bend nsder out pressure: he who wisbw to keep bis place 
will have to givo blind obedience to deserve it. In geneinl, onr 
judges will bo elected by as only from among those who thorough, 
ly understand that tho part they have to ploy is to ponifib and 
apply laws not to dream abost the mouifestationa of Hhcrsl' 
Ism et the expense of the edneationory schemo of the State, os 
the gotfim in these day* imagine it to be ... . This method of 
Bbuffling the staff vrfll serve also to explode any cylfeetivo aoli- 
daHty of those in the same service and will bind all to lli« Isiter- 
eets of the government upon which their fate will dcf vCd- The 
yoQDg generation of judges vrfU be trained in certain vrews ?e* 
gRrding tho iuadmissibtlify of any abuaca that might dUlnrb the 
cstabli^cd order of our aubjects among themselvoa. 

16. In these days the Judges of the goyim create indu!geuc» 
to every kind of crimes, net having a understanding of their 
office, bceauoe the ralers of the prcKUt age in appointing Judges 
to office Uko no care to inculcate in them a ecnee of duty and 
conscfousocBS of the matter which is demanded of them, Aa a 
brute beast lets out its young In search of prey, m ^ the goyim 
give their subjects places of profit without thinhing to make 
clear to tbem for what purpose such plo^ was created. 'Hiia is 
the reason why their governments arc being ruiued by their own 
forces through tho acts of their own administration. 

16. Let us borrow from the example of the results of these 
actions yet another lesson for our government. 

17. Wc shall root out liberalism froin all the Important stra¬ 
tegic posts of onr govemioent on which depends the training of 
subordinates for our State structure. Such posts will fall «x^u» 
fllvcly to thcso who have been trained by us for administrative 
mlo. To tho possible objection that the retirement of old serT- 
auts will coat the Treasury hcovify. I reply, firstly, they will be 
provided with some private aervice in place of whot they lose, 
and, secondly, I have to remark that all the money In the world 
will bo concentrated in our bonds, consequently It is not our 
government that faos to fear expense. 

28. Our absolutism will in all tbinga be logically consecutive 
end therefor© In each one of its decrees our supreme will will be 
respected and unquestionably fulfilled: it will ignoro all mur¬ 
murs, all discontents of every kind and will destr^ to the root 
every kind of manifestation of (hem in act by punishment of an 
exemplary character. 

19. Wc ohall oboUsh the right of cassation, which will be 
transferred exclusively to our diapossl—to the cogulaance of him 
who rtiks, for wc must not allow the conception among tbs people 
of a thought that there could be aucb a thing os a decision that 
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U not rj^bt of |udfc« act up b? os. If, however, ftajtbioe Iliu 
tbia should occQr> V4 shall ounolra cossats the declsloa, bat ia- 
flfet thorowitb aoeb exempUr 7 paaiahmeatoa the jadgo for Uek 
of Ufiderataadiait of bU dut/ and tho purpose of hU appointment 
aa will proTont a rcpotltfon of ancb oases .... I repeat that it 
moat bo bomo in mind that wo aball haow OTcry step of our ad- 
miaifltration which only needs to bo closely watcl^d for the people 
to bo Gontent with nsj for it has the ngbt to demand from a good 
govomtnent a good offioinl. 

20. Our ffovemmeni wUi kaut ih$ appearance of a pairtarchal 
paUmal ffuardianship on iho pari of our rvUr. Our owa^ aation 
aad our aubjecta will discern Ln bis person & father earing for 
^eir every aecd, their every act. their every inteivrela^on as sub- 
iecta ODO with another, aa well aa their rclationa to the ruler. 
They will then bs so thoroughly imbued with the thought that 
it is impoBsiblo for them to dispense with this wardship aad 
^Idance^ if tbey wish to live in peace and ciuletj that they tnll 
acknowUdffo the autocracy of our ruler a devotfen ^ordering 
on APOTHEOSIS, especially when they ore convinced that those 
whom we set up do not put their own ia place of authon^, hut 
oaly blindly execute his dictates. They wid be rejoiced that wo 
have reflated everything la their lives as u done by wise parents 
who dcsiro to train their children in the cause of duty and sob- 
mission,^ For tho peoples of the world in regard to the secrets of 
onr polity are ever through tho ages only ebildrts under age, 
precisely as aro also their governmeats. 

21. jVs you see, I found our dospotism on Hght and du^: the 
right to compel the oxcention of duty is tho direct obligation of a 
government which la n father for its subjects. It baa tho right of 
t be strong that it may uao it for tho b enef zt of d i rooting humani^ 
towards that order which is defined by nature, nam^, submla- 
sion. Everything in tho world is in a state of'submission, If not 
to man, then to oircumstaneea or its own inner eharaeier, in all 
cases, to what is atrongor. And so aboil we be this something 
stronger for the soke of ^od. 

22. Wo arc obliged without hesitation to aaerificc iadivEdaais, 
who commit a breach of established order, for in the exemplary 
pqniihmcnt of ovll lies a greet eduoaUoaal problem. 

23. When the King of Israel seta upon bis sacred head the 
crown offered him by Europe ho will become pstrlaich of the 
world. Tho indispensable vietinis offered by him za cooaeciueneo 
of their suitability will nover reach tho number of yictims offered 
in tho eourte of centuries by the mania of megnificanee, the 
emulation between the gay governments 

24. Our King wiU bo in constant communion with the peoples, 
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making to (hem from the tribune speeches which fame will in 
that same hour distribute over oil the world. 

ZVI 

1. In order to effect the destruotioa of all collective forces 
except Ours we aboil emasculoto the first stage of collectivim—' 
the umreraftiVs, by re*cducoting them in a now direction. Their 
officials and professon utiU be prepared for their busiruis by de- 
tailed teerti programmes of action from which they wHl itoi with 
immunity dtVer^e, not by one iota. They will be appointed with 
espedat preeauiton^ and tinll be so placed as to be wholly depen¬ 
dent upon the government 

2. Wo shall exclude from the conise of instraction State Law 
aa aim all that concerns the political f^ucstiozL These aubjecta 
will be taught to a few doxena of persons chosen for their pre- 
cmineat capaclttea from among the number of the initiated. The 
uflivef^tttei mwsi no longer send cat from their kalh milksops 
eoneociing plans for a constitution, like a comedy cr a iragsdy, 
buiyiny lAenwcfww with questions of policy m which even their 
own fathers never had any power of thought. 

2. The iibguided acf(qaiatanea of a large number of persona 
with questions of polity creates nlopiaq dreamers and bad aah- 
jects, as you con sec for yourselves from the example of the zmi- 
versal education in this direction of the goyim. We must istrO' 
dnee into their education all those principles which have so bril¬ 
liantly broken up their order. But when wc oro ia power wo 
shall remove every kind of d^tnrblog subjEct from the course of 
edueat^n and aball moke out of the youth obedient children of 
authority, loving him who rules ab the support and hope of peace 
and 4]uiet. 

4. Classicism, as also any form of study af ancient history, is 
which there arc more bad than good examples, we shall replace 
with the study of the programme of tie future, Wb shaU erase 
from the memoTy of men all facts of prevlona ccntnjice which 
arc nDdeslrable to u^ and leave only those which depict all the 
errom of the govemmest of the poyim. The study of practical 
lif<^ of the obligatioos of order, of the relations of people one 
to another, of avoiding had and selfish cxnmpies, which spread 
the infection of evil, and similar (luestions of on educative na¬ 
ture, will stand in the forefront of the leaching programme, 
which will be dranm pp on a separate plan for each calling or 
eUito of life. In no wise geoeralisiog the teaching. This treat¬ 
ment of the question has special importance. 

5. Bach state of life must be trained within strict limits cor¬ 
responding to its destination and work in life. The occasioned

uflconacious relations, and, finolly, of the philosophy of new 
theories not yet declared to the \?orld.

1 1. The practice of advocacy produces men cold, cruel, per* 

j sutent, unprincipled^ who In all eases take up an impersonal, 

porcly legal standpoint They have the iaTcterete habit to re* 
: fer everything to its value for the defence and not to the public 

; welfare of its results. They do not usually decline to nsdertake 
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sn^r defence whatever, they strive for on oeqnittsl at all costs, 
coviQjng over every petty orux of jurisprudence and thereby 
they demoralise jostiee. For this reason we shall set this profes* 
sioQ into narrow frames which will keep it Inside this sphere of 
executive publro service. Advocates, equally with judges, 
he deprived of the tight of commomcation with litigants; they 
will receive business only from the court and will study it by 
notes of report and documents, defending their clients after 
they have bun interrogated in court on facta that have appeared, 
They will receive an hocorarlum witbont regard to the qusUty of 
tbe defence. This will reuder them mere reporters on law*basl* 
ness in the intereats of justica and os counte^oiso to the proctor 
who will be the reporter in the interests of prosecution; thb will 
shorten business before the courts. In this way will be estab* 
llehed a practice of honest unprejudiced defence conducted not 
from pcrsoQsl interest but by conviction. This will also, by the 
way, removo the prceest practice of corrupt bai^ain between 
advocates to agree only to let that side win which pays most.... 

2. ^ "Wc hove long post taken care to diicredik the prietthood of 
i7a^iM, and thereby to ruin their mission or earth which In these 
days might still be a great hindrance to na. Doy hy day its in* 
fluenco on the peoples of tbe world is foiling lower, freedom of 
coneeience boa been declared everywhere, so that novo only years 
divide ut from the moment of the complete wrecking of that 
Christian religion t as to other religions wc shsH have stUl ksa 
difficulty in deellsg with Uum, but it would be premalue to 
apeak of this sow.

1- When it becomes neccassry for ns to strengthen the strict 
measures of sterct defence (the meet fatal poison for the preo- 
tige of au^ority) we sboU arrange a simulation of disorders or 
some moaifesiation of ^contents finding expression through 
the M-oparntios of good speakers.

Ton 
arc aware that wo have broken the prestige of the goj/ kinsB by 
frequent attempts upon their lives through our agents, blind 
sheep of our flock, who are easily moved by a few liberal phrases 
to crimes provided onty they bo painted in political colours. 

Aat‘« compelled the rulers to acknowledge their weakness in 
advertising overt meuures of secret defence and iherehg toe 
shall bring the promise of authority to destmotion. 

3. Our ruler will be secretly protected only by tho most in- 
sianirtcant guard, because wo shall not admit so mneh os a 
thought that there conid exist against him any sedition with 
which ho is not strong enough to contend and Is compelled to 
hide from it. 

4. If we should admit this thought, os the goyim have done 
and are doing, wo should ipso facto be signing a death sentence, 
if not for our ruler, at any rate for his djmasty, at no distant 
date. 

5. According to strictly enforced outward appearances oar 
ruler will employ bis power only for the advantage of the uaUon 
nod in no wise for his own or dynastic profits.

Public 
opinion will then in its coneeptios of thi« category of 

erima with the disgrace attaching to every other and ^ll brand 
it with the same contempt. 

4. We have done our beet, and I hope we have anecceded, to 
obtain tbat the goyim abould not arrive at this means Of contend^ 
iixg with scdltiorL It was for this reason that through the Press 
oud in speeches, ixu^rectly—in cleverly compiled cchool-bcoks on 
history, we have advertised the martyrdom alleged to have bees 
accredited by sedition-mongers for the idea of the commonweal. 
This advertlaement bos increased the contingent of Uberals and 
baa brought thousands of goyim into the ranks of our livestock 
cattle. 

XX 

1. To-day we shall touch upon the financial programme, which 
I put off to the end of my report as being tho most difficult, ^e 
crowning and the decisive point of our plans. Before entering 
upon it I will remind you ^at I have already spoken before by 
way of a hint when I said that the sum total of our actions is 
settled by the question of figures. 

2. 'When we come into our kingdom our autocratic government 
will avoid, from a principle of self-preservation, censibly bor*^ 
dening the masses of the people with taxes, remembering that it 
plays the part of father and protector. But as State orgoalsO- 
tion costa dear it is necessary nevertheless to obtain tho funds 
required for it. It will, therefore/ elaborate with particular 
precaution ^e question of eqailibnum in this matter, 

3. Our rule, in which ^lo long will enjoy tbo legal fiction that 
everything in bis State belongs to him (which may easily fa a 
translated into fact), will be enabled to resort to the lawful con¬ 
fiscation of all sums of every kind for the regulation of their 
circulation in the Slate. Fr^ this follows that taxation will 
best be covered by a progressive tax on property. In this man¬ 
ner the dues will be paid without straitening or mining anybody 
in tho form of o percentege of the amount of property. The rid; 
must be aware that it is their duty to place a part of their sa< 
perfluities at the disposal of the State since the State guarantees 
them security of possession of the rest of their property and tho 
right of honest ^ins, I say honest, for the control over property 
will do away with robbery on a legal basis. 
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4. This social reform moat ootao from abore* for the timo la 
ripe for it^it is isdlspsosablo aa a pledge of peace. 

5. Tbo tax ]jpo& the poor man la a seed of revolution and worW 
to tbc detrlmcst of Uio SUto wMeb is huntlog after the triflisg 
is mUsing tbe big. Quito apart from this, a Uli on capitoiista 
dimisisbea tbo growth of wealth in private bonds is wbioh we 
bave in thuo days concentrated it as a counterpoise to the gov* 
ernmeat strength of tbe <ropim~their Slnto finances. 

d. A tax inercaaisg in a percentage ratio to capital will giro 
much larger revenuo than the present individual or property 
tax, which is useful to os sow for the sole reason that it excites 
trouble and discontent amoog the s^yinu 

7. The foreo upon which our Sting will rest eons tats in the egui* 
librium and the guarantee of peace, for the eaho of which things 
it 1$ indispooeablo that the copitaliata should yield up a portion 
of their ineomca for the aahe of tbo secure working of the ma* 
chincry of the State. State needs- must be paid by those who 
will not feel tbo burden tad have enough to take from. 

6. Such a measuro will destroy the hatred of the poor man for 
the rich, in whom lie will sec a necessary financial support for 
the State, will sec in him tho organiser of pcaco and weU-^bcing 
since he will see that it is tbo rich man who ts paying the ncees* 
ssry means to attain those things. 

0. In order that payers of the educated claatea should sot too 
much distress themselves over the new paymeoLa they will have 
full accounts given them of the destioation of those payments, 
with the cxcoption of such sums os will be appropriate for the 
needs Of tho throne and the administrative institutions. 

10. Ho who reigns will not liavo any properUes of bis own 
once all in the State represented his patrimony, or else the one 
would be in contradiction to the other; Uic fact of holding private 
means would destroy tlio right of property in the common pos¬ 
sessions of all. 

n, Relatives of him who reigns, his heirs excepted, who will 
<bo maintained by tho resources of the State, must enter the 
ranks of servants of tho 3tato or must work to obtain the right to 
properly; the privilege of royal blood must not serve for the 
spoiling of tho treasury. 

12. Purchase, receipt of money or inheritaneo will be subject 
to the payment of a stamp progressive tax. Any transfer of 
property, wbethor money or other, without evidence of payment 
of this tax which will bo strictly registered by namesj will render 
the former holder liable to poy intereat on the tax from the mo* 
ment of transfer of these sums up to the discovery of his evasion 
of declaration of the transfer. Transfer docoTnents must be pro* 


senied weekly at the local treasu ry office with netif ications of the 
name, surname and permanent place of residence of the fo^er 
and the new holder of the property. This transfer with re^^r 
of names must begin from a definite sum which exceeds the ordi* 
nary expenses of buying and seUing neeessaties, and th^ will 
he subject to peinnent only by a stamp Impost of a definite per* 
centago of tho unit 

13. Just strike an estlmots of how many times sneh taxes as 
these will eover the revenue of the ^oyim States. 

14. The State exchequer will have to maintain a definite com* 
plement of reserve suma, and all that is collected above that com* 
plement must be returned into cireulation. On these siima will 
be organised public works. The Inifiative in works of this kind, 
proceeding from State sources, will blind the working class firmly 
lo the interests of the State and to those who reign. From these 
same sums also a part wjH be set aside as rewarts of iavoalivc* 
ness and productiveness. 

15. On no account should so much as a single unit above tho 
defimte end freely estimated sums he retained in the State tresa* 
uriea, for money e»sta to be eircoloted and any kind of stegna* 
tion of money acts mlnoualy on the running of the State 
chinery, for which It is the lubncast; a sUgnation of the lubri¬ 
cant may atop tiie regclsr working of the mechanism. 

16. The substltuttos of interast-bcsrifig paper for a part of 
the teken of exchange has produced exactly this stegnation. The 
consequoaeea of this eireumstasce are already anf^eiently so* 
ticcftble. 

37. A court of aceouai will also he instituted by ns, and in it 
the ruler will find at any moment a full accounting for State in¬ 
come and expenditure, with the excep^on of the eurrenl month- 
ly account, not yet made up, and thei of the preceding month, 
which will not’yet have bees delivered. 

38. Tho one and only person who will have so interest in rob* 
bing the State is its owner, the ruler. This is why his personal 
control will remove ^o possibillfy of leakages of exlrav^gaacos. 

1$. The sepreacatatlve function of the ruler at recep^ons for 
iho sake of etiquette, which obsorbs so much invaluable ^mo, will 
be abolished In o^er that the ruler may have lime for control and 
consideration. Sis power will not thou be aplit up into fractions] 
parts among time*$etving favoorites who surround the throne for 
ils pomp and splendour, and are interested only In their own and 
not in the common interests of the State. 

20. Bconomto ctisea have been producer by us for tho 
by no other means than the withdrawal of money from circula¬ 
tion. Huge capitals have stagnated, withdrawing money from 
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Stated, wliich wero WMlwitljr ebUged to apply to thosa aame 
stagsaot copiUU for loa&s. Tfacaa loond burdosed tbo fifiafioaa 
of Iho SUilo with tba payment of istoreat and mada them lha 
bend alavca of these cepUftls«... The concentration of Industry 
in tho bandfl of capitallsta out of tha bands of smaU jsaatars has 
dralocd away ell tlic julecaof the peoples and witli them also tha 
Stoics.... 

21. The present isaue of money in general Joes not correspond 
with tba rc^uiremcnlo per head, and cannot therefore satisfy all 
the needs of tho woriara. Tho iaatjo of money ought to corre¬ 
spond with the growth of population and thereby ebiidren aiso 
must nbsolulcly be rccl«>ned aa eonsumera of currency from 
tha Jay of tiicir birth. The revision of lesno is a material Ques¬ 
tion for Iho wbolo world. 

22. 7du ora ctcart ih^i tht ffold sfondsTd has hsen ihs rvtn 
of tks StaUi tchich adopted ii, for it has not hec;i obla io softs* 
/y ike demands for ntonay; the more to tftot uw houa removed 
joJd from etreulation as far as 

23. With us the atondord (bat must be Introduced is tbo cost 
of working-man power, whether it bo reckoned m paper or in 
wo«l. Wo shall tnako tho issue of money in accordance with the 
normal TCQuircmeuta of each subject, add log to tho quantity with 
every birtli and subtracting with every death. 

24. TJia aecounia will be managed by each department (the 
French ajmlnistratlvo division), each circle. 

25. In order that Micro may be no delays in the paying out of 
Tnonoy for State needs tba sums and terms of aneh payments will 
ho filed by decree of tho ruler; this do away with tho pro¬ 
tection by n niinistry of one Inslltution to the delrimcnt of others. 

26. The budgcts'of iscomo and expenditure will be earried out 
side by side that (hey may not be objured by distanee ono to an> 
other. 

27. Tits reforms projected by ns in tho financial institutions 
And principles of (he ffO}/i*n will bo elothed by us in such forma 
os wiil alarm nobody. Wb shall point out tba necessity of reform 
in eonscqtieneo of tho disorderly davkceas into which the ijoyim 
by their irrcguloTlties have plunged tho finances. Tho first Ir- 
rcgnlarity, os wc shall point cut, consists in tbelr beginning with 
drawing up a single budget which yeor after year grows owing 
to the following cause: &ia budget ia drog^d out to ball the 
year, then they demond a budget to put things right, and this 
they expend in three months, alter which they ask for a aupple- 
meotery budget, and all tliia ends with a liquidation budget. 
Out, as tho budget of the following year is drawn up in aceord- 
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aoce with tho sum of the total addition, the annual departure 
from the nonaal reaches as much as SO per cent in af year, and 
so the annual budget is trebled is ten yeaw. Thanla to suen 
methods, allowed by tho earekfiguess of the goy States, their 
treasuries arc onapty. The period of loans aupervenea, and that 
has swallowed up remainders and brought all the goy States to 
bankruptcy. 

28. You uudeistand perfectly that ceonamic arrangemenU of 
thia kind, which have been suggested to the ^oyim by us, cannot 
bo carried oa by us. 

29. Every kind of loon proves Infirmity in the State and a 
want of uudetstondisg of rights of the State. Leans bang 
like a sword of Damocles over the hesds of rulers, who, fasted 
of taking from their subjects by d temporary tax, oomo begging 
with outatcetebed palm of oar bonkers. ^ Foreign loans ore leeches 
which there is do possibility of removing from the body of the 
Slate until they fall off of themselves or the State flings them 
off. But the goy States do not tear them off; they go On In per¬ 
sisting in putting more on to themselves so that they must in¬ 
evitably perish, drained by voluntary blood-letting. 

30. ^hat al^ indeed is, in substance, a loan, especially a for¬ 
eign loan! A loan Is—on issue of government bills of ezebange 
coutaiaing a percentage obligation commensurate to tho sum of 
tho loan capItaL If the loon bears a' charge of 5 per cent, then 
in twenty yeort the State vainly pays aw.iy In inkrest a 9Jsm 
equal to the loan borrowed, In forty years It is paying & double 
iRtm. in sixty—treble, and all the while the debt remains an un¬ 
paid debt 

31. From this calculation it la obvious that with any form of 
taxation per head the State Is baling ont the last coppers of the 
poor taxpayers in order to settle aeeouots with wealthy foreign¬ 
ers, from whom It has borrowed money instead of collecting theso 
coppers tor Its own needs without the additional interest. 

32. So long ca loans were internal tha goyim only shnftiad 
their money from the pockets of tba poor to these of the rich, 
hat when we bought op tba necessary parson in order to transfer 
loans into Uie external sphere ail tbo wealth of "States Sowed 
into onr eash.bozcs and all the goyim began to pay us (be tribute 
of subjects. 

;)3. If the supcrllaiality of goy kings on their thrones in regard 
to State affairs and the venality of ministers or the want of tis- 
derstandcug of fisanelal matters on tba part of other ruling per¬ 
sons have made their countries debtors to ottr treasuries to 
amaunts quite impossible to pay it has not been aecoinpliahed 
without, on our part, hcav>* expenditure of trouble and money. 
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34. StAgo^itton of mono; will aot bo oUowod bj xa oad thcTC^ 
foro thcro will bo no Stnto l&tcrcst'booriag paper, except a one* 
pof'Ccnt ficrloa, so that tbsro will be no payment of Interoat to 
Jeecbes tbat suck aU the streng^ out of tho State. Tbc right to 
isauo Intorcst'bearing papor bo given oxcludvaly to indna- 
trial companies who will find no dlfficuUy in paying interest oat 
of profits, wbcroaa the Sloto docs not make interest on borrowed 
money liko these companies, for tbe Stato borrows to spend and 
not to use in oparstions. 

35. Indnstriol papers will be bought also by the government 
which from being as now a paper of tribute by loan o^retions 
win bo transformed into a lender of money at a profit. This 
measnro will stop the atagnation of money, parasitic profits and 
idleness, all of wliieh were useful for us among the $oym so long 
ss thoy wore independent but sro not desirable under our rule. 

36. Sow clear is tho nndovcioped power of thought of tho 
partly bmte brains of the oa expressed in the fact that 
they hsvo been borrowing from na with payment of interest 
without ever thinldng that all tho same theso very moneys plus 
an addition for payment of interest must be got by them from 
their o\vzi Ststo pockets in order to settle up with ns.

37. But it is a proof of the gosJus of onr chosen mind thst we 
have coutrived to present the matter of loans to them in such a 
light that they have even seen in them on advantage fer them* 
solves. 

38. Onr accounts, which we shall present when the time comes, 
in the light of centuries of experience gained by experiments 
mode by ns on tho pay States, will be distinguisbed by clearness 
slid dofioitencss' and will show at a glance to all men the advan* 
tago of our insovationa. They will pst an end to those abuses 
to which we owe our mastery over the poy/m, but which cannot he 
allowed in our kingdom. 

30. We shall so hedge abont our ^tem of aocountiog tbst 
neither the ruler nor tho most Insignificant pabllc servant will 
be in a position to divert even the smallest sum from its dcstinS' 
tion without detection or to direct it in another <lireckon except 
that which will be once fixed in a definite plan of sotlon. 

40, And without a delicts plan it is Impossible to rale, 
bfarebing along an undetertnined rend snd with undetermined 
resources brings to ruin by the way heroes and demi*gods. 

41. Tho foy rulers, whom ws once upon a time advised ^ould 
be dcstracted from State occupations by representativs recep*

tions, observances of etiqsetto, entertainments, were only screens 
for our rule. The a^jeouats of favourite courtiers who replaced 
them in the sphere of affsixs were drawn up for them by our 
agents, and every time gave ssttsfaelien to ehort'Sighted minds 
by pr^^es that in the future economies and improvements wars 
forcaeen.... Economies from whatt From new taxes t—were 
questions that might have been but wore not asked by those who 
reed our accouuts and piojecta. 

Toa know to what they have been brought by this care* 
icssness, to wbat a pitch of fluancial disorder they have arrived, 
oetwithstnndlsg tho astonishing industry of their peoples ....

1. To what I reported to you at tho last meeting I shall now 
add a detailed explanation of internal los'ns. 0£ foreign loans 
I shall say nothing more, because they have fed na with national 
mon^s of the goyim, but for oar State there will be no foreign* 
era, that is, nothing external. 

2. We bavu tjd:en advantage of tho venality of administrators 
and slackness of rulm to get ouc moneys twice, thrice and more 
times over, by le^ing to tbo goy goversments moneys which 
were not at all needed by the States. Could anyone do the liko 
in rc^rd to usf«•.. Therefore, I sh&U only deal with tbs do* 
toils of Isterual loans. 

3. States ansouaes that such a Joan is to be concluded and 
open subscriptions for their own bills of axchenge, that Is, for 
tbeir luterss^bearmg paper. That they may be witlkin the reach 
of oil the price Is detenzdsed at from a hundred to a thousand/ 
and a dbeottnt xs made for tho earliest subscriben, b?cxt day 
by artificial means the price of tocm goes up, the alleged reason 
being that everyoos is rushing to boy them. In a few days the 
treasury safes are ss th^ say overflowing and there's more 
money than they can do with (why then take itt). The subscrip* 
ih)u, it is alle^d, covers mauy times over the issue total of 
lean; in thb lies Uic whole eta^ effect—look you, they say, what 
coufideaee is shown in the govemment^e bills of exchange. 

4. But wh^ the comedy is played out there emerges the fact 
that a debit and an execedingly barJensome debit bos been cr> 
ated. For tho paymtmt of interest it becomes necessary to bsve 
recourse to new loans, wh!^ do not swallow up but oi^ add 
to the capital debt And when this cre^Bt is exhanated it bo* 
comes necessary ty sew taxes to eover, not the loan, but only 
tbs interest on it ^ese taxes are a debit employed to cover a 
debit.... 

5* lAtor cornea the time for conversions, but they diminish the 
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payment ot inUrest mthost covarioff tbe dabt, b«ides 
cannot bo mode Without iho oonsoat o! (bo lenders; on onsotmo 
jng ft converdOQ o proposal is nado to rctnm tbo i&one7 to tbosa 
who ftro not wHIbg to convert their po^cr. If everybody ex* 
pressed liis nnwillis^css and denanded bis money bscb, the gov* 
emment would bo booked on their own files ftnd wonld be found 
insolvent and unable to poy tbo proposed sums. By good iuek 
the subjects of tho ffoy so^emnents, knowing nothing about fi> 
nftneiai affoiis, have always preferred losses on ex^ange and 
diminution of interest to tbo risk of new investments of their 
moneys, and bavo thereby many 4 thno ensbied these ^vem. 
menis to throw off their shoaldcn a debit of several millions. 

6. Nowadays, with external loans, theso tricks cannot he 
played by tho ffoym for they know that we shall demand ail cur 
monc>'S back. 

7. In this way an acknowledged bankruptcy will beat prove to 
tho various countries the absenco of'any means between tbo in- 
tcrcats of tbo peoples and of thoso who rale them. 

8. I beg yon to coneentiato your parUonlar attention upon this 
point and upon tho following; nowadays all Internal loans arc 
consolidated by 80 >calied Hying loans, that is, such os have terms 
of payment more or less near. These debts consist of mcneyB 
paid into the savings banks and reserve funds. If left for long 
at the disposition of a government these funds evaporate in tho 
payment of interest on foreign loans, and are placed by the de¬ 
posit of equivalent amount of renits. 

Q. itnd these last it is which patch up all the leaks in tho State 
treasuries of the 

10. wo ascend the throne of the world all these finan¬ 
cial and similar shifts, as being not in. accord with our interests, 
will bo swept away so as not to leave a trace, as also will bo de¬ 
stroyed all money markets, einee wo shall not aUow the prestige 
of our power to bo shaken by fluctuations of prices set upon our 
values, which wo shall annonnee by law at the prico which rep- 
Veaents their full worth without any possibility of lowering or 
raising. (BaisLng gives tho pretext for lowering, which indeed 
was whoro wo made a beginning ia relation to tha values of the 
goyim.) 

11. Wo shall Kpiace the monoy markets by graudoisa govern¬ 
ment credit institutions, tho object of which will be to fix tho 
prieo of industrial values in aceordaaco with government views.

D. Subjects, I repeat oaco more, give blind obedience only m 
the atrong hand which la absolutely independent of them, for in 
it they feel tho sword of defenee and support against sedol 
scourges ....

T^at they havo to sco In him is the poraonificaUon of 
force and power. 

3. Tho supreme lord who wiU replace 9fX now existing rulers, 
dragging on tholr cxlsteaee among societies demoralised by us, 
societies that have denied oven tho authority of God, from whose 
midst breaks out os all sidcj the fire of anarchy, most first of di 
proceed to quench this aU*devouring floaie.

Bonds now coming duo are paid with more 
bonds. Then wc have the spectacle of Hunger-Bonds, all going out 
and nothing coming in. The Jews will not permit a resumption of 
proper production and distiibution. They want the burden of bonds to 
be made so great that there can be no hope of repayment. Then will 
the INTEREST, made permanent forever, be adequate to satisfy the 
Jews’ idea of the PERFECT CAPITALISTIC EXPLOITATION BY 
USURY. 

Financial interests have plotted to bankrupt the world and bring 
about a Receivership. A Receivership means world-peonage. A bond¬ 
ed world is slave to the bondholders. Loss, perhaps, than a hundred 
colossal estates will own the world’s bonds. This means tlint less 
than a hundred colossal estates, owned by a very few individuals, 
nearly all of them Jews, will be the world's masters. 

Some authorities estimate that tho whole indofaitedness of the 
U. S. A., taxable against production, amounts to over 300 billions of 
doilats. Salaries and wages of the whole country amounts to around 
3S billions. At 7 per cent tho interest on 300 billions equals 21 billions. 
It is therefore apparent that we are already in bondage beyond our 
capacity to pay even the interest. 

Space forbids a careful analysis of the methods by which the 
Jews become the political dictators of the Socialist State. It is sufH- 
cient, within our limits, to cite Russia in fact. In Russia the Jews are 
less than 5 percent of tho population, yet they hold over SO percent of 
all the ofiicial positions. Russians and Jews arc two different races 
and nations. Russia is not governed by Russians. Russia is governed 
by Jews. The ninety percent (Russians) have only a ten percent say- 
so about their own government, and tho ten percent in office (Rus¬ 
sians) arc but lickspittle (fronts) to the Jews, To the roasoning mind 
such a situation seems impossible, yet the condition exists in fact. A 
careful study of The Protocols alone will clear up the mystery. 

Shakospear's setting, in the "Merchant of Venice” is a unique 
metaphor: Christtanity sealed to such a bond, for tho use of that 
which Shylock called his own—the use of money; not for the USURY 
alone, for in this case Christianity sealed to yield its pound of flesh.

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Shylock ’3 Pawn Shop a hungry mother aske tor a pawn-hawkcrs loan 
of two dollars against hor wedding ring. Shyloek says *Til give yn 
vun”. Who, but Shyloek, thinks in terms like these? 

The Judgment says that Shyloek conspired against the Christian's 
very life, not only directly, but indirectly too, and for this shall pay 
the forfeiture, not of his life, but of his civil privileges which ho 
hitherto enjoyed among his follow men, But the Judgment knew 
mercy. The Judgment did not include Shylock's daughter, who be¬ 
came a Christian bride.

OF THE MEETINGS OF THE 
LEAKNED ELDERS OF ZION 

Protocol No, 1 

Sight lies in Might. Freedom—an idea only. Liberalism, Gold. 
Faitb. Self-Government. Despotism of Capital. The internal 
foe. The Mob. Anarchy, Politics versus Morale. The Right of 
the Strong. The invincibility of Jew-Masonic authority. End 
justifies Means. The Mob a Blind Man. Political A.B.C. Party 
Discord. Most satisfactory form of niie—Despotism. Alcohol. 
Classicism. Corruption. Principles and rules of the Jew-Mnsonic 
Government. Terror. “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity.’’ Prin¬ 
ciple of Dynastic Rule. Annihilation of the privileges of the 
Goy-Aristocracy (i.e., non-Jew). The New Aristocracy. The 
psychological calculation. Abstraelness of “Liberty.” Power of 
Removal of representatives of the people. 

, . , . Putting aside fine phrases we shall speak of the signi¬ 
ficance of each thought: by comparisons and deductions wo shnll throw 
light upon surrounding facts. 

What I am about to set forth,, then, is our system from tho two 
points of view, that of ourselves and that of the goyim (i.e., non Jews). 

It must be noted that men with bad instincts arc more in number 
than the good, and therefore the best results in governing them aro 
attained by violence and terrorisation, and not by academic discussions. 
Every man aims at power, everyone would like to become a dictator 
if only ho could, and rare indeed are the men who would not be willing 
to sacrifice the welfare of ail for the sake of securing their own wel¬ 
fare. 

What has restrained the beasts of prey who aro calieil men? 
What has served for their guidance hitherto? 

In the beginnings of the structure of society they were subjected 
to brutal and .blind force; afterwards—to Law, which is the same 
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force, only dssgfulsed. I draw the conclusion that by tho law of nature 
right lies in foi'cc. 

Political freedom is an idea but not a fact. This idea one must 
know how to ajjply whenever it appears necessary with this bait of 
an idea to attract the masses of the people to one^s party for the 
purpose of crushing another who is in authority. This task is ren¬ 
dered easier if the opponent has himself been infected with the idea 
of freedom, so-called tibernTism, and, for the sake of an idea, is will¬ 
ing to yield some of his power. It is precisely here that the triumph 
of our theory oppoarsi the slackened reins of government are imme¬ 
diately, by tiie law of life, caught up and gathered together by a now 
hand, because the blind might of the nation cannot for one single day 
exist without guidance, and the new authority merely fits into tho 
place of the old already weakened by llberaHsm. 

In our day the power which has replaced that of tho rulers who 
were liberal is the power of Gold. Time was when Faith ruled. The 
idea of freedom is impossible of realisation because no one knows how 
to use it with moderation. It is enough to hand over a people to self- 
government for a certain length of time for that people to bo turned 
into a disorganised mob. From that moment on we get internecine 
strife which soon develops into battles between classes, in the midst 
of which States burn down and their importance is reduced to that of 
a heap of ashes. 

Whether a State exhausts itself In its own convulsions, whether its 
internal discord brings it under tlic powei- of external foes—in any 
case it can be accounted irretrievably lost: it is in our power. The 
despotism of Capital, which is entirely in our hands, reaches out to 
it a straw that the State, willy-nilly, must take hold of: if not—it 
goes to the bottom. 

Should anyone of a liberal mind say that such refiections as the 
above are immoral 1 would put the following (lucst^ons:—If every 
State has two foes and if in regard to the external foe it is allowed 
and not considered immoral to use every manner and art of conflict, 
as for example to keep tlio enemy in ignorance of plans of attack and 
defence, to attack him by night or in superior numbers, then in what 
way can the same means in lOgard to a worse foe, the destroyer of 
tiio structure of secioty and the commonweal, be called Immoral and 
not permissible? 

Is it possible for any sound logical nund to hope with any success 
to guide crowds by the nid of reasonable counsels and lurguments, 
when any objection of contradiction, senseless though it may be, can 
be made and when such objection may find more favour with the peo¬ 
ple, whose powers of reasoning arc superficial? Men in masses and 
the men of the masses, being guided soleiy by petty pas:sioiis, paltry 
beliefs, customs, traditions and sentiinental thcorlsm, full .1 prey to 
party dissension, which hinders any kind of agreement even on tho 
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basis of a perfectly reasonable argument. Every resolution of a crowd 
depends upon a chance or packed majority, which, in its ignorance 
of political secrets, puts forth some ridiculous resolution that lays in 
the administration a seed of anarchy. 

The political has nothing in common with the moval. The ruler 
, who is goverened by the moral is not <1 skilled politician, and is there¬ 
fore unstable on his throne. He w]io wishes to rale must have vc- 
coui'se both to cunning and to inakc-bclicvc. Great national Qualities, 
like frankness and honesty, arc vices in politics, for they bring down 
rulers from their thrones more effectively and moro certainly than 
the most powerful enemy. Such qualities must be the attributes of 
the kingdoms of tho goylm, but we must in no wise be guided by them. 

Our right lies in force. The word *'right" is an abstract thought 
and proved by nothing. The word means no iiioro Uian:—Give me 
what I want in order that thereby 1 may have a proof that 1 am 
stronger than you. 

Where docs right begin? Where does it end? 

In any State in which Uierc Is a bad organization of authority, 
an impcrfionallty of laws and of the rulers who have lost their person¬ 
ality amid the flood of rights ever multiplying out of liberalism, I 
find a new right^to attack by the right of the strong, and to scatter 
to the winds all existing forces of order hncl regulation, to reconstruct 
all institutions and to become the sovereign lord of those who have 
left to us the rights of their power by laying them down voluntarily 
in their liberalism. 

Our power jn the present tottering.condition el forms of power 
will be more invincible than any otbciVbecaUSe Jt-wi!l woi.-iin invisible 
until the moment when it has gained tliat no cunning 

can any longer undermine it. 

Out of the temporary evil we arc now compelled to commit will 
emerge the good of an unshakeablc rule, which will restore the regu¬ 
lar course of the machinery of the national life, brought to nought 
by liberaliem. The result Justifies the means. Let us, however, in our 
plans, direct our attention not so mueli to what is good and moral as 
to what is necessary and useful. 

Before us Is a plan in which is laid down strategically the line 
from which wc cannot deviate without running the risk of seeing the 
labour of many centuries brought to naught. 

In order to elaborate satisfactory forms of action it is necessary 
to have regard to the rascality, the slackness, the instability of the 
mob, its lack of capacity to understand and respect the conditions of 
its own life, or its own welfare. It must be understood that the might 
of a mob is blind, senseless and unreasoning force ever at the mercy 
of a suggestion from any shle. Tho blind conuot lead the blind with- 
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out brinffin^ them into the obyset conecQucTitly, membere of the mob, 
upsterta from the people even though they should be as a genius for 
wisdom, yet having no understanding of the poUlieal, eannet eome for¬ 
ward ns loaders of the mob without bringing the whole nation to ruin. 

Only one trained from ehiidhood for independent rule con have 
understanding of the words that can be made up of the politieal 
alphabet. 

A people left to itself i.e., to upstarts from its midst, brings itself 
to ruin by party Hssensions excited by the pursuit of power and hon¬ 
ours and the disorders arising therefrom. Is it possible for the masses 
of the people calmly and without petty jealousies to form judgments, 
to deal with the affairs of the country, which cannot be mixed up with 
personal interests ? Can they defend themselves from an external foe ? 
it is unthinkable, for a plan broken up into ns many parts as there 
ate heads in the mob, loses all homogeneity, and thereby becomes un¬ 
intelligible and impossible of execution. 

It is only with a despotic ruler that plans can be elaborated ex¬ 
tensively and clearly in such a way as to distribute the whole properly 
among the sovernl parts of the machinery of the State: from this the 
conclusion is inevitable that a satisfactory form of government for 
any country is one that concentrates in the hands of one responsible 
person. TVitliout an absolute despotism there can be no existence for 
civilisation which is carried on not by the masses but by their guide, 
whosoever that person may be. The mob is a savage and displays its 
savagery at every opportunity. The moment the mob seises freedom 
in its hands it quickly turns to annichy, which in itself ia the highest 
degree of savagery. 

Behold the akoholised animalp, bemused with drink, the right to 
an immoiierate use of which comes along with freedom, it is not for 
us and ours to walk that road. The peoples of the goyim are bemused 
with alcoholic liquors^ their youth lias grown stupid on closaicism and 
from early immorality, into which it has been inducted by our special 
agents—by tutors, iaekoys, governesses in the houses of the wealthy, 
by dorks and others, by our women in the places of dissipation fre¬ 
quented by the gnyim. In the number of these Inst I count also the 
socuiled “society hi dies," voluntary followers of the others in corrup¬ 
tion and luxury. 

Our countersign is—Force and Mnkc-bolievc. Only force conquers 
in political affairs, cspccinlly if it be concealed in the talents essential 
to statesraon. Violence must be the principle, and cunning and make- 
believe the rule for governments which do not want to lay down their 
crowns at tho feet of agents of some new power. This evil is the 
one and only moans to attain tho end, tho good, Tlioroforo we must 
not stop at bribery, deceit and tvoachery when they should serve to¬ 
wards the attaiiiment of our end. In politics one must know how to 
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seize the property of others without hesitation if by it we secure sub¬ 
mission and sovereignty. 

Our State, marching along the path of peaceful conquest, has the 
right to replace the horrors of war by less noticeable and more satis¬ 
factory sentences of death, necessary to maintain the terror which 
tends to produce blind submission. Just but merciless severity is the 
greatest factor of strength in tlic State: not only for the sake of gain 
but also in the name of duty, for the sake of victory, wc must keep 
to the programme of violence and make-believe. The doctrine of 
squaring accounts is precisely as strong as the means of which it 
makes use. Therefore it is not so much by the means themeaelves as 
by the doctrine of severity that we shall triumph and bring al! govern¬ 
ments into subjection to our super-government- It is enough for them 
to know that we ore merciless for all disobedience to cease. 

Far back in ancient times wc were the first to cry among the 
masses of the people the words “Liberty, Equality, Fraternity," 
words many times repeated since those days by stupid poll-parrots 
who from all sides round flew down upon those baits and with them 
carried away the well-being of the world, true freedom of the indi¬ 
vidual, formerly so well guarded against the pressure of the mob. 
The would-be wise men of ^e goyim, the Inteliectuals, could not make 
anything out of the uttered words in their abstractness; did not note 
the contradiction of their meaning and inter-relation: did not sec that 
in nature there is no equality, cannot be freedom: that Nature herself 
has established in equality of minds, of characters, and capneiHes, 
just as immutably as she has established subordination to her laws: 
never stopped to think that the mob is a blind thing, that upstarts 
elected from among it to bc.ir rule arc, in regard to the political, the 
same blind men a.s the mob itself, that the adept, though he be a fool, 
can yet rule, whereas tho non-adept, even if he were n genius, under¬ 
stands nothing in tho politiea!—to nil these things the goyim paid no 
regard; yet all the time it was based upon these things that dynastic 
rule rested: the father passed on to the son a knowledge of the course 
of politieal affairs in such wise that none should know it but members 
of the dynasty and none could betray it to the governed. As Smo 
went on the meaning of the dynastic transference of the true position 
of affairs in the political was lost, and this aided the success of our 
cause. 

In all corners of the earth tho words "Liberty, Equality, Fra¬ 
ternity" brought to our ranks, thanks to our blind agents, whole le¬ 
gions who bore our banners with enthusiaam. And all the time these 
words were canker-worms at work boring into the well-being of the 
goyim, putting an end everywhere to peace, quiet, solidarity and des¬ 
troying all the foundations of tho goya States. As you will see later, 
tliis helped us to our triumph; it gave us the possibility, among other 
things, of getting into our hands the master card— the destruction of 
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the pi'ivilogcs, oi' in other words of the very existence of the nristo- 
cracy of the goyim, that class which was the only defence peoples and 
countries had against us. On the ruins of the natural and gcncnlo- 
gica! aristoctaey of the goyim wo hove set up the aristocracy of our 
educated cioss iiended by the aristocracy of money. The (juaiifica- 
tions for this nristocrncy we have established irr wealth, which is de¬ 
pendent upon us, and in knowledge, for which our learned ciders pro¬ 
vide the motive force. 

Our triumph has been rendered easier by the fact that in our re¬ 
lations with the men whom wc wanted wc have always worked upon 
the most senUtive chords of the human mind, upon the cash account, 
upon tlie cupidity, upon the insatiability for material needs of man; 
and each one of these human weaknesses, taken alone, is surflcicnt to 
paralyse initiative, for it hands over the will of men to the disposition 
of him who has bought their activities. 

The abstraction of freedom ims enabled us to persuade tiio mob 
in ail countries that their government is nothing but the steward of 
the people who are the owners of the country, and that the steward 
may be replaced like n worii-oufc glove. 

It is this possibility of replacing the representatives of the peo¬ 
ple which has placed them at our disposal, and, as it were, given us 
the power of appointmonL 


Protocol No. 2

It is indispensable for our purpose that wars, so far as possible, 
should not result in territorial gains: wav will thus be brought on to 
the economic ground, wlicro the rintions will not fail to pei-eeivo in the 
assistance wc give the strengUi of our predominance, and this state of 
things will put both sides at the mci'cy of our international agentur; 
which possesses millions of eyes ever on the watch and unhampered by 
any limitations wllatsoover. Our international rights will then wipe 
out national rights, in tl:o proper sorisc of riglit, and wiil rule the na¬ 
tions precisely ns the civil law of Slntes ruios the rolations of their 
subjects among themselves. 

The administrators, whom wc shall choose from among the public, 
with strict regard to their capaci^cs for servile obendienee, will not 
be persons trained in the arts of government, and will therefore easily 
become pawns in our game in the hands of men of learning and genius 
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who will be their advisers, specialists bred and reared from early chiid- 
hood to rule the affairs of the whole world. As is well known to 
you, these specialists of ours have been drawing to fit them for rule 
the information they need from our political plans from the lessons 
of history, from observations made of the events of every moment as 
it passes. The goyim are not guided by practical use of unprejudiced 
historical obsei'valion, but by theoretical routine without any critical 
regard for consequent results. We need not, therefore, take any ac¬ 
count of them—let them amuse themselves until the hour strikes, or 
live on hopes of new forms of enterprising pastime, or on the memo¬ 
ries of all they have enjoyed. For them let that play the principal 
part which we have persuaded them to accept as the dictates of science 
(theory). It is with ibis object in view that wc arc constantly, by 
means of our press, arousing a blind confidence in these theories. The 
intellectuals of the goyim will puff themselves up with their knowl¬ 
edges ond without any logiea! virificaUon of them will put into effect 
all the information available from science, which our agentur special¬ 
ists have cunningly pieced together for the purpose of educating their 
minds in the direction we want. 

Do not suppose for a moment that these statements are empty 
words: think carclully of the successes we arranged for Darwinisin, 
Marxism, Nictesche-ism. To as Jews, at any rate, it should ba plain 
to sec what a disintegrating importance these directives have had up¬ 
on the minds of the goyim, 

ft is indispensable for us to take account of the thoughts, charac¬ 
ters, tendencies of the nations in order to ovoid making slips in the 
political and in the direction of administrative affairs. The triumph 
of our system, of which the component parts of the machinery may 
be variously disposed according to the temperament of the peoples 
met on our way, will fail of success if the practical application It 
be not based upon a summing up of the lessons of the past in the light 
of the present. 

In the hands of the States of to-day there is a great force that 
creates the movement of thought in the people, and that is the Press. 
The part played by the Press is to keep pointing out requirements 
supposed to be indispensable, to give voice to the complaints of the 
people, to express and to create discontent. It is the Press that the 
triumph of freedom of speech finds its incarnation. But the goyim 
States have not known how to make use of this force; and it has fallen 
into our hands. Through the Press we have gained the power to in¬ 
fluence while remaining ourselves in the shade; thanks to the Press 
we have got the gold in out hands, notwithstanding that we have had 
to gather it oat of oceans of blood ond tears. But it has paid us, 
though we have sacrificed many of our people. Bach victim on our 
side is worth in the sight of God a thousand goyim. 
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Protocol No. 3

To-day I may tell you that our goal is now only a few steps off. 
There remains a small space to cross and tho whole long path we have 
trodden is ready now to close its cycle of tho Symbolic Snake, by 
which wa symbolise our poopic. When this ring closes, all the States 
of Europe will be looked in its coi! as in a powerful vice. 

The constitution scales of these days will shortly break down, 
for wo have established them with a certain lack of accurate balance 
in order that they may osciiiato incessantly until they wear through 
tho pivot on which they turn. The goyim aro under the impression 
that they have wolded them suCBcicntly strong and they have all along 
kept on expecting that the scales would come into equilibrium. But 
tho pivots—tho kings on their thrones—arc hemmed in by their repre¬ 
sentatives, who play tho fool, distraught with their own uncontrolled 
and Irresponsible power. This power they owe to tho terror which 
has been breathed into the palaces. As they have no means of getting 
at their people, into tholr very midst, tho kings on their thrones are 
no longer able to come to ierms with them and so strengthen them¬ 
selves against seekers after power. We have made a guif between 
tho far-seeing Sovereign Power and tho blind force of tho people so 
that both have lost all meaning, for like the blind man and his sOck, 
both are powerless apart, 

In order to incite seekers after power to a misuse of power we 
have set all forces in opposition one to anoOicr, breaking up their 
liberal tendencies towards independence. To this ond we have sUrred 
up every form of entorprisc, wo have armed all patties, wo have set 
up authority as a target for every amblUon. Of States we have made 
gladiatorial arenas whore a host of confused issues contend, , . A 
little more, and disorders and bankruptcy will be universal. . . . 

Babblers incxhaustiblo have turned into oratorical contests the 
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sittings of Parliament and Administrative Boards. Bold journalists 
and unscrupulous pampheteers daily fall upon executive officials. 
Abuses of power will put the final touch in preparing all institutions 
for their overthrow and everything will fly skyward under the blows 
of the maddeded mob. 

All people arc chained down to heavy toil by poverty more firmly 
than ever they were chained by siavery and serfdom; from these, one 
way and another, they might free Uiemselves, these could be settled 
with, but from want they will never get away. We have included in 
the constitution such rights as to the masses appear fictitious and not 
actual rights. AU these so-called “Peopio’s Rights” can exist only in 
idea, an idea which can never be realised in practical life. What is 
it to the proletariat labourer, bowed double over his heavy toil, crushed 
by his lot in life, if talkers get the right to babble, if journalists get 
the right to scribble any nonsense side by side with good stuff, once 
the proletariat has no other profit out of the constitution save only 
those pitiful crumbs which we fling them from our table in return for 
their voUng jn favour of what we dictate, in favour ef the men we 
place in power, the servants of our agentur. . . . Republican 
rights for a poor man are no more than a bitter piece of irony, for 
the necessity he is under of toiling almost all day gives him no present 
use of them, bat on the other hand robs him of all guarantee of regular 
and certain earnings by making him dependent on strikes by his com¬ 
rades or lockouts by his masters. 

The people under oar guidance have annihilated the aristocracy, 
who were their one and only defence and foster-mother for the sake 
of their own advantage which is inseparably bound up with tho well¬ 
being of the people. Nowadays, with the destruction of the aristo¬ 
cracy, the people have fallen into the grips of merciless money- 
grinding scoundrels who have laid a pitiless and cruel yoke upon 
the necks of Uie workers. 

We appear on lire scene as alleged saviours of the worker from 
this oppression when we propose to him to enter tho ranks of our 
fighting forces—Sociaiists, Anaiehists, Communists—to whom we al¬ 
ways give support in aecotdanee with an alleged broUierly rule (of 
the soUdarity of all humanity) of our social masonry. The aristo¬ 
cracy, which enjoyed by law the labour of the workers, was inter¬ 
ested in seeing Biat the workers wore well fed, healthy and strong. 
We arc interested in just the opposite—in tho diminution, the killing 
out of the Goyim. Our power is in the chronic shortness of food and 
physical weakness of the worker because by oil that this implies he 
is made the slave of our will, ond be will not find in his own authori¬ 
ties eitber strength or energy to set against our will. Hunger cre¬ 
ates the right of capital to rule the worker mote surely than it was 
given to the aristocracy by the legal authority of kings. 

By want and the envy and hatred which it engenders we shall 
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inove the mobff and with titeir hands we shall wipe out all those who 
hinder us on our way. 

When the hour strikes for our Sovereign Lord of all tho World 
to be crowned it is these snmo hands which will sweep away every¬ 
thing tlifli might he a hindrance thereto. 

The goyim have lost the habit of thinking unless prompted by the 
suggestions of our specialists. Therefore they do not see the urgent 
necessity of what wc» when our kingdom comes, shall adopt at once, 
namely this, that it is essential to teach in national schools one sim¬ 
ple, true piece of knowledge, the basis of all knowledge—the knowl¬ 
edge of the structure of human, life, of social cscisience, which re¬ 
quires division of labour, and, consequently, Utc division of men into 
classes and conditions. It is essential for all to know that owing to 
difference in the objects of human activity there cannot be any equal¬ 
ity, that ho who by any act of his compromises a whole class cannpt 
be equally responsible before the law with him who affects no one 
but only bis own honour. Tho true knowledge of toe structux'c of 
society, into the secrets of which we do not admit the goyim, would 
demonstrate to' all men to at the positions and work must be kept 
within a certain circle, that they may not become a source of human 
suffering, arising from an education which docs not correspond with 
too Work wblcii ^Hdividuals are called upon to do. After a thorough 
study of ibis knowledge the peoples will voluntarily submit to authori¬ 
ty and OfifiOpb aueh.position as is appointed them in the State.

‘voIop’UCHt the pe«iple, blindly believing things in print—cherishes— 
thanks to prom^Ttings intended to mialead and to its oivn ignorance— 
a blind hutnjd tt)wards all conditions which it considers above itself, 
for it has no understanding of the meaning of class and condihioo. 

This hatred will be stiII further magnified by the effects of an 
economic crises, which V:]X niiop qiiuilings on the exchanges and bring 
industry to a standi till. shall I rreate by all toe secret subter¬ 
ranean methods open to us attd with tho aid of gold, which is all in 
our hands, a univerini [crises wJiercby we alia II throw upon 

the streets wltolo mbbs^^' siinultaneoiuly in all the countries 

of Eurojic... These mobs >»ill rush delightedly to shed tlic blood of 
those whom, in the simplicity of their ignorance, they have onvied from 
tocir cradles, and whose property tiicy will then be able to loot 

*'Oura^' tlicy will not touch, becauso tiic moment of attack will be 
known to ub and wo shall take measures to protect our own. 

Wo have demonstrated that progress will bring all the goyim to 
too sovereignty of reason. Our despotism will be precisely that; for 
it will know how by wise sovovltica to paoiricate all unrest, to cauter¬ 
ise liberalism out of all institutions. 

When tho populace has seen that all sorts of concessions and 
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indulgences are yielded it in the name of freedom it has imagined it¬ 
self to be sovereign lord and has stormed its way to power, but, nat¬ 
urally, like every other blind man it has come upon a host of stum¬ 
bling blocks, it has rushed to find a guide, it has never had the sense 
lo return to the former state and it has laid down Its plenipotentiary 
powers at our feet. Remember the French Revolution, to which it 
was we who gave the name of ‘'Great”: the secrets of its prepara¬ 
tions are well known to us for it was wholly the work of our hands. 

Ever since that time we have been leading the peoples from one 
disenchantment to another, so that in the end they should turn also 
from us in favour of that King-Despot of the blood of Zion, whom 
we are preparing for the world. 

At the present day we are, as an international force, invincible, 
because if attacked by some we are supported by other States. It is 
the bottomless rescality of the goyim peoples, -who crawl on their 
bellies to force, but are merciless towards weakness, unsparing to 
faults anu mduigont to crimes, unwilling to bear the contradictions 
o] a free social system but patient unto martyrdom under the vio¬ 
lence of a bold despotism—it is those qualities which are aiding us to 
independence. From the premier-dictators of the present day the 
goyim peoples suffer patiently and bear such abuses as for the least 
of them they would have beheaded twenty kings. 

What is toe explanation of this phenomenon, this curious incon¬ 
sequence of the massed of the peoples in their attitude towards what 
would appear to be ©vents of the same order? 

It is explained by the fact that these <lictators whisper to toe 
peoples through their agents that through these abuses they arc in- 
flicting injury on the States with the highest purpose—to secure the 
welfare of the peoples, the international brotherhood of them all, 
their solidarity and equality of rights. Naturally* they do not tell 
the peoples that this unification must be accomplished only under our 
sovereign rule. 

And thus the people condemn the upright and acquit the guilty, 
persuaded ever more and more that It can do whatsoever it ^yiEh€s. 
Thanks to this state of things the people ai'C desti'Oying every kind 
of stability and creating disorders at every step. 

The word "freedom” brings out the communities of men to fight 
against every kind of force, against every kind of authority, even 
against God and the laws of nature. For this reason we, when we 
come into our kingdom, shall have to erase this word from the lexi¬ 
con of life as implying a principle of brute force which turns mobs 
into bloodthirsty beasts. 

These beasts, it is tine, fall asleep again every time when they 
have drunk their fill of blood, and at such times can easily be riveted 
into their chains. But If toey be not given blood they will not sleep 
and continue to struggle. 
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Protocol No. 4 

Stagos of a Republic. Gentiie Masonry. Freedom and Faith, 

national Industrial Competition. Role of Speeulation. Cult of 
' Gold. 

Every republic passes through several stages. ■ The first of these 
is eomprised in the early days of mud raging by the blind mob, tossed 
hither and thither, right and left: the second is demagogy, from which 
is born anarchy, and that leads inevitably to despotism—not any long- 
. or legal and overt, and therefore responsible despotism, but to un¬ 
seen and seeretly hidden, yet nevertheiess sensibly felt despotism in 
the hands of some secret organization or other, whose acts are the 
more unscrupulous inasmuch as it works behind a screen, behind t e 
backs of all sorts of agents, the changing of whom not only docs not 
injuriously affect but actually aids the secret force by saving it, 
thanks to continual changes, from the necessity of expending its re¬ 
sources on the rewording of long services. 

Who and what is in a position to overthrow an invisible force? 
And this is precisely what our force is. Gentile masonry blindly 
servos as a screen for ua and our objects, but the plan of action of 
our force, even its very abiding-place, remains for the whole people 
on unknown mystery. 

But even freedom might be harmless and have its place in the 
State economy without injury to the well-being of the peoples if it 
rested upon the foundation of faith in God, upon the brotherhood of 
humanity, unconnected with the conception of equality, which is neg¬ 
atived by the very iawa of ereation, for they hove established sub- 
ordination. With such a faith as this a people might he governed by 
a vrordship of parishes, and would walk contentedly and humbly under 
the guiding hand of its spiritual pastor submitting to the disposi¬ 
tions of God upon earth. This is the reason why it is indispensable 
for us to undermine all faith, to tear out of the minde Geyim 

the very principle of Godhead and the spirit, and to put in its place 
arithmetical calculations and material needs. 

In order to give the goyim no time to think and take note, their 
minds must be diverted towards industry and trade. Thus, all the 
nations will be swallowed up in the pursuit of gain and in the race 
for it will not take note of their common foe. But again, in order 
that freedom may once for all disintegrate and ruin tha coinmunities 
of the goyim, wo must put industry on a speculative basis: the result 
of this will be that what is withdrawn from the land by industry will 
slip through the hands and pass into speculation, that is, to our classes. 

The intensified struggle for suporiorlW and shocks delivered to 
economic life wili create, nay, have already created, disenchanted, 
cold and heartless communities. Such cemmuniUes will foster a 
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strong dvoision towards the higher political and towards religion. 
Their only guide is gain, that is Gold, which they will erect into a ver¬ 
itable cult, ior the sake o£ those material delights which It can give. 
Then will the hour strike when, not for the'sake of attaining the good, 
not even to win wealth, but solely out of hatred towards the privileged, 
the lower elaascs of the goyim will follow our lead against our rivals 
for power, the intellectuals of the goyim.

What form of administrative rule can be given to communities In 
which corruption has penetrated everywhere, communities where rich* 
cs are attained only by the dever surprise tactics of semi-swindling 
^Icks; where looseness reigns: where morality is maintained by penal 
measures and harsh laws but not by voluntarily accepted principles: 
where the feelings towards faith and country are obliterated by cos¬ 
mopolitan convictions? Whot form of rule Is to be given to these 
communt^es if not that despotism which I shall describe to you later? 
We shall create an intensified centralisation of government in order to 
grip in our hands all the forces of the community. We shall regulate 
mechanically all the actions of the political life of our subjects by now 
laws. Those laws wtH withdraw one by one all the indulgences and 
liberties which have been permitted by the goyim, and our kingdom 
will be distinguished by a despotism of such magnificent proportions 
as to be at any moment and in every place In a position to wipe out 
any goyim who oppose us by deed or word. 

We shall be told that such a despotism as I speak of is not consis¬ 
tent with Uie progress of these days, but f will prove to you that it is. 

In the times when ^e peoples looked upon kings on their thrones 
as on a pure manifestation of the will of God, they submitted without 
a murmur to the despotic power of kings: but from the day when wo 
insinuated into their minds the conception of their own rights they be¬ 
gan to regard the occupants of thrones as mere ordinary mortals. 
The’ holy unction of the Lord's Anointed has fallen from the heads of 
kings in the eye of the people, and when we also robbed them of their 
faith in God the might of power' was ilung upon the streets into the 
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place ol public proprlctorahip and was seised by ua. 

Moreover, the art o£ directing maasea and individuals by means 
oi cleverly manipulated theory and verbinge, by regulations o£ life in 
common and all sorts of other quirks, in all which the goyim under¬ 
stand nothing, beiongs likewise to the specialists of out administre- 
tive brain. Reared on analysis, observation, on delicacies of line 
caleulaUon, in this species of skill we have no rivals, any more than 
wo have either in the drawing up of plans of political actions and 
solidarity. In this respect the Jesuits alone might have compared with 
us, but wo have contrived to discredit them in the eyes of the until ink¬ 
ing mob as an overt organization, while wo ourselves all the while 
have kept our secret organization in the shade. However, it is prob¬ 
ably all the same to the world who is its sovereign lord, whether the 
head of Catholicism or our despot of the blond of Zion! But to us, 
the Chosen People, it is very far from being a matter of indifference. 

For a time perhaps we might be sucecastully dealt with by a coali¬ 
tion of the Goyim of all the world; but from this danger we are se¬ 
cured by the discord existing among tliom whose roots are so deeply 
seated that they can never now be plucked up. We have set one 
against another the personal and national reckonings of the goyim, 
religious and race hatreds, which we have fostered into a huge growUi 
in the course of the past twenty centuries. This is the reason why 
there is not one State which would anywhere receive support if it were 
to raise its arm, for every one of them must bear in mind that any 
agreement against us would be unprofitable to itself. We are too 
strong—there Is no evading our power. The nations cannot come to 
even an inconsiderable private agreement without our secretly having 
a hand in it. 

Per Me rogos regnant. 'Tt is through me that Kings reign.” 
And it was-said by the prophets that we were eliosen by God Himself 
to rule oVbr the whole earth, God has endowed us with genius that 
we may bo equal to our task. Were genius in the opposite camp it 
would still struggle against us, but oven so a newcomer is no match 
for the old-established settler; the struggle would be merciless be¬ 
tween us, such a fight as the world has never yet seen. Aye, and the 
genius on their side would have arrived too late. All the wheels of 
tho machinery of all States go by the force of the engine, which is in 
our hands; and that engine of tho machinery of States is—Gold. The 
science of political economy invented by our learned elders has for 
long past been giving royal prestige to capital. 

Capital, if it is to co-operate untrammelled, must be free to es¬ 
tablish a monopoly of industry and trade: this is already being put in 
execution by an unseen hand in all quarters of tho world. This free¬ 
dom will give political force to those engaged in industry, and that will 
help to oppress the people. Nowadays it is more important to dis¬ 
arm tho peoples than to lead them into war; more important to use 
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for our advantage the passions which have burst into flames than to 
quench their fire: mote imporUant to catch up and interpret the ideas 
of others to suit ourselves ttran to eradicate them. The principal ob¬ 
ject of our directorate consists in this: to debilitate the public mind 
by criticism; to lead it away from serious reflections calculated to 
arouse resistance; to distract the forces of the mind towards a sham 
fight of empty eloquence. 

Itt all ages the peoples of the world, equally with individuals, have 
accepted words for deeds, for they are content with a show and rarely 
pause to note, in the public arena, whether promises are followed by 
performance. Therefore we shall establish show inslatutions which 
will give eloquent proof of their benefit to progress. 

We shall assume to ourselves the liberal physiognomy of al! par¬ 
ties, of all directions, and we shall give that physiognomy a voice 
in orators who will speak so much that they will exhaust the patience 
of their hearers and produce an abhorrence of oratory. 

In order to put public opinion into our hands wo must bring it in¬ 
to a state of bewilderment by giving expression from all sides to so 
many contradictory opinions and for such length of time as will suffice 
to make the Goyim lose their heads in the labyrinth and come to see 
that the best thing is to have no opinion of any kind in matters poli¬ 
tical, which it is not given to the public to understand, because they 
arc understood only by him who guides the public. This is the first 
secret. 

The second secret requisite for the success of our government is 
comprised in the following: To multiply to such an' extent national 
fallings, habits, passions, conditions of civil life, that it will be im¬ 
possible for anyone to know where he is in the resulting chaos, so that 
the people in consequence will fail to understand one another. This 
measure will also serve us in another way, namely, to sow discord in 
all parties, to dislocate all collective forces which are still unwilling to 
submit to US, and to discourage any kind of persona! initiative which 
might in any degree hinder our affair. There is nothing more danger¬ 
ous than personal initiative; if it has genius behind it, such initiaUve 
can do more than can be done by millions of people among whom we 
have sown discord. We must so direct the education of the goyim 
communities that whenever they come upon a matter requiring initio- 
tive they may drop their hands in despairing impotence. The strain 
which results from freedom of action saps the forces when it meets 
with the freedom of another. From this collision arise grave moral 
shocks, disenchantments, failures. By all these moans we shall so wear 
down the goyim that they will be compelled to offer us International 
power of a nature that by its position will enable us without any vio¬ 
lence gradually to absorb all the State forces of the world and to form 
a Super-Gorernment. In place of the rulers of today w^ shuH set up a 
bogey which will be called the Super-Government Administration, 
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Its httiKis \s’iil reach out in all directions like nippers and its organiza¬ 
tion will be of such coIossh! dimensions that it cannot fail to subdue 
all the nations of the world.

You gentlemen here present who are economists, just strike an 
estimate of the significance of this combinationi . . . 

In every possible way we must develop the significance of our 
Super-Government by representing it os the Protector and Benefactor 
of all Uioso who voluntarily submit to us. 

The aristocracy of the goyim ns a political force, is dead—wo need 
not take it into account; but os landed proprietors they can still be 
harmful to us from the fact that they arc self-sufScing in the resourc¬ 
es upon which they live. It is essential therefore for us at whatever 
cost to deprive thorn of their land. This object will bo best attained 
by increasing tbe burdens upon landed pvoperty.--in loading lands with 
debts. These measures will chock land-holding and keep it in a state 
of humble and unconditional submission. 

Tho aristocrats of tha goyim, being hereditarily incapable of con¬ 
tenting thcmselvcB with little, will rapidly burn up and fizzle out. 

At the same time we must intensively patronise trade and indus¬ 
try, but, first and foremost, speculation, the part played by which is 
to provide a counterpoise to, industry: the absence of speculative in¬ 
dustry will multiply capital in private hands and will sei-vc to restore 
agriculture by freeing tho laud from indebtedness to tho land banks. 
What we want is that industry should drain off from the land both 
labour and capita! and by means of speculation transfer into our 
hands all tho money of the ss'orld, and thereby throw all the goyim into 
the ranks of the proiotarint. Then the goyim will bow down before 
us, if for no other reason but to got the right to exist. 

To complete the ruin of the industry of Uio goyim wo shall bring

to the assistance of spectulation the luxury which we have developed 
among the goyim, that greedy demand for luxury which is swallowing 
up everything. Wc shall raise the rate of wages which, however, will 
not bring any advantage to the 'workers, for, at the same ^me, wc shall 
produce a rise in prices of the first necessaries of life, alleging that it 
arises from the decline of agriculture and cattle-breeding; we shall 
further undermine artfully and deeply sources of production, by accus¬ 
toming the workers to anarchy and to drunkenness and side by side 
therewith taking all measure to extirpate from the face of the earth 
all the educated forces of the Goyim. 

In order that the true meaning of things may not strike the goyim 
before the proper lime we shall mask it under an alleged ardent de¬ 
sire to serve the working classes and the great principles of political 
economy about which our economic theories are carrying on an ener¬ 
getic propaganda. 


Protocol No. 7 


Object of the intensification of armaments. Ferments, discords and 
hostility all over the world. Checking the opposition of the goyim 
by wars and by a universal war. Secrecy means success in the 
political. The Press and public opinion. The guns of America, 
China and Japan. 

The intensification of armaments, the inereaae of police forces— 
are all essential for the completion of the aforementioned plans. What 
we have to get at is that there should be in all the States of tbe world, 
besides ourselves, only the masses of the proletariat, a few million¬ 
aires devoted to our interests, police and soldiers. 

Throughout all Europe, and by means of relations ■with Europe, 
in other continents also, we must create ferments, discords and hos¬ 
tility. Therein wc gain a double advantage. In the first place "wc keep 
in check all countries, for they well know that we have tho power 
whenever we like to create disorder or to restore order. All these 
countries are accustomed to see in us an indispensable force of 
coercion. In the second place, by our intrigues we shall tangle up all 
the threads which wc have stretched into the cabinets of all States 
by means of the political, by economic treaties, or loan obligations. In 
order to succeed in this wo must use great cunning and penetration 
during negotiations and agreements, but, as regards what is called 
the "ollicial language," wc shall keep to the opposite tactics and as¬ 
sume the mask of honesty and compliancy. In this way the peoples 
and governments of the goyim, whom ■we have taught to look only at 
the outside whatever wc present to their notice, will still continue to 
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accept us as the beacfactois and saviours of the human race. 

We must bo in a position to respond to every net of opposition by 
war with the neighbours of thnt country which dares to oppose us: 
but if those neighbours should also venture to stand eollcctivciy to¬ 
gether against us, then wo must offer rosistanec by a universal war. 

The principal factor of success in the political is the sec racy of 
its undertakings: the word should not agree with the deeds of the 
diplomat. 

We must compel the governments of the goyim to take action in 
the direction favoured by our widely-conceived plan, already approach¬ 
ing the desired consummation, by wiint we shul! represent as public 
opinion, secretly prompted by us through tlic means of that so-called 
‘'Great Power”—the Press, which, witli a few exceptions that may lie 
disregarded, is already entirely in our hands. 

In a word, to sum up our system of keeping the governments of 
the goyim in Europe in check, we shall show our strength to one ui 
them by terrorist attempts and to all, if we allow the possibility of a 
general rising against us, wo she!! respond with the guns of America 
01 ’ China or Japan. 





Protocol No. 8 

Ambiguous employment of juridical rights. Assistants of the Masonic 
directorate. Spcciul schools and super-educational training. Eco¬ 
nomists and millionaires. To whom to entrust responsible posts 
in tho government. 

We must arm ourselves with all the ■weapons which our opponents 
migiib employ against us. We must search out in the very dnest shades 
of expression and the knptty points of the lexicon of law justification 
of tijose eases where wo shall have to pronounce judgements that 
miglit appear abnormally audacious and unjust, for it is importjmt 
that these resolutions should be set forth in expressions that shall 
seem to bo the most o.xultcd moral principles cast into legal form. 
Our directorate must-surround itself with all these forces of civilisa¬ 
tion among which it will have to work. It will suriouud itself with 
publicists, practical jurists, administrators, dipiomats and, finally, 
with persons prepared by a special super-educational training in our 
special schools. These persons will have cognisance of u1! the secrets 
of the social structure, they will know ail the languages that can be 
made up by political alphabets and words; they wil! be made acquaint¬ 
ed with the whole underside of human nature, with ail its sensitive 
chords on which they will have to ploy. These chords arc the cast 
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of mind of the j?nyrni, their tendencies, shortcomings, vices and quali* 
tics, the particularities of classes and conditions. Needless to say that 
the talented assistants of authority, of whom I speak, will be taken not 
from among the Roylni, who arc accustomed to perform their admin¬ 
istrative work without giving themselves the trouble to think what its 
aim is. And never consider what it is needed for. The administrators 
of the goyim sign papers without rending them, and they serve either 
for mercenary reasons or from ambiUon. 

We shall surround our government with a whole world of eco¬ 
nomists. That is the reason why economic sciences form the principal 
subject of the teaching given to the Jews. Around us again will be 
a .whole constellation of bankers, industj'ialists, capitalists and—the 
moin thing—luillionafres, because in substance everything will be 
settled by the question of figures. 

For a time, until there will no longer be any risk in entrusting 
responsible posts in our States to our brother-Jews, wo shall put 
them in the hands of persons whose past and reputation are such 
that between them and the people lies an abyss, persons who, in c&se 
of disobedience to our instructions, must face criminal charges or 
disappear—this in order to make them defend our interests to their 
last gasp. 


Protocol No. J) 

Application of masonic principles in the matter of re-educating tho 
peoples. Masonic wntchwoni. Meaning of Anti-Semitism, Dic¬ 
tatorship of masonry. Terror. Who are the servants of masonry. 
Meaning of the 'Vlear-sightcd” and the *'blind*" forces of the 
goyim States. Communion between authority and mob. Liconse 
of liberalism. Seizure of education and training. False theories, 
Interpretation of laws. The ''undergrounds" (metropolitains). 

In applying our principles let attention be paid to the character of 
the people in whose country you live and act; a general, identical ap¬ 
plication of them, until such time as the jicople shall have been re¬ 
educated to our pattern, cannot have success. But by approaching 
their application cautiously you will see thot not a decade will pass 
before the most stubborn character will change and we shall add a new 
people to the ranks of those already subdued by us. 

The words of the liberal, which are in effect the words of our 
masonic watchword, namely. "Liberty, Equality, Fraternity," will, 
when we come into our kingdom, be changed by us into words no longer 
of a watchword, but only an expression of idenllam, namely, into: "The 
right of liberty, the duty of equality, the ideal of brotherhood," That 
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is bow wo shall put it,—^nd so wc shaU catch the buU by the horns. 
. » . Dc facto we have already wiped out every kind of rule except 
our own, nlthoufirh de jure there still remain n good many of them. 
Nowadays, if any States raise n protest against us it is only pro forma 
at our discretion and by our dirccUon, for their anti-Semitism is in¬ 
dispensable to us for the management ot our lesser bretlmrn. I will 
not enter into further explanations, for this matter has formed the 
subject of repeated discussions amongst us. 

For us there are no checks to limit the range of our activity. 
Our Super-Government subsists in extra legal conditions which are 
described in the accepted terminology by the energetic and forcible 
word—Dictatorship. I am in a position to tell you with a clear con¬ 
science that at the proper time we, the Jawgivers, shall execute judg¬ 
ment and sentence, we shall slay and we shall spare, we, as head of 
all our troops, arc mounted on th6 steed of the leader. We rule by 
force of will, because in our hands are the fragments of a once power¬ 
ful party, now vanquished by us. And the weapons in our hands are 
limilTess ambitions, burning greediness, merciless vengeance, hatreds 
and malice. 

It is from us that the all-engulfing terror proceeds. Wc have in 
our service persons of all opinions, of all doctrines, rcstorating mon¬ 
archists, demagogues socialists, communists, and utopian dreamers 
of every kind. Wc have harnessed them nil to the task: each one of 
them on his own account is boring away at tite iast remnants of 
authority, is striving to overthrow all cstabliahcd form, of order. 
By these acts-all States arc in torture; they exhort to tranquillity, 
nre ready to Bacrifice everything for peace; but wc will not give them 
peace until they openly acknowledge our International Super-Govorn* 
meni, and with submisslveness. 

The people have raised a howl about tlic necessity of seeling tho 
question of SocialiaTn by way of an international agreement. Divi¬ 
sion into fractional parties has given them into our hands, for^in order 
to carry on a contested struggle one munt have nioncy, and the money 
is nil in our Itnnds. 

Wc might have reason to apprehend a union between the ^'clear¬ 
sighted” force of the goy kings on their thrones and the "blind” force 
of the goy mobs, but we have tuken all the needful measure against 
any such possibility; between the one and the other force we have 
erected a bulwark in tho shape of a mutual terror between them. In 
this way the blind foi-ce of the people remains our support and we, 
and wc only, shall provide them with a leader and, of course, direct 
them along the road that leads to our goal. 

In order that the hand of the blind mob may not free itself from 
our guiding hand, we must every now and then enter into close com¬ 
munion with it, if not actually in person, at any rate through son^e 
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of the most trusty of our brethren. When wc arc acknowledged as 
the only authority we shall discuss the people personally on the 
market places, and wo .shall instruct them on questions of the politi¬ 
cal in such wise ns may turn them in the divection that suits us. 

Who is going to verify what is taught in tho village schools? But 
what an envoy of the government or a king on his throne himself 
may say cannot but become immodhitcly known to the whole State, 
for it will be spread abi'oafl by the voice of the people. 

In order not to annihilate the institutions of the goyini before it 
IS time wc have touched them with craft and <lelicncy, an^l have taken 
hold of the ends of the springs which move their mechanism. These 
springs lay in a strict but Just sence of order; wc have replaced them 
by the chaotic license of liberalism. Wc have got our hands into the 
administration of the law, into the conduct of elections, into the press, 
into liberty of the person, but principally into education and training 
as being the corner-stones of a free existence. 

Wc have fooled, bemused and corrupted tlie youth of the goyim 
by rearing tbcm in principles and theories which are known to us to 
be false allhougb it is by us tJiul they have been incuicated. 

Above the existing laws without substantially altering them, and 
by merely twisting them into contradictions of interpretations, we 
liavc erected something grandiose in the way of results. These lu- 
suits found expression first in the fact that the interpretations masked 
the laws; afterwards they entirely hid them from the eyes of the 
goveruments owing to the impossibility of making anything out of the 
tangled web of legislation. 

This is the origin of the theory of course of arbitration. 

You may say that tho goyim will rise upon us, arms in hand, if 
they guess what is going on before the time comes; but in tho West 
wc have against this a manoeuvie of such appalling terror that the 
very stoutc.'it hearts qu.'iil—the undorgrouiuls, mefcropolitains, those 
subterranean corridors which, before the time comes, will be driven 
under all the capitals and from whence those capitals will be blown 
into the air with all their organisations and archives. 


Protocol No. 10 

The outside appearances in the political. The “genius" of rcscality. 
Whnt is promised by .a Masonic coup d’etat? Universal suffrage. 
Self-importance. I.cadeis of Masonry. The genius who Is guide 
of Masonry. Institutions and their functions. The poison of 
‘ liberalism. Constitution—a school of party discords. Era of 
republics. Presidents—the puppets of Masonry. Responsibility 
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of Ptosidonfs. '‘Pannnia.” Part playod by chaiabor of deputies 
and president. Masonry—the logislalivo force. New republican 
constitution. Transition to masonic '‘despotism.’' Moment for 
the proclamation of "The Lord of a!i the World." Inoculation of 
diseases and other wiles of iilasonry. 

To-day I begin with a repetition of what I said before, and I beg 
you to bear in mind that gtivernments and peoples are content in the 
tmlitjcai with outside appearances. And how, indeed, are the goyim to 
perceive the underlying meaning of things when their representatives 
give the best of their energies to enjoying themselves ? For tour policy 
it is of the greatest importance to take cognisance of this detail; it 
will be of assistance to us when we come to consider the division of 
authority, freedom of speech, of thu press, of I'oligion (faith), of the 
!aw of association, of equality before tho law, of the inviolability of 
property, of the dwelling, of taitation (the idea of concealed taxes), 
of the reflex force of the laws. A!! these questions arc such as ought 
not to be touched upon directiy and openly before the people. In eases 
where it is indispensable to touch upon them they must not be catogo- 
ricnlly named, it must merely bo declared without detailed exposition 
that the principles of contemporary law ate acknowledged by us. Tho 
reason of keeping silence in this respeet is that by not naming a prin¬ 
ciple we leave ourselves freedom of action, to drop this or that out of 
it witliout attracting notice; if they were all categorically named 
they would all appear to have been already given. 

Tho mob cherishes a special affection and respect for the geniuses 
of poiiticnl power and accepts all their deeds of violence with the ad¬ 
miring response: “rascally, well, yes, it is rascally, but it’s elevorl 
... a trick, if you like, but how craftily played, how magnificent^ 
ly done, what impudent audacity!’’ . . . 

We count upon nttracting all nations to tho task of erecting the 
new fundamental struoturo, the project for which has been drawn up 
by us. This is why, before everything, it is indispensable for us to 
arm ourselves nnd to store ^up in ourselves that absolutely reckless 
audacity and irresistible might of the spirit which in the person of 
our active workers will break down all hindrances on our way. 

When we have accomplished our coup d’etat we shall say then to 
tho various peoples: "Everything has gone terribly badly, all have 
been worn out witli sufferings. We are destroying the causes of your 
torracnt^natiottalitics, frontiers, difforeneos of coinages. You arc 
at liberty, of course, to pronounce sentence upon us, but can it possib¬ 
ly be a just one if it is confirmed by you before you make any trial of 
what we arc offering you.” , . . Then w ill the mob exalt us and 
boor us up in their liands in a unanimous triumph of hopes nnd expec¬ 
tations. Voting, wliich we have made the instrument which will set 
liK on the throne of tlto world by teaching even the very smallest units 
of members of the human race to vote by means of meetings and 
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agreements by groups, will then have served its purposes and will 
play its part then for the last time by a unanimity of desire to make 
close acquaintance with us before condemning us. 

To secure this we must have everybody vote without distinction 
of classes nnd qualifications, in order to establish an absolute majori¬ 
ty, which cannot be got from the educated propertied classes. In this 
way, by inculcating in all a sense of solf-iinporlanco, we shall destroy 
among the goyim the importance of the family and its educational 
value and remove the possibility of individual minds splitting off, for 
the mob, handled by us, will not let ^em come to the front nor even 
give them a hearing; it is accustomed to listen to us only who pay it 
for obedience and attention. In this way wo shall create a blind, 
mighty force which will never be in a position to move in any direction 
without the guidance of our agents set at its head by us as leaders of 
the mob. The people will submit to this regime because it will know 
that upon these leaders will depend its earnings, gratifications and 
the receipt of ail kinds of benefits, 

A scheme of government should come ready made from one brain, 
because it will never be clinched firmly if it is allowed to be split into 
fractional parts in the minds of many. It is allowable, therefore, for 
us to have cognisance of the scheme of action but not to discuss it lest 
wc disturb its artfulness, the intordcpendence of its component parts, 
the practical force of the secret meaning of each clause. To discuss 
and make alterations in a labour of this kind by means of numerous 
votings is to impress upon it the stamp of all ratiocinations and mis¬ 
understandings which have failed to penetrate the depth and nexus 
of its plottings. Wc want our schemes to be forcible and suitably 
concocted. Therefore WE OUGHT NOT TO FLING THE WORK OP 
GENIUS OP OUR GUIDE to the fangs of the mob or even of a select 
company. 

These schemes will not turn existing institutions upside down 
just yet They will only affect changes in their economy and conse¬ 
quently in the whole combined movement of their progress, which will 
thus be directed along the paths laid dovm in oar schemes. 

Under various names there exists in all countries approximately 
one and the same thing. Representation, Ministry, Senate, State 
Council, Legislative and Executive Corps. 1 need not explain to you 
the mechanism of the relation of these institutions to one another, 
because you are aware of all that; only take note of idle fact that each 
of the abore-named institutions corresponds to some important func¬ 
tion of the State, and 1 would beg you to remark that the word ‘ 
‘’important’’ I apply not to the institution but to the function, conse¬ 
quently it is not the institutions which are important but their func¬ 
tions. These institutions have divided up among themseives all the 
functions of government—administrative, legislative, executive, 
wherefore they have come to operate as do Hie organs in the human

body, I£ wc injure one part in the machinery o£ State, the Slate falls 
sick, like a human body, and . . . will die. 

When wo introduced into the State organism the poison of Liberal¬ 
ism its whole political complexion underwent a change. States have 
been seized with a mortal illness—blood-poisoning- Ail that remains 
is to await the end of their death agony. 

Liberalism produced Constitutional States, wiiich took the place 
of what was the only safeguard o£ the goyim, namely. Despotism; 
and a constitution, ns you well know, is nothing else but a school of 
discords, misunderstandings, (juari'ccls, disagreements, fruitless patty 
agitations, party whims—in a word, a school of everything that 
serves to destroy the personality of State activity. The tribune of the 
'talkeries' has, no less effectively than the I'ress, condemned the rulers 
to inactivity and impotence, and thereby tendered them useless and 
superfluous, for which reason indeed they have been in many countries 
deposed. Tbcn it was tiint the era of republics became possible'of 
rcnlianfion; and llien it was tiint wo replaced tiie ruler by a caricature 
of a government—by a president, taken from the mob, from the midst 
of our puppet creatures, our slaves. This was the foundation of the 
mine which we have laid under the goy people, I should rather say, 
under the goy peoples. 

In the near future we shall establish the responsibility of presi¬ 
dents. 

By that time we shall be in a position to disregard forms in car¬ 
rying through matters, for which oar impersonal puppet will be res¬ 
ponsible. What do we core if the ranks of those striving for power 
should bo thinned, if there should arise a deadlock from the impossi¬ 
bility of finding presidents, a deadlock which will finally disorganise 
tlic country? . , . 

In order that our scheme may preduce this result ^vo shall arrange 
elections in favour of such presidents as have in their past some dark, 
undiscovered slain, some “Panama" or other—Uien they will be trust¬ 
worthy agents for tlie accomplishment of our plans out of fear of rev¬ 
elations and from the natural desire of everyone who has attained 
power, namely, the retention of the privileges, advantages and honour 
connected with the ofllce of president. The chamber of deputies will 
provide cover for, will protect, will elect presidents, but we shall take 
from it tho right to propose new, or make changes in existing iaws, 
for this right will be given by us to tho responsible president, a puppet 
in our bands. Naturely, tho authority of the president will then be¬ 
come a target for every possible form of attack, but we shall provide 
him with a moans of self-defence in the right of an appeal to the 
people, for the decision of tho people over the heads of their repre¬ 
sentatives, that is to say, an appeal to that same blind slave of ours— 
the majority of the mob. Independently of this wo shall invest the 
president with the right of declaring a state of war. We shall justi- 
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fy this last right on the ground that the president as chief of the 
whole army of the country must have it at Kis disposal, in case of 
need for the defence of the new republican const!tuUon, the right to 
defend which will belong to him os the responsible representative of 
this constitution. 

It is easy to understand that in these conditions the key of the 
shrine wH! lie in our hands, and no one outside ourselves will any 
longer direct the force of legislation. 

Besides this wc shall, with the introduction of the new republican 
constitution, take from the Chamber the right of interpellation on 
government measures, on the pretext of preserving political secrecy, 
and, further, we shall by the new constitution reduce the numbor of 
representatives to a minimum, thereby proportionately reducing poli¬ 
tical passions and the passion for polities. If, however, they should, 
which is hardly to be expected, burst into flame, even in riiis mini¬ 
mum, we shall nullify them by a stirring appeal and a reference to the 
majority of tho whole people. . . . Upon the president will depend 
tile appointment of presidents and vice-presidents of the Chamber 
and the Senate. Instead of constant sessions of Parliaments we shall 
reduce their sittings to a few months. Moreover, the president, as 
chief of the executive power, will have the right to summon and dis¬ 
solve Parliament, and, in the latter case, to prolong the time for the 
appointment of a new parliamentary assembly. But in order that the 
consequences of all these acts which in substance are illegal, should 
not, prematurely for our plans, fall upon the responsibility established 
by us of the president, wc shall instigate ministers and other efSeiaJs 
of the higher administration about the president to evade bis disposi¬ 
tions by taking measures of their own, for doing which they will be 
made the scapegoats in bis place. . . . This part we especially 
recommend to be given to be played by the Senate, the Council of 
State, or the Council of Ministers, but not to an individual oillcial. 

The president will, at our discretion, interpret the sense of such 
of the existing laws as admit of various interpretation; he will further 
annul them when we indicate to him the necessity to do so, besides 
this, he will have the right to propose temporary lawa, and even new 
departures in the government constitutional working, the pretext both 
for the one and the other being the requirements for the supreme 
welfare of the State. 

By such measures we shall obtain the power of destroying little 
by little, step by step, all that at the outset when we enter on our 
rights, we are compelled to introduce into the constitutions of States 
to prepare for the transition to an imperceprible abolirion of every 
kind of constitution, and then the time is come to turn every form of 
government into our despotism. 

The recognition of our despot may also come before the destruc- 
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tion of the constitution; the moment for tliis i-ecognition will come 
when the peoples, utterly wearied by the irioguicritics and incompe¬ 
tence—a matter which we shall arrange for—of their rulers, will 
clamour; “Away with them and give us one king over all the earth 
who will unite us and annihilate the causes of discoids—frontiers, 
nationalities, religions, State debts—wiio will give us peace and quiet, 
svhich \vc cannot find under our rulers and representatives." 

But you yourselves perfectly well know that to produce the pos¬ 
sibility of the expression of such wishes by all the rations it is in¬ 
dispensable to trouble in ail countries the pcople^s relations with their 
governments so as to utterly exhaust humanity with dissension, hat¬ 
red, struggle, envy and oven by the use of torture, by starvation, BY 
THE INOCULATION OP DISEASES, by want, so Hint the goyim 
sec no other issue than to take refuge in our coplote sovereignty in 
money and in all else. 

But if we give the nations of the world a breath iag spade the 
moment wo long for is hardly likely ever to arrive. 
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Programme of the new constUuiton, Certain details o£ the proposed 
. revolution. The goyint—a pack of sheep. Secret masonry and 
its “show^' lodges. 

The State Council has been, as it were, the emphatic expression 
of the authority of the ruler: it 'will be^ as the ^'show*^ part of the 
Lcgiela^vo Corps, what may be called the editorial committee of the 
laws and decrees of the ruler. 

• This, then, is the programme of the new constitution. We shall 
make Law, Eight and Justice (I) in the guise of proposals to the 
Legislative Corps, (2) by decrees of the president under the guise of 
general roguiations, of orders of the Senate and of resolutions of tho 
State Council in the guise of ministerial orders, (3) and in case a 
suitable occasion should arise—in the form of a involution in the 
State. 

Having estnbliahed approximately the modus agendi wc 'will oc¬ 
cupy ourselves with details of those combinations by 'which we have 
slill to complete the revolution in the course of the machinery of State 
in the direction already indicated. By these combinations I mean the 
freedom of tho Press, the right of nasociation, freedom of coj^science, 
the voting principle, and many another that must disappear for over 
from the memory of man, or undergo a radical alteration the day after 
the promulgation of the new constitution. It is only at that moment 
thot we.ahall bo able at once to announce all oar orders, for, after- 
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wards, every noticeabic alteration will be dongerous, for the following 
reasons: if this alteration be brought in with harsh severity and in a 
^ense of sevority and limitations, It may load to a feeling of despair 
caused by fear of new alterations in the same direction; if, on the 
other hand, it be brought in in a sense of further Indulgences it will 
be said that we have recognised our own wrongdoing and this will 
destroy tho prestige of the infallibility of our authority, or else it will 
be said that wc have become alarmed and are compelled to show a 
yielding disposition, lor which wc shall no thanks because it will 
be supposed to be compulsory. . . Both the one and the other are in¬ 
jurious to the prestige of the new constitution. What we want is that 
from the first moment of its promulgation, while the peoples of the 
'^vorld are still stunned by the terror and uncertainty, they should rec¬ 
ognise once for all that we are so strong, so inexpugnable, so super¬ 
abundantly hUed with power, that in no case shall wc take any ac¬ 
count of them, and so far from paying any attention to their opinions 
or wishes, we are ready and able to crush with Irrisistable power 
all expression or manifestation thereof at every moment and in every 
place, that we have sei^^ed at once everything wc wanted and shall in 
no case divide our power with them. . . Then In fear the trembling 
they will close their eyes to everything, and be content to await what 
will be the end of it all. 

Tho goyim ai*e a flock of sheep, and wc are their wolves. And 
you know what happens when the wolves get hold of tho flock? . , . 

There Is another reason also why they will close their eyes: for 
we shall keep promising them to give back all the liberties 'Wc have 
taken away as soon as we have quelled the enemies of peaefe and 
tamed all parties. . . . 

It is not worth while to say anything about how long a time they 
will be kept waiting for this return of their liberties. . . . 

For what purpose then have we invented this whole policy and 
insinuated it into the minds of the goys without giving them any 
chance to examine its underlying meaning? For what, indeed, if not 
In order to obtain in a roundabout way what is for our scattered tribe 
unattainable by the direct road? It is this which has served as the 
basis for our organisation of SECRET MASONRY WHICH IS NOT 
KNOWN TO, AND AIMS WHICH ARB NOT EVEN SO MUCH AS 
SUSPECTED BY, THESE GOY CATTLE, ATTRACTED BY US 
INTO THE «SHOW'» ARMY OP MASONIC LODGES IN ORDER 
TO THROW DUST IN THE EYES OP THEIR FELLOWS. 

God has granted to us. His Chosen People, the gift of the disper¬ 
sion, and in this which appears in ail eyes to be our weakness, has 
come forth all our strength, which has now brought us to the threshold 
of sovereignty over all the world. 

There now remains not much more for us to build up upon the 
foundation we have laid. 
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Protocol No. 12 

Masonic intei'prctation o£ tlia woi'd 'Ti-oedom.” Future of the press in 
the masonic kingdom. Control of the press. Correspondence 
agencies. What is progress as understood by masonry? More 
about the press. Masonic solidarity in the press of to-day. The 
arousing of “pubiio” demands in the provinces. Infallibility of 
the now regime. 

The word “freedom,” which can bo interpreted in various ways, 
is defined by us as follows;— 

Freedom is the right to do that which the law allows. This in¬ 
terpretation of the world will at the proper time be of service to us, 
boenuse all freedom will thus be in our hands, since the laws will 
abolish or ereato only thet which is desirable for us according to the 
oforesnid programme. 

We shall deal with the press in the following way: What is the 
part played by the press to-day? It serves to excite and inflame 
those passions which are needed for our purpose or else it serves sei- 
fish ends of parties. It is often vapid, unjust, mendacious, and the 
majority of tho public have not the slightest idea what ends the press 
really serves. We shall saddle and bridle it with a tight curb, we 
blmll also with all productions of the printing press, for where would 
be the sense of getting rid of tiie attaoks of tho press if we remain 
targets for pamphlets and books? The produce of publicity, which 
nowadays is a source of heavy expense owing to the necessity of cen¬ 
soring it, will be turned by us into a very lucrative source of income 
to our State: we shall lay on it a special stamp tax and require de¬ 
posit of eaution-monoy before permitting the establishment of any 
ergnn of tho picss or of printing olllees; these will then have to guar¬ 
antee our governaiont against any kind of attack on the part of the 
press. For any attempt to attack us, if such still be possible, wo shall 
inflict fines wiUiout mercy. Such measures as stamp tax, deposit of 
caution-mony and lines secured by these deposits, will bring in a huge 
income to the government. It is true that party organs might not 
spare money for the sake of publicity, but those we shall shut up at 
the second attack upon us. No one shall with impunity lay a finger 
on tile aureole of uur government infallibility. The pretext for stop¬ 
ping any publication will be the alleged plea that it is agitating the 
pubiio mind without occasion or justification, I beg you to note that 
among lliose nialung attnclis upon us will ulao be organs established 
by U.S, but they will attacif exclusively points that we Imvc pre-deter- . 
mined to alter. 

Not a single announcement wili reach tlie public without our con¬ 
trol. Even now this is already being attained by us inasmuch as all 
news items aro received by a few agencies, in whose oflices they are 
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focused from ail parts of the world. These agencies will then bo al¬ 
ready entirely ours and will give publicity only to what we dictate 
to them. 

If almady now we have contrived to possess ourselves of the minds 
of the goy communities to such an extent that they all come near 
looking upon the events of the world through the coloured glasses of 
those spectacles we arc setting astride their noses: if already now 
there is not a single State where there exist for US any barrier to 
admittance into what goy stupidity ealis State secrets: what will our 
position be then, when we shall be acknowledged supreme lords of 
the world in the person of our king of all the world. . . . 

Let us turn again to the future of the printing press. Every one 
desirous of being a publisher, librarian, or printer, will be obliged to 
provide himself with the diploma instituted thcrcifor, which, in ease 
of any fault, will be immediately impounded. With such measures 
the instrument of thought wiil become an educative means in the 
hands of our government, which will no longer allow the mass of the 
n.stion to be ted astray in by-ways and fantasies about the blessings 
of progress. Is there any one of us who does not know that these 
phantom blessings ate the direct roads to foolish imaginings which 
give birth to anarchical relations of men among themselves and to¬ 
wards authority, because progress, or rather the idea of progress, has 
introduced the conception of every kind of emancipation, but has failed 
to establish its limits. . . All the so-called liberals are anarchists, if 
not in fact, at any rate in thought. Every one of them is hunting 
after phantoms of freedom, and falling exclusively into license, that 
is, into the anarchy of protest for the sake of protest. , . . 

Wo turn to the periodical press. We shall impose on it, as on all 
printed matter, stamp taxes per sheet and deposits of caution-money, 
and books of less than 30 sheets will pay double. We shall reckon 
them as pamphlets in order, on the one hand, to reduce the number of 
magazines, which arc the worst form of printed poison, and, on tiie 
other, in order that this measure may force writers into such lengthy 
productions that they will be little read, especially as they will be 
costly. At the same time what we shall publish ourselves to influence 
mental development in the direction laid down for our profit will be 
cheap and will be read voraciously. The tax will bring vapid literary 
ambitions within bounds and the liability to penalties will make liter¬ 
ary men dependent upon us. And if there should be any found who aro 
desirous of writing against us, they will not find any person eager to 
print their productions. Before accepting any production for publi¬ 
cation in print the publisher or printer wili have to apply to the au¬ 
thorities for permission to do so. Thus we shall know beforehand of 
all tricks preparing against us and shall nullify them by getting ahead 
with explanations on the subject treated of. 

Literature and journalism are two of the most important educe- 
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live forces, and therfiforo our governmont will bccomo proprietor of 
the majority of the journals. This will neutralise the injurious in¬ 
fluence of the privately-owned press and will put us irr possession of 
a tremendous infiuenee upon the public mind. *, * - If we give per¬ 
mits for ten journals, we shall ourselves found thirty, and so on in 
the same proportion. This, iiowcvor, must in nowise be suspected by 
the public. For which reason ail journals published by us will bo of 
the most opposite, in appearance, tendencies and opinions, Oicrcby 
creating confidence in us and bringing over to us our (luitc unsuspi¬ 
cious opponents, who will thus fall into our trap and be rendered 
harmless. 

In the fi-ont rank wii! stand organs of an oiRcial character. They 
will always stand guard over our interests, and therefore their influ¬ 
ence will bo comparatively insignificant. 

In the second rank will be the somi-ofiieial organs, whose part it 
will'be to attract the tepid and indifferent. 

In the third rank wo sliall set up our own, to all appearance, op¬ 
position, wliich, in at least one of its oragns, will present what looks 
like the very antipodes to us. Our real opponents at heart will ac¬ 
cept this simulated opposition as their own and will siiow us their 

All nur will be of nil possible compic;<ioiis—arisko- 

cratic, republican^ revolutionary, even unarchicnl—for so long:, of 
coui'AC, as the constitution exists. . . Like the Indian idol Vishnu 
they will liave a hundred hands, and every one of them will have a 
fmeer on any one of public opinions as required. When a pulse 
quickens these hands will lead opinion in the direction of our aims, for 
an excited parent loses all power of judgment and easily yields to 
suggestion. Those fools who will think they are repealing the opinion ^ 

of a newspaper of Ihoiv own eainp will be repeating our opinion or fc 

any opinion that seems desirable for us* In the vain belief that they 
ai-c following the organ of their party they will in fact follow the | 
flag which we hang out for them, ^ 

In Older to direct our newspaper militia in this sense wc must | 
take especial and minute care in organising this matter. Under the 
title of central department of tlic proas we shall institute literary | 
ga^crings at which our agents will without attracting attention is- u 
sue the orders and watchwords of the day. By discussing and con- 
troverting, but always superficially, without touching the essence of 
the matter, our organs will carry on a sham fight fusillade with the i 

ofliclal newspapers solely for tho purpose of giving occasion for us to | 

express ourselves more fully than could well be done from the outset j 

in official announcements, whenever, of course, that is to our advant- ^ 

age. I 

These attacks upon us will also‘serve another purpose, namely, ' ^ 


that oar subjects will be convinced of the existence of full freedom of 
speech and so give our agents an occasion to affirm that sI1 organs 
which oppose ua arc empty babblers, since they arc incapable of finding 
any substantial objections to our orders. 

Methods of organisation like these, imperceptible to the public 
eye but absolutely sure, are tho best calculated to succeed in bringing 
the attention and the confidence of the public to the side of our govern¬ 
ment. Thanks to such methods we shall be in a position as from time 
to time may be required, to excite or to tran(]uillise the public mind 
on political questions, to persuade or to confuse, printing now truth, 
now lies, facts or their contradictions, according as they may be well 
or ill received, always very cautiously feeling our ground before step¬ 
ping upon it, . . We shall have a sure triumph over our opponents 
since they will not have at their disposition organs of the press in 
which they can give full and final expression to their views owing to 
the aforesaid methods of dealing with the press. We shall not even 
need to refute them except very superficially. 

Trial shots like these, fired by us in tho third rank of our press, 
in case of need, will be energetically refuted by os in our sami-ofil- 
cial organa. 

Even nowadays, already, to take only the French proas, there are 
forms which I'cveal masonic solidarity In ?:/iQpg on the watchword: all 
organs of the press arc bound together by )»rofcaslonal secrecy; like 
the augurs of old, not one cf thoir uunibors -will give away the secret 
of his sources of informatio^l iinleSB )fe bv resolved to make announce¬ 
ment of them. Not one journalist will vintwe to betray this secret, 
for not one of thorn is eve? admitted Iki prn^itlce literature unless his 
whole past has some disgrac'iful or other. . . These sores 
would be immediately revealed. So ]o*ig as tiwjy remain the secret of 
a few the prestige of the journalist attracts the majority of the coun- 
try^lhe mob follow after him with enthusiasm. 

Our calculations are especially extended to the provinces. It is 
indispensable for us to inOame there those hopes and impulses with 
which wo could at any moment fall upon the capital, and we shall rep¬ 
resent to the capitals that these expiossions are the independent hopes 
and impulses of the provinces. Naturally, the source of them will 
be always one and the same-ours. 'VVhat wc need is that, until such 
time as we are in the plenitude of power, the capitals shotdd find 
themselves stifled by the provincial opinion of the nation, j.e., of a 
majority arranged by our agentur. "What we need is that at the psy¬ 
chological moment the capitals should not be in a position to discuss 
an accomplished fact for the simple reason, if for no other, that it 
has been accepted by the public opinion of a majority in the provinces. 

When we are in the period of the new regime trsnsitiona! to 
that of our assumption of full sovereignly wc must not admit any 
revelations by the press of ary form of public dishonesty; it is neces- 
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sary that the new regime should be thought to have so perfectly eon- 
tented everybody that even criminality 1ms disappeared. . . . Cases 
of the manifesta^on of criminality should remain known only to their 
victims and to chance witnesses—no more. 


Protocol No. 13 

The need for daily bread. Questions of the Political. Questions of 

industry. Amusements. People’s Paiaces. “Truth is One." 

The great problems. 

The need for daily bread forces the goyim to keep silence and be 
our humble servants. Agents taken on to our press from among the 
goyim will at our orders discuss anything which it Is inconvenient for 
iis to issue directly in oHicinl documents, and we meanwhile, quietly 
amid the diu of the discussion so raised, shall simply take and carry 
through such measures as wo wish and then offer them to the public 
as an nceomplished fact. No one will dare to demand the abrogation 
of a matter once settled, all the more so as it will bo represented as 
an improvement. 

And immediately the press will distract the current of thought 
towards new questions (have we not trained people always to be seek¬ 
ing something new?). Into the discussions of these new questions will 
throw themselves thow of the brainless dispensers of fortunes who arc 
not able even now to underatand that they have not the remotest een- 
eeption about Uic matters which they undertake to discuss. Questions 
of the political are unattainable for any save those who have guided 
it already for many ages, the creators. 

From all Uiis you will see that in securing the opinion of the mob 
we arc only facilitating the working of our machinery, and you may 
remark that it is not for actions but for words issued by us on this or 
that question that we seem to seek approval. We are constantly mak¬ 
ing public declaration that we are guided in all our undertakings by 
the hope, Joined to the conviction, that we are serving the common 
weal. 

In order to distract people who may be too Lioublesomc from 
discussions of questions of the political we are now putting forward 
what wo allege to be now questions of the poiitienl, namely, questions 
of industry. In this sphere let them discuss thcmscivcs sillyl The 
masses are agreed to remain inactive, to take a rest from what they 
suppose to be political activity (which we trained them to in order to 
use them ns a means of combating the goy governments) only on con¬ 
dition of being found new employments, in which we arc prescribing 
thorn something that looks like the same political object, In order 
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that the masses themselves may not guess what they are about wo 
further distract them with amusements, games, pastimes, pAssions, 
people’s palaces. . - . Soon we shall begin through the press 

to propose competitions in art, in sport of all kinds: these intci'csts 
will finally distract their minds from questions in which wo should 
find ourselves compelled to oppose them. Growing more and more 
disaccustomed to refiect and form any opinions of their own, people 
will begin to talk in the same lone as we, because we alone shall be 
offering them new directions for thought ... of course through such 
persons as will not be suspected of solidarity with us. 

The part played by the liberals, utopian dreamers, will be finally 
played out when our government is acknowledged. Till such time they 
will continue to do us good service. Therefore we shall continue to 
direct their minds to all sorts of vain conceptions of fantastic theories, 
new and apparently progressive: for have we not with complete suc¬ 
cess turned the brainless heads of the goyim with progress, till there 
is not among the goyim one mind able to perceive that under this word 
lies a departure from truth in al! cases where it is not a question of 
materia! inventions, for truth is one, and in it there is no place for 
progress. Progress, like a fallacious idea, serves to obscure truth so 
that none may know it except us, the Chosen of God, its guardians. 

When we come into our kingdom our orators will expound great 
problems which have turned humanity upside down in order to bring 
it at the end under beneficent rule. 

Who will ever suspect then that ALL THFSR PEOPLES WERE

Protocol No. 14 

The religion of the future. Future conditions of serfdom. Inacces¬ 
sibility of knowledge regarding the religion of the future. Por¬ 
nography and the printed matter of the future. 

When we come into our kingdom it will be undesirable for us 
that there should exist any other, leligion than ours of the One God 
with whom our destiny is bound up by our position as the Chosen Peo¬ 
ple. and through whom our same destiny is united with the destinies 
of the world. We must therefore sweep away all other forms of be¬ 
lief. If this gives birth to the atheists whom we see to-day, it will 
not, being only a transitional stage, interfere with our views, but iviil 
serve as a warning for those generations which will hearken to our 
preaching of the religion of Moses, that, by its stable and thoroughly 
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system hns brought all the peoples of the world into sub- 
jectioh to US- Thorein we shall emphasise its mystical right, on which, 
as we shall say, all its educative power is based- , - Then at every 
possible opportunity we shall publish articles in which we shall make 
comporison between our bencllcont rule and those of post ages- The 
blessings of tranquillity, though it be a tranquillity forcibly brought 
about by centuries of agitation, will throw into higher relief the bene¬ 
fits to which we shall point. The errors of the goyim governments 
will be depicted fay us in the most vivid hues. We shall implant such 
an abhorrence of them that the peoples will prefer tranquillity in a 
state of serfdom to those rights of vaunted freedom which have tor¬ 
tured humanity and exhausted the very sources of Imman existence, 
sources which have been exploited by u mob of rascally adventurers 
who know not what they do. . . Uuless changes of forma of 
governtnent to which we instigated the goyim when we were under¬ 
mining tlieir state structures, \yill have so wearied the peoples by that 
time that they will perfer to suffer anything under us rather than 
run the risk of enduring again all the ngitotions and miseries they 
have gone through- 

At the same time we shall not omit to emphasise the historical 
mistakes of the goy governments which have tormented humanity for 
so many centuries by their lack of understanding of everything that 
constitutes the true good of humanity in their chase after fantastic 
schemes of social blessings, and have never noticed that these schemes 
kept on producing a worse and never a better state of the universal 
relations which are the basis of human life. - . . 

The whole force of our principles and methods will lie in the fact 
that we shall present them and expound them as a splendid contrast 
to the dead and decomposed old order of things in social life. 

Our philosophers will discuss all the shortcomings of the various 
beliefs of the goyim, BUT NO ONE WILL EVER BRING UNDER 
DISCUSSION OUR FAITH FROM ITS TRUE POINT OF VIEW 
SINGE THIS WILL BE FULLY LEARNED BY NONE SAVE OURS, 
WHO WILL NEVER DARE TO BETRAY ITS SECRETS. 

In countries known as progressive and enlightened ^vc have created 
a senseless, Hlthy, abominable liloraturc. For some time after our en¬ 
trance to power wo shall continue to encourage its existence in order 
to provide a telling relief by contrast to the speeches, party pro¬ 
gramme, which will bo distributed from exalted quarters of ours. . .. 
Our wise men, trained to become Icuders of tho goyim, will compose 
speeches, projects, memoirs, articles, which will be used by us to in¬ 
fluence the minds of tho goyim, directing them towards such under-* 
standing and forms of knowledge as have been dctcrmiped by us, 
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Protocol No, 15 

One-day coup d^etet (revolution) over all the svorld. Executions. 
Future lot of goytm-masons. Mysticism of authority. Multipli¬ 
cation of masonic lodges.

When we at last definitely come into our kingdom by the aid of 
coups d^etat* prepared everywhere for one and the same day, after the 
worthlessness of all existing forms of government has been definitely 
acknowleged (and not a little time will pass before that comes about, 
perhaps even a whole century) we shall make it our task to see that 
against us such things as plots shall no longer exist. With this pur¬ 
pose we shall slay without mercy all who take arms (in hand) to oia- 
pose our coming into our kingdom- Every kin<l of now institution of 
any thing like a secret society will also be punished with doatli; those 
of them which arc now in existence, are known to us, serve us and have 
served us, wc shall disband and send into exile to continents, far re¬ 
moved from Europe. In this way we shall j>rocecd with those goy 
masons who know too much; such of these as wo may for some 
reason spare will be kept in constant fear of exile. We shall promul¬ 
gate a law making all former members of secret societies liable to 
exile from Europe as the centre of our rule. 

Resolutions of our government will be final, without appeal. 

In the goy societies, in which we have planted and deeply rooted 
discord and Protestantism, the only possible ^vay of restoring order 
is to employ merciless mcasui'cs that pj^ovc the direct force of authori¬ 
ty: no regard must be paid to Uie victims who fail, they suffer for 
the well-being of the future. The sttaliuncnt of that welJ-being, cveu 
at the expense of sacrifices, is the duty of any kind of government 
that acknowledges os iustifscation for its existence not only its privi¬ 
leges bat its obligations. The principal guarantee of stability of rule 
is to confirm the aureole of power, and this aureole is attained oniy 
fay such a majestic inflexibility of might as shall carry on its face the 
emblems of inviolability from mystical causes—from the choice of 
God* SifFh w<i8, until rec«nt tN«8, the Russian autocracy, the oac 
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and only serious foo wc hod m the world, without countfng the Papacy. 
Bear in mmd the example when Italy, drenched with blood, never 
touched a hair of the head of Sulla who had poured forth that blood: 
SuJJa enjoyed on apotheosis for his might In the eyes of the poop el, 
though they bad been torn in pieces by him, but his intrepid return 
to Italy ringed him round with inviolability. The people do not lay 
a finger on him who hypnotises them by his daring and strength of 
mind. 

Meantime,, however, until wc como into our kingdom, we shall 
act in the contrary way: we shall create and multiply free masonic 
lodges in all the countries of the world, absorb into them all who may 
become or who arc prominent In public activity, for In ^cse lodges 
wc shall find our principal intelligence ofiico and means of Influence. 
All these lodges wc shall bring under one central administration, 
known to us alone and to all others absolutely unknown, which will 
be composed of our learned ciders. The lodges will have their ropre- 
sontatlves who will serve to screen the above-mentioned administra¬ 
tion of masonry and from whom will Issue the watchword and pro¬ 
gramme. In these ledges we shall tie together the knot which binds 
together all revolutionary and libera! elements. Their composition 
will bo made up of all strata of society. The most secret political 
plots will be known to us and will fall under our guiding hands on the 
very day of thoir conception. Among the members of these lodges, 
will be ulmo.Ht all the agents of international and national police* 
since their service Is for us Ivioplaceablo in the respect that the police 
is in a position not only to use its own pnrUcuIar measures with the In¬ 
subordinate, but also to screen ouv activities and provide pretexts for 
discontents, cl cetera. 

The class of people who most wllliiigly enter hilo secret sooieUcs 
are those who live by tltcir wits, careerists, and in general people, 
mostly light-minded, with whom we shall Iiavo no difficulty in dealing 
and in using to wind up the mechiinism of the machine devised by us. 
If this world glows agitated the meaning of that will be that we have 
bad to stir it up in Older to break up Its too gieat solidarity. But If 
there should ariao in its midst a plot, then at the head of that plot will 
be no other than one of our most trusted servants. It Is natural that 
we and no other should lead masonic oeUvitlos, for we know whither 
we are loading, wo know the final goal of every form of activity 
whereas the goyini h/ivc knowledge of noUiing, not even of the im¬ 
mediate effect of actions they put before themselves, usually, the 
momentary jcckonlng of the satisfaction of their self-opinion In the 
accomplishment of their thought wltliout even remarking that the 
very conception never belonged to thoir initiative but to our Instiga¬ 
tion of their thought. . . . 

The goylm enter the lodges out of curiosity or In the hope by 
their means to get a nibble at the public pie, and some of them In order 
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to obtain a hearing before the public for their impracticable and 
groundless fantasies: they thirst for the emotion of success and ap¬ 
plause, of which we are remarkably generous. And the reason why 
we give them this success Is to make use of the high conceit of them¬ 
selves to which H gives birth, for that insensibly disposes them to as¬ 
similate our suggestions without being on their guai'd against them 
in the fullness of Ihoir confidence that It is their own infallibility 
which 1$ giving utterance to thoir own thoughts and that it is Impos¬ 
sible for them to borrow those of others. . . . You cannot Imagine 
to what extent the wisest of the goylm can be brought to a state of 
uncon.scious naivete In the presence of this condition of high conceit of 
themselves, and at the same time how easy It is to take the ^eart out 
of them by the slightest ill-success, though It be nothing more than 
the stoppage of the applause they bad, and to reduce them to n slavish 

submission for the sake of winning a renewal of success. 

By so much as ours disregard success if only (hey can carry through 
ihelr plans, by ao much the goylm arc willing to sacrifice any plans 
only to have success. This psychology of theirs materially facili¬ 
tates for us the task of sotting them in the re^julred direction. Those 
Ugers In appearance have the souls of sheep and the wind blows free¬ 
ly through their heads. We have set thorn on the hobby-horse of an 
idea about the absorption of Individuality by the symbolic unit of 
coUeetivism. . . They have never yet and they never will have the 
sense to reflect that this hobby-horse is a manifest violation of the 
Important law of nature, which has estabib^hed from (lie very 
ci'onilon of the world one unit unlike another and picclsely for the 
purpose of Instituting individuality. 

If we have been able to bring them to such a pitch of stupid 
blindness is It not a proof, und an amusingly clear jnuof, of the de¬ 
gree to which the mind of the guyim Is undeveloped In comiiarison 
with our mind? This It is, mainly, winch guaianteus our success. 

And how fav-scclng were our learned cldcis In ancient times when 
they said that to attain a serious end it behoves not lo stop at any 
means or to count the victims sucrilicod for the sake of that end. . . . 
We have not counted the victims of the seed of the goy cattle, 
though wc have sacrificed many of our own, but for that wc have now 
already given them such a position on the eartli as they could not 
even have dieamcd of. The comparatively small iiuinbcis of the vic¬ 
tims from the number of oui*s have ptosorved our imtlonaJity from 
destruetioM. 

Death is the inevitable end for all. It is bettor to bring that end 
nearer to those who hinder our affairs than to ourselves, to ilie 
founders of this affair. Wc execute masons In such wise iimt none 
save the brotherhood cun ever have n suspicion of it. not even the 
victims themselves of our death sentence, they all die when required 
as if from a normal kind of illness. . « , , Knowing this, even the 
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brotherhood in its turn dure not protest. By such 'xt tew 

plucked out of the midst of mnsonry the very root lof 
our disposition. tYhilc preaching liberalism to Cte sMt m ..ra,df 
same time keep our own people and our aecnts in ^ (j/? tjx<}|tes' 

tioninc submission. . I 

Under our influence the. execution of the lnw6 a^|tjiU! has 

been reduced to n minimum. The prestige of the ittw bos teen ex¬ 
ploded by the liberal interpretations introduced into this sphere. In 
the moat important and fundamental affairs and questions judges 
decide as we dictate to them, see mutters in the light wherewith we 
enfold them for the administration of the guyini, of course, through 
parsons who are our tools though we do not appear to have anything 
in common with them—by newspaper opinion or by other means. . . 
Even senators and the higher administration accept our counsels. The 
purely bimte mind of the gnyim is incapable of use for analysis and 
obaervation, and still more for the foreseeing whither a certain manner 
of setting a question may tend. 

In this difference in capacity for thought between the goyim and 
ourselves may be clearly discerned the seal of our position on the 
Chosen People and of our higher quality of humanness, in contradis¬ 
tinction to the brute mind of the goyim. Their eyes are open, but see 
nothing before them and (loiiot invent (unicss, perhaps, materia! 
things.) From this it is plain thnt imtnrc herself has (iestinod us to 
guide and rule the world. 

When comes the time of our ovoi’t rule, the lime to manifest its 
blessings, we shall remake all legislatures, all our laws wili be brief, 
plain, stable, without any kind of interpretations, so tiiat anyone will 
bo in a position to know them perfectly. TIiu main feuturo wiiich will 
run'riglit through Uiem is submission to orders, iind this priiieiplu 
will be carried to a grandiose heiglit.' Every abuse will then 
disappear in consequence of tiie responsibility of all down to the lowest 
unit before the higher authority of the leprcscntativc of power. 
Abuses of power subordinate to tills last iiistnnco will be so merciiess- 
!y punislied tiiat none will be found anxious to try experiments witii 
their own powers. Wo slmil follow up jealously every actioii of the 
administration on wliioh depends the smooth runniiig of the machinery 
of the State, for.slackness in this produces slnckncss everywhere; not 
a single case of illegality or abuse of power will be left without ex¬ 
emplary punishment. 

Concealment of guilt, connivance between tliose in the service of 
the administration— all this kind of ovii will disappear after the very 
first examples of severe punialimcnt. The aureole of our power de¬ 
mands suitable, that is, eruei, punishments for the slightest infringe¬ 
ment, for the sake of gain, of its supremo pixistigo. The sufferer, 
though his punishment may exceed his fault, will count as a soldier 
falling on the administrative field of battle in the interest of authority. 
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principle and law, which do not permit that any of those who hold Uie 
reins of the public coach should turn aside from the public highway 
to their own private paths. For example; our judges will know that 
whenever they feel disposed to plmno Ihonifieivcs on foolish clemency 
Ihey arc violating the law of justice which is instituted for the ex¬ 
emplary cdificatian of men by penalties for lapses snd not for display 
of tile spiritual qiiaUtics of the judge. . . . Such qualities it is 
proper to show in private ilfc, but not in a public square which is the 
educationary basis of human life. 

Our legal staff wili serve not beyond the ago of 66, firstly because 
old men more obstinately hold to prejudiced opinions, and are less 
capable of submitting to new directions, and secondly because this will 
give us the possibility by this measure of securing elasticity in the 
changing of staff; which ivil! Ulus the more easily bend under our 
piMSsure; he who wishes to keep his plaoo will have to give blind obi- 
dienee to deserve it. In general, our judges will be elected by us only 
from among those who thoroughly understand that the part they have 
to play is to punish and apply laws and not to dream about the mani¬ 
festations of liberalism at the expense of the cducationary scheme of 
the Slate, as the goyim in these days imagine it to be. . . . This 
inclhod of situffling the staff will serve also to explode any collective 
solidarity to those in the same service and wili bind all to the interests 
of the government upon which their fate will depend. The young gen¬ 
eration of judges win be trained in certain views regarding the inad¬ 
missibility of any abuses that might disturb the established order of 
our subjects among themselves. 

In these days the judges of the goyim create indulgences to every 
kind of crimes, not having a just understanding of their office, be- 
c-ause the rulers of the present age in appoinUng judges to office take 
no care to inculcate in them a sense of duty and consciousness of the 
matter which is demanded of them. As a brute beast lets oat its 
young in search of prey, so do the goyim give their subjects places of 
profit without thinking to make clear to them for what purpose such 
place was cieated. This is the reason why their governments are be¬ 
ing ruined by their own forces through the acts of their own adminis¬ 
tration. 

Let us borrow from the example of the results of these aetions 
yet another lesson for our government. 

We shall root out liberalism from all the important strategic 
posts of our government on which depends the training of subordi¬ 
nates for our State structure. Such posts will fail exclusively to those 
who hove been trained by ua for administrative rule. To the possibio 
objection that the retirement of old servants will coat the Treasury 
heavily, I reply, firstly, they will be provided with some private service 
in place of what they lose, and, secondly, I have to remark that all the 
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j moiKjy in the world will be coiicentintod in our imnds, consoquontiy it 

I is not our govornniciit that has to fear expense. 

Our absolutism will in nil things be logically consecutive onrt 
tUcrotoisi in each one ol its decrees our supremo will will be respected 
and unquestionably fulfilled: it will ignore ail murmuit, all discontents 
of every kind ami will destroy to Uio root every kinil of manifestation 
of them ill act by punishment of an exemplary character. 

We shall abolish tlie right of cassation, which will bo transferred 
oxelusivciy to our disposal—to the cognisance of him who rules, for 
wo must not allow the conception among the people of a thought that 
there could be such a tiling as a decision that is not tight of judges 
set up by us. If, however, anything like this should occur, wo shall 
outseives eassnte the decision, but inflict therewith such exemplary 
punishment on the judge for lack of understanding of his duty and the 
purpose of his appointment as will prevent a repcOtion of such cases. 
.... X repeat that it must be borne in mind that we shall know 
every step of our administration which only needs to bo closely watched 
for the people to be content with us, for it has the right to demand 
from a good government a good oflieiai. 

Our government will have tlie appearance of a patriarchal pater¬ 
nal guardianship oii ihe part of our ruler. Our own nation and our 
subjoets will discern in ids person a father eiiiing for their every 
need, their evoiy act, their every inter-reintion as subjocte one with 
another, ns well as their relations to the rulor. They will then be so 
thoroughly Imbued with the thought that it is impossible for them to 
dispense with this wardship and guidance, if they wish to live in i»aco 
and quiet, tliat llicy will aekitowlcdgo the autocracy of our ruler with a 
devotion bordering on APOTHEOSIS, especially when they are con¬ 
vinced that tlioso whom we set up donot put their own in place of his 
authority, but only blindly execute his dictates. They will be rejoiced 
that wo have regulated everything in their lives as is done by wise 
parents who desire to train their children in the cause of duty and 
submission. For the peoples of the world in regard to the secrets of 
our polity are ever through the ages only children under age, precisely 
ns are also their governments. 

As you see, I found our despotism on right and duty: the right 
to compel the oxocuUon of duly is the direct obligation of a govern¬ 
ment which is a father for its subjects. It has the right of the strong 
that It may use it for the benent of directing humanity towards that 
order which is defined by nature, namely, submission. Everything in 
the world is in a state of submission, if not to men, then to circum- 
stenecs or Its own inner character, in all cases, to what is stronger. 
And so shall we be this something stronger for the sake of good. 

We arc obliged without hestitation to sacrifice individuals, who 
commit a breach of established order, for in the exemplary punish- 
i ment of evil lies a great edueaUoaal problem. 
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When the Xing of Israel sets upon his sacred head the crown 
offered him by Europe ho will become patriarch of the world. The in¬ 
dispensable victims offered by him in consequence of their suitability 
will never reach the number of victims offered in tile course of eon- 
tunes by the mania of niagnifieonce, the emulation between the gov 
govern molUs. 

Our King will be in constant communion with the peoples, making 
to them from the Uibuiie speeches whicii fame will in that same hour 
distribute over ail the world. 


Protocol No. 16 

Emasculation of the universities. Substitute for classicism. Training 

and calling. Advertisement of the authority of “the ruler" in the 

schools. Abolition of freedom of instruction. Now Theories. 

Indopeadciiec of thought. Tonebing by object lessons. 

In order to effect the destruction of ail collective forces except 
ours we shall cmasciiiatc the fii-st stage of coilcetivism—the universi¬ 
ties. by re-educating them in a new direction. Tltcir oIBcials and pro- 
fessors will be prciwrcd for tltcir business by detailed secret pro¬ 
grammes of action from which they will not with immunity diverge, 
not by one iota. They will he appointed with especial precaution, and 
will be so placed as to be wholly dependent upon the Government. 

We shall exclude from the course of instruction State Law as also 
ail that concerns the political question. These subjects will be taught 
to a few dozens of persons chosen for their preeminent capacities from 
among tho number of the initiated. The tiniveritics must no longer 
send out from their hails milksops concocting plana for a constitution, 
like a comedy or a tragedy, busying themselves with questions of 
policy m which even their own fathers never had any power of thought. 

The lll.guided acquaintance of a large number of persons with 
questions of polity creates utopian dreamera and bad subjects, as you 
can see for yourselves from the example of the universal education in 
this direction of the goyim. We must introduce into their education 
al! those principles which have so briiiiantly broken up their order 
But when we arc in power we shai! remove every kind of disturbing 
subject from the courae of education and shall make oat of the youth 
obendient children of authority, loving him who rules as the support 
and hope of peace and quiet. 

Ciassieism, as also any form of study of ancient history, in which 
there are more bod than good examples, we shall replace with the 
study of the programme of the future. We shall erase from tho 
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memory ot men nil fnets ol pvevioua centuries whieh nro undesirable 
to us, nnd leave only those whieh depict nil the erroi's of the sovern- 
inent of the (toyiin. The study of pvneticiil life, of the obiiBations of 
order, of the relations of people one to another, of avoiding bad and 
selfish examples, whieh spread the infection of evil, and similar ques¬ 
tions of an educative nature, wil! stand in the forefront of the teaching 
program me, wliioh wil! be drawn up on a separate plan for each ooHu’S 
or slate of life, in no wise generalising the teaching. This treatment 
of the question has special importance. 

Each slate of life must be trained within strict limits correspond¬ 
ing to its destination and work in life. The occasional gemus has 
always managed and always will manage to slip through into other 
stales of life, but it Is the most perfect folly for the sake of this rare 
occasional genius lo let tlirougli into ranks foreign to ‘hem the unU- 
lonted who thus rob of their places tiiosc wiio belong to thoM ranks 
by birth or employment. You know yourselves m what all this has 
ended for the goyiiii wiio niiowed tiiis crying absurdity, 


In order that lie who rules may be seated firmiy in the hesrte and 
minds of liis subjecte it is necessary for t!io time of his activity to 
instruct the whole tiulion in the sclioois and on tiie _ market places 
about his moaning and his acts and ail his beneficent initiatives. 


We shall abolisii every kind of freedom of instruction. Learners 
of all ages wii! have liic right to assembio together with their patents 
in the educational cstablislimoiits ns it wore in a ciubi during these 
assemblies, on holidays, tenciicrs will rend what will pass as free «o- 
turcs on questions of human relations, of the laws of examples, of the 
iimitaUons which arc born of unconscious reiations, and, finally, of 
the piiilosophy of new theories not yet declured to the world. These 
theories will be raised by us to the stage of a dogrna of faith as a 
transitional stage towards our faith. On tho completion of this expo¬ 
sition of our programme of action in the present and Uie future I will 
rend you the principles 'of these theories. 

In a word, knowing by the experience of many centutiee that 
people live and arc guided by ideas, that Uiese ideas arc imbibed by 
people only by the aid of cdueation provided wiUi equal success for all 
ages of growth, bat of course by varying metnods, we shall swallow 
up and confiscate to our own use the Inst seintilla of independence of 
thought, which we have for long past been directing towards subjects 
and ideas useful for us. Tho system of bridling thought is already at 
work in tlio so-colied-system of teaching by object lessons, Ute purpose 
of whieh is to turn the goyim into unthinking submissive brutes wait¬ 
ing for things to be presented before their eyes in order to form an 
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Idod of thorn. » . I» France, one of our best agenU, Bourg^cob, has 
already made public a new programme of teaching by object lessons. 


Protocol No. 17 

Advocacy. Influence of the priesthood of the goyim. Freedom of 
conscience. Papal Coart. King of the Jews as Patriarch-Pope. 
How to fight the existing Church. Function of contemporary 
press. Organisation of police. Volunteer police. Espionage 
OR the pattern of the kabal espionage. Abuses of authority. 

The practice of advocacy produces men cold, cruel, persistent, un- 
priacipied, who in all cases take up an impersonal, purely legal stand¬ 
point. They have the Inveterate habit to refer everything to its value 
for the defence and not to the public welfare of Its results, They do 
not usually decline to undertake any defence whatever. They strive 
for an acquittal at ali costs, cavilling over every petty crux of juris¬ 
prudence and thereby they demoralise justice. For this reason wo 
shall set this profession into narrow frames which will keep it inside 
this sphere of executive public service. Advocates, e<iun11y with 
judges, will be deprived of the right of communication with litigants; 
they wiJi receive business only from the court and will study it by notes 
of report and documents, defending their clients after they have been 
interrogated in court on facts that have appeared. They will receive 
an honorarium without regard to the quality of the defonoc. This will 
render them mere reporters on law business in thn •nteresfs of justice 
and as counterpoise to the proctor who wlH be the rnj^ortpr In the in¬ 
terests of prosecution; this will shorten business before the courts. In 
this way will be established a practice of honest unprejudiced dofcnco 
conducted not from personal interest but by conviction. This will also, 
by the way, remove the present practice of corrupt bargain between 
nbvocatcs to agree only to let that side win which pays most. . . . 

Wc have long past token care to discredit the priesthood of tho 
goyim, and thereby to ruin their mission on earth which in these doys 
might stiil be a great hindrance to us. Day by day its influence on 
the peoples of tho world is falling lower. Freedom of conscience has 
been declared everywhere, so that now only years divide us from the 
moment of the complete wrecking of that Christian religion: as to 
other religions we shall have stili less dhficuity in dealing with them, 
but It would be premature to speak of this now. We shall set clerical¬ 
ism and oiericab Into such narrow frames as to make their inHuence 
move in retrogressive proportion to its former progress. 

When the time comes finally to destroy the papal court the finger 
of an invisible hand will point tho nations towards this court. When, 
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however, the nations lling themselves upon it, wo shall come forward 
in the guise of its defenders ns If to suvc excessive bloodshed. By this 
diversion wo shall penetrate to its very bowels and be sure we shall 
never come out again until wo have gnawed through the en^rc 
strength of this place. 

The King of the Jews will be the rcnl Pope of the Universe, the 
patriarch of an international Church. 

But, in the moan time, while wa are re-educating youth in new 
traditional religions and afterwords in ours, we shall not overtly lay a 
finger on existing churches, but we shall fight against them by critic¬ 
ism calculated to produce sehisai. ... 

In general, then, our eontemporary press will continue to convict 
State affairs, religions, ineapaeitics of the goyim, always using the 
most unprincipled expressions in order by every means to lower their 
prestige in the manner which can only be practised by the genius 
o'f our gifted tribe. . . . 

Our kingdom will be un apologia of the divinity Vishnu, in whom 
is found its porsonifieation—in our hundred hands will be, one in each, 
the springs of the machinery of social life. We shall see everything 
without the aid of official police which, in that scope of its rights which 
we elaborated for tho use of the goyim, hinders governments from see¬ 
ing In our programme one-third of our subjecta will keep the rest 
under observation from a sense of duty, on the principle of volunteer 
service to tho State. It will then be no disgrace to be a spy and in¬ 
former, but a merit: unfounded denunciations, however, will be crueily 
punished that there may be no development of abuses of this right. 

Our agents will bo taken from the higher ns well as the lower 
ranks of society, from among the administrative class who spend their 
time in amusements, editors, printers and publishers, booksellMS, 
clerks and salesmen, workmen, coachmen, lackeys, oteBtora. This 
body, having no rights and not being empowered to take any action on 
their own account, ond consefiuently a police without any power, wi 1 
only witness and report; verification of their reports and arrests will 
depend upon a responsible group of controllers of police affairs, whde 
the actual act of arrest will be performed by tho gendarmerie and the 
municipal police. Any person not denouncing any tiling seen or heard 
eoneerning questions of polity will also bo charged wi^ and made res¬ 
ponsible for concealment, if it be proved that lie is guilty of this crime. 

Just as nowadays our brethren nrc obliged at their own risk to 
denounce to the kabal apostates of their own family or members who 
huve boon noticed doing onything in opposition to the kabal, so m our 
kingdom over all tho world it will he obligatory for ail our sublecta to 
observe the duty of service to the State in Ihia direction. 

Such an oganisolion will extirpate abuses of authority, of force, of 
bribery, everything in fact which we by our counsels, by our theories

If we should admit this thought, as the goyim hove done and are 
doing, we should ipso facto he signing a death sentence, if not for our 
ruler, at any rate for his dynasty, at no distant date. 
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According to stiiotly enforced outwnrd appearances our ruler will 
employ his power only for the advantage of the nation and in no wise 
for his own or dynastic profits. Therefore with the observance of 
this decorum, his authority will be respected and guarded by the sub¬ 
jects themselves, it will receive an apotheosis in the admission that 
with it is bound up the well-being of every citiacn of ^le State, for 
upon it will depend all order in the common life of the pack. . . . 

Overt defence of the hind argues weakncs.s in the organisation of 
ills strength. 

Our ruler will always among the peopio be surrounded by a mob of 
apparently curious men and women, who will occupy the front ranks 
about him, to all appearance by chance, and will restrain the ranks of 
the rest out of respect ns It will appear for good order. This will 
sow an example of restraint also in others. If a petitioner ap¬ 
pears among the people trying to hand a petition and forcing his way 
through the ranks, the first ranks must receive the potidon and before 
the eyes of the petitioner pass it to the ruler, so that all may know 
that what is handed in reaches its destination, that, consequently, 
there exists a control of the ruler himself. The aureole of power re¬ 
quires for its existence dint the people may be able to say; "If the 
king knew of this,” or; "the king will hear of it." 

With the eslahlishnicnt of oilicial secret defence the mystical 
prestige of authority disappears: given a certain audacity, and every¬ 
one counts himself master of it, the sedidon-monger is conscious of 
his strength, and when occasion serves watches for the moment to 
make an attempt upon authority. ... For die goyint we have 
been preaching something else, but by diat very fact we arc enabled 
to see what measures of overt defence have brought them to. . . . 

Criminals with us will be arrested at the first more or less well- 
grounded stispicion; it ennnot bo allowed that out of fear of a possible 
mistake an opportunity should be given of escape to persons suspected 
of a political lapse or crime, for in those matters wo shall be literally 
mereilcBS. If it is still possible, by stretching a point, to admit a 
reconsideration of the motive causes in simple crimes, there is no pos¬ 
sibility of excuse for persons occupying themselves with questions in 
which nobody except the government can understand anything. . . . 

And it is not all governments that understand true policy. 


Protocol No. 19 

The right of presenting petitions and projects. Sedition. Indictment 
of political crimes. Advertisement of political crimes. 

If we do not permit any independent dabbling in the political we 
shall on tho other hand encourage every kind at report or petition with 
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proposals for the government to examine into all kinds of projects for 
the amelioration of the condition of the people; this will reveal to us 
the defects or else the fantasies of our subjects, to which we shall re¬ 
spond either by accompUsbing them or by a wise rebutment to prove 
the short-sightedness of one who judges wrongly. 

Sedition-mongering is nothing mote than the yapping of a lap-dog 
at an elephant. For a government well organised, not from the police 
but from the public point of view, the lap-dog yaps at the elephant 
in entire unconsciousness of its strength and importance. It needs no 
more than to take a good example to show the relative importance of 
both and the lap-dogs will cease to yap and will wag their tails the 
moment they set eyes on an elephant. 

. In order to destroy the prestige of heroism for political crime we 
shall send it for ti-ia! in tho category of thieving, murder, and every 
kind of abominable and filthy crime. Public opinion will then confuse 
in its conception this category of crime with the disgrace attaching to 
every other and will brand it with the same contempt. 

Wc have done our best, and I hope we have succeeded, to obtain 
that the goyini should not .arrive at this means of contending with se¬ 
dition. It was for this reason that through the Press and'in speeches, 
iiidirectiy—in cleverly compiled school-books on history, we have ad. 
vertised the marlyrdoin alleged to have been accepted by sedition- 
mongers for tho idea of the commonweal. This advertisement has 
increased the ceiltingeiit of liberals and has brought thousands of 
goyim into the ranks of our livestock cattle. 


Protocol No. 20

cuvreney. Method of accounting- Abolition of ceremonial dis¬ 
plays. Stagnation of capital. Currency issue. Gold standard. 
Standard of cost of working man power. Budget. State loans. 
One per cent, interest series. Industrial shares. Rulers of the 
goyim: courtiers and favouritism, masonic agents. 

To-day wc shall touch upon the financial programme, which I pat 
off to the end of my report as being the most difficult, the crowning and 
tile decisive point of our plans. Before entering ujion it I will remind 
you that I have already spoken before by way of a hint when I said 
that the sum total of our actions is settled by tbo question of figures. 

When wc come into our kingdom our autocratic government will 
avoid, from a principle of self-preservation, sensibiy burdening the 
masses of the people with taxes, remembering that it ploys the part 
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of fftthcr and px-otector. But as State oi'gnmsation costs dear it is 
necessary ncvertHclcaa to obtain the iunds required for it. It 
therefore, elaborate with particular precaution the question cf ctiuiii- 
brium in this matter. 

Our rule, in wliich the king wili enjoy the legal fiction «iat every¬ 
thing in his State belongs to him (which may easily be translated into 
fact), will be enabled to resort to tile lawful eonftscation of ail sums 
of every kind for the regulation of theii' circulation in the State. From 
this follows that taxation will best be covered by a progressive tax on 
property. In this manner the dues will be paid without straitening or 
ruining anybody in the form of n percentage of amount of prop¬ 
erty. The rich must be aware that it is their duty to place a part of 
their superfluities at the disposal of the State since the State guaran¬ 
tees them security of possession of the rest of their property and the 
right of honest gains, I say honest, for the controi over property will 
do away with robbery on a legal basis. 

This social reform must come from above, for tlic time is ripe for 
—it is indispensable as a pledge of peace. 

The tax upon the poor man is a seed of revolution and works^ to 
lHc dfltiimont of the State which is hunting after the trifling is missing 
the big. Quito apart from this, a tax on capitalists diminishes the 
growth of wealth in private hands in which wc have in these days con¬ 
centrated it as a counterpoise to the government strength of the goyim 
—their State finances. 

A tax inewasing in a percentage ratio to capital will give a much 
larger rcveimc than the present individual or property tax, which is 
useful to us now for the sole reason that it excites trouble and discon¬ 
tent among the goyim. 

The force upon which our king will rest consists in the equili¬ 
brium and the guarantee of peace, for the sake of which things it is 
indispensable that the capitalists should yield up a portion of their 
incomes for tlic sukd of the secure working of the machinery of the 
State. State needs must be paid by those xvho will not feel the burden 
and have enough to take from. 

Such a measure will dcsti'oy the hatred of the poor man for tho 
rich, in whom he will see a necessary fmancial support for the State, 
win'see in him the organiser of peace and well-being since he will aee 
t.hat it is the rich men who Is paying the necessary means to attain 
these things. 

In order that payers of the educated classes should not too much 
distvGBs themselves over the new payments they will hove full accounts 
given them of the destination of those payments, with the exception 
of such sums us will be appropriated for the needs of the throne and 
the administrative institutions. 
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He who reigns will not have any properties of his own once all in 
the State wpi'csexits his patrimony, or else the one would be in con¬ 
tradiction to the other; the fact of holding private means would des¬ 
troy the right of px'operty in the common possessions of all. 

Relatives of him who reigns, his heirs excepted, who will be main¬ 
tained by the resources of the State, must enter the ranks of servants 
of the State or must work to obtain the right to property; the privilege 
of royal blood must not serve for the spoiling of the treasury. 

Purchase, receipt of money or inheritance will be subject to the 
payment of a stamp progressive tax. Any transfer., of property, 
whether money or other, without evidence of payment of this tax 
which will be strictly registered by names, will render the former hold¬ 
er liable to pay interest on the tax from the moment of transfer of 
these sums up to the discovery of his evasion of declaration of the 
transfer. Transfer documents must be presented weekly at the local 
treasury office with notifications of the name, surname and permanent 
place of residence of the former and the now holder of the property. 
This transfer with register of names must begin from a definite sum 
which exceeds the ordinary expenses of buying and selling of neces¬ 
saries, and these will be subject to payment only by a stamp impost of 
a definite percentage of the unit. 

Just strike an estimate of how many times such taxes as these will 
cover the revenue of the goyim States. 

The State c.xchequer will have to maintain a definite conpicmcnt of 
rcsoi**c sums, and all that is collected above that complement must be 
ly^turncd into circulation. On these sums wili be organised public 
works. The initiative in works of this kind, proceeding from State 
sources, will bind the working class firmly to the interests of the State 
and to those who i*cign. From these same sums also a part will be set 
aside as rewords of inventiveness and productiveness. 

On no account should so much ns a single unit above the definite 
and freely estimated sums be retained in the State treasuries, lor 
money exists to be circulated and any kind of stagnation of money acts 
ruinously on the running of the State machinery, for which it is the 
lubricant; a stagnation of the lubricant may stop the regular working 
of the mechanism. 

The substitution of interest-bearing paper for a part of the token 
of exchange has produced exactly this stagnation. The consequences 
of this circumstance arc already sufficiently noticeable. 

A court of account will also be Instituted by us and in it the ruler 
will find at any moment a full accounting for State income and expen¬ 
diture, with the exception of the current monthly account, not yot made 
up, and that of the preceding month, which will not yet have been 
delivered. 

The one and only person who will have no interest in robbing* the 
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Stata is its owner, the ruler. This is why bis personal control wi51 
remove the possibility of lenknges of extravagances. 

The representative function of the ruior at receptions for 
of etiquette, which absorbs so much invaluable time, wili ba abolished 
in Older that the ruler may have Onie for control and .consideration. 
His power will not then be split up into fractional parts among time¬ 
serving favourites who surround the tlironc for its pomp and splen¬ 
dour, and arc interested only in their own and not in the common m- 
tevesta of the State. 

Economic crises imvo been produced by us for the goyim hy no 
other means than the withdrawal of money from circulation. Huge 
cnpitals have stagnated, withdrawing money from States, which were 
constantly obliged to apply to those same stagnant capitals for loans 
These loans burdened the finances of the State with the payment o 
interest and made them the bond slaves of these capitels. . . • - 
Tile concentration of industry in the hands of capitalists out of We 
liands of small masters has drained away ail the juices of the peoples 
and with them also of tiie States. , . , 

The present issue of money in general docs not correspond with 
the requirements per Iiend, and cannot tlierefore satisfy all the needs 
of the workers. The issue of money ought to correspond with the 
growth of popuiotion and thereby children also must absolutely be 
reckoned as consumers of currency from the day of their birth. The 
rovision of issue is a materia! question for the whole world. 

You are aware that tlio gold standard has been the ruin of the 
States which adopted it, for it has not been able to satisfy the de¬ 
mands for money, the more so that we have removed gold from circu¬ 
lation ns fur as possible. 

With us the standard that must be introduced is the cost of work¬ 
ing-man power, wbclhcr it be reckoned in paper or in wood. We shall 
make the issue of money in accordance with the normal requirements 
of each subject, adding to the quantity with every birth and subtracting 
with every death. 

The accounts will be managed by each department (the French 
administrative division), each circle. 

Ill order that there may bo no delays in the paying out of money 
for State needs tlie sums and terms of such payments wiil be fixed by 
deerco of the ruler; this will do away with the protection by a ministry 
of one institution to the detriment of others. 

Tiio budgets of income and expenditure will be carried out side by 
side that they may not be obscured by distance one to another. 

The reforms projected by us in the financial institutions and prin- 
einies of the goyim wiil be clothed by us in such forms as will alarm 
nobody, Wo shall point out the necessity of reforms in consequence 
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of the disorderly darkness into which the ^oyzm by their Irregularities 
have plunged the finances. The first irregularity, ns we shall pnmt 
out, consists in their beginning with drawing up a single budget which 
year after year grows owing to the following cause: this budget is 
dragged out to half the year, then they demand a budget to put things 
right, and this they expend in thwe months, after ^vhich they ask for 
a supplcmcntry budget, and all this ends with a liquidation budget. 
But, as the budget of the following year is drawn up in accordance 
with the sum of the total addition, the annual departure from the nor¬ 
mal reaches as much as 50 per cent, in a year, and so the annual bud¬ 
get is trebled in ten years. Thanks to such methods, allowed by the 
carelessness of the goy States, their treasuries are empty. The period 
of loans supervenes, and that has swallowed up remainders and 
brought all the goy States to bankruptcy. 

You understand perfectly that economic arrangements of this 
kind, which have boon suggested to the goyim by us, cannot be carried 
on by us. 

Every kind of loan proves infirmity in the State and a want of 
understanding of the rights of the State, Loans bang like a sword of 
Damocles over the heads of rulers, who, Instead of taking from their 
subjects by a temporary tax, come begging with outstretched palm of 
our bankers. Foivlgn loans are leeches which there is no possibility 
of removing from the body of the State until they fall off of them¬ 
selves or the State flings them off. But the goy States do not tear 
them off; they go on in persisting in putting more on to themselves so 
that they must Inevitably perish, drained by voluntary blood-letting. 

What also indeed Is, In substance, a loan, especially a foreign 
loan? A loan is—on issue of government bills of exchange contain¬ 
ing a percentage obligation commensurate to the sum of the loan capi¬ 
tal. If the loan bears a charge of 5 per cent,, then in twenty years 
the State vainly pays away in interest a sum equal to the loan bor¬ 
rowed, in foi-ty years it is paying a double sum, in sixty—treble, and 
all the while the debt remains an unpaid debt. 

From this calculation It is obvious that with any form of taxation 
per head the State is baling out the last coppers of the poor taxpayers 
in order to settle accounts with wealthy foreigners, from whom it has 
borrowed money instead of collecting these coppers for its own needs 
without the additional interest. 

So long as loans were internal the goyim only shuffled their 
money from the pockets of the poor to those of the rich, but when we 
bought up the necessary person in order to transfer loans into the ex¬ 
ternal sphere all the wealth of States flowed into our cash-boxes and 
nil the goyim began to pay us the tribute of subjects, 

If the supernciality of goy kings on their thrones in regard to 
State affairs and the venality of ministers or the want of understand- 
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ing o£ finttricial matters on the part of other ruling persons have made 
their countries debtors to our treasuries to amounts quite impossible 
to pay it has not been accomplished without on our part heavy expen¬ 
diture of trouble and money. 

Stagnation of money will not be allowed by us and therefore 
there will be no St ate-into rest bearing paper, except a ono-por-eent. 
scries, so that there will bo no payment of interest to leeches that 
sueSe all the stiength out of the State. The right to issue interest- 
bearing paper will be given exclusively to industrial companies who 
will find no diflioulty in paying interest out of profits, whereas toe 
State does not make interest on borrowed money like these companies, 
tor the State borrows to spend and not to use in operations. 

Industrial papers will bo bought also by the government which 
from being as now a payer of tribute by loan operations will be trans¬ 
formed into a lender of money at a profit. This measure will stop the 
stagnation of money, parasitie profits and idleness, all of which were 
useful for us among the goyim .so long as they were independent but 
are not desirable under our rule. 

How clear is the undeveloped jiowcr of thought of the purely 
brute brains of the goyim, ns expressed in the fact that they have been 
borrowing from us with payment of interest without ever thinking 
that all toe same these very money.s plus an addition for payment of 
inteixist must be got by them from their own State pockets in order to 
settle up with us. What could have been simpler than to take the 
money they wanted from their own )>eople I 

But it is a proof of tlic genius of our chosen mind that we have 
contrived to present the matter of loans to thorn in such a light that 
they have even seen in tlicm an advantage for tiiomsclves. 

Our accounts, which wo shall present when the time comes in the 
light of centuries of experience gained by experiments made by us on 
the goy States, wilt bo distinguished by clearness and definiteness and 
will show at a glance to all men the advantage of our innovations. 
They will put an end to those abuses to which wo owe our mastery 
over the goyim, but whieil cannot bo allowed in our kingdom. 

Wo shail so hedge about our system of accounting that ncitocr the 
ruler nor the most insignificant pubiie servant will be in a position to 
divert oven the smallest sum from its destination without detection or 
to direct it in another direction cxeesit that which will be once fixed in 
a definite plan of action. 

And without a definite plan it is impossible to rule. Marching 
along an undetermined road and with undetermined resources brings 
to ruin by the way heroes and demi-gods. 

The goy rulers, whom we once upon a lime advised should be dis¬ 
tracted from State occupations by leprcsentativo receptions, obsorv- 
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ances of etiquette, entertainments, wore only screens for our rule. The 
accounts of favourite courtiers who replaced them in the sphere of af¬ 
fairs were drawn up for them by our agents, and every time gave 
satisfaction to short-sighted minds by promises that in the future 
economies and improvements were foreseen. . . . Economies from 
what? From acw taxes?—^wore questions that might have been bat 
were not asked by those who read our accounts and projects. . . 

You know to what they have been brought by this carelessness, 
to what a pitch of fin.mcial disotxler they have arrived, notwithstand¬ 
ing the astonishing industry of their peoples. , , , 


Protocol No. 21 

Internal loans. Debit and to.xes. Conversions. Bankruptcy. Sav¬ 
ings banks and rentes. Abolition of money markets. Regula¬ 
tion of industrial values. 

To whot I reported to you at the lust meeting I shall now add a 
detailed explanation of intcimal loans. Of foreign loans I shni! say 
nothing more, because they have fed us with tlic national moneys of 
toe goyim, but for our State there will be no foreigner.^, that is, 
nothing external. 

Wo have taken adv.antngc of the venality of ndministnitors and 
the slackness of vulci's to get our moneys twice, thrice and more times 
over, by lending to the guy gavcnimeiits moneys wiiieii were not .at ali 
needed by the States. Ceukl anyone do the iilic in regard to us? . . , 
Therefore, I shall only don! with toe details of interna! loans. 

States announce that such a loan is to bo concluded and open 
subscriptions for their own bills of exchange, that is, for their inter¬ 
est-bearing paper. That they may be within tlic reach of all the 
price is determined at from a hundred to a thousand; and a discount 
is made for the earliest subscribers. Next day ty artificial moans the 
price of thCRi goes up, the alleged reason being that eveiyonc is rush¬ 
ing to buy them. In a few days the treasury safes arc as they say 
overflowing and theie's more money than they can do with (why then 
take it?). The subseription, it is aileged, covois many times over the 
issue total of the loan; in this lies the whole stage effect—look you, 
they say, what confidence is shown in the government’s bills of 
exchange. 

Bat when the comedy is played out there emerges the fact that a 
debit and an exceedingly burdcusomc debit hns been created. For the 
payment of interest it bceoines iteee.ssary to htivc recourse to new 
loans, which do not swallow up but only add to the cupitol debt. And 
when this credit is exhausted it becomes necessary by new taxes to 
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cover, ijot the loan, but only tho Interest on it, These taxes ere a debit 
employed to cover a debt. .' . 

Later comes tho Umo for conversions, but they diminish the pay¬ 
ment of interest without cove ring the debt, and besides they cannot 
bo made without the consent of the lendersJ on announcing a conver- 
sidn a proposal Is made to return the money to tiiose who are not 
wiiling to convert their paper. If everybody expressed bis unwiiiing- 
ness and demanded his money back, tiio government wouid he hooked 
on their o^vn flies and would be found insolvent and unable to pay the 
proposed sums. By good luek the subjects of the goy governments, 
knowing nothing about flnancial affairs, have always preferred losses 
on exchange and diminution of interest to tho risk of now investments 
of their moneys, and huvo thereby many a time enabled these govern¬ 
ments to throw off their shoulders a debit of several millions. 

Nowadays, with external ionns, these tricks cannot be played by 
tho goyim for they know that wo shall demand ail our moneys back. 

In this way an acknowledged bankruptcy will best prove to the 
various countries tho absence of any means between the interests' of 
the peoples and of those who rule thorn, 

I beg you to concentrate your particular attention upon this point 
and upon the following: nowadays all internal loans arc consolidated 
by so-called flying loans, that is, such as have terms of payment more 
or loss near. These debts consist of moneys paid into tho savings 
banks and reserve funds. If left for iong at the disposition of a 
government these funds ovaporato in the payment of interest on for¬ 
eign leaps, and are replaced by the deposit of equivalent amount of 
rentes. 

And these last it is which patch up all the leaks in the State trea- 
surics of tho gayfme 

When wo ascend tho throne of tho world nil those financial and 
similar shifts, as being not in accord with our into rests, will be swept 
away so as not to leave a trace, also will be dosti'oycd all money 
markets, since we shall not allow tho prestige of our power to be 
shaken by fluctuaUons of pticos sot upon our values, which we shall 
announce by law at tho price which represents their full worth without 
any possiblity of lowering or raising, (Raising gives the pretext for 
lowering, which indeed was where we made a beginning in mlarion to 
the values of tho goyim.) 

We shall replace tho money markets by grandiose government 
credit institutions, tho object of which will bo to fix the price of in¬ 
dustrial values in accordance with government views. These institu¬ 
tions will be in a posirion to fling upon the market five hundred mil¬ 
lions of industrial paper in one day, or to buy up for the same amount. 

In this way all industrial undertakings will come into dependence upon 
us. You may imagine for yourselves what immense power we shall 
tb«roby securo for oursclvcse » * . 
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licdtiction c£ the raunufneturo of avticlca of luxury. Small master 
production. Unemployment. Prohibition of drunkenness. Killing 
out of the old society and its resurrection in a new form. The 
ehosen one of God. 

That the peoples may become accustomed to obcndicnoe it is nec¬ 
essary to inculcate lessons of humility and therefore to reduce the pro¬ 
duction of articles of luxury. By this we shall improve morals which 
have been debased by emulation in the sphere of luxury. We shall re¬ 
establish small master production which will mean laying a mine un¬ 
der the private capitai of manufacturers. This is indispensable 
also for the reason that manufacturers on the grand scale often 
move, though not always consciously, the thoughts of the mosses in 
directions against tho government. A people of small masters knows 
nothing of unemployment and Oiis binds him closely with existing 
order, and consequently witli the firmness of authority. Unemploy¬ 
ment is a most perilous thing for a government. For us its part will 
have been played out the moment authority is transferred into our 
bands. Drunkenness also will be prohibited by law and punishable as 
a crime against tiio humanness of man wlio is turned into a brute un¬ 
der the iniiuence of alcohol. 

Subjects, 1 repeat once moi'c, give blind obendienee only to the 
strong hand which is absolutely independent of them, for in it they 
feel the sword for defence unii support against sociai scourges. . . . 
What do they wnnt witli an angolic spirit in a king? What they have 
to see in him is the porsonifieation of force and power. 

The supreme ioid who will replace ail now existing rulers, drag¬ 
ging on their existence among societies demoralised by us, societies 
that have denied oven the authority of God, from whoso midst breaks 
out on all sides the fire of anarchy, must first of ail proceed to quench 
this ali-dovouring iiamo. Therefore he will bo obliged to kill off 
those existing seeieUos, though he should drench them with his own 
blood, that ho may rcsuri'cet them again in tho form of regularly or¬ 
ganised troops flghSng conseiously with every kind of infection that 
may cover the body of tho State with sores. 

This Chosen One of God is chosen from above to demolish tHe 
soncolcsB foi-cos moved by instinct and not reason, by brutishness and 
not humanness. Those forces now triumph in manifesto Hons of rob¬ 
bery and every kind of violence under the mask of principles of free¬ 
dom and rights. Tiioy have ovorthi-own all forms of social order to. 
erect on the ruins tho throne of tho King of the Jews; but their part 
will be played out the moment ho enters into iiis kingdom. Then it 
will bo necessary to sweep them away from his path, on which must be 
left no knot, no splinter. 
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The plan of action for the current moment, and uM the more 
so for the future, will bo unknown, even to those who nro c&llcd his 
closest counsel Iors< 

Only the king nnd the three who stood sponsor for him will know 
what is cotnins< 

In the person of the king who with unbending will is master of 
himself and of humanity all will discern as it were fate with its mys> 
terlous ways. None will know what the king wishes to attain by his 
dispositions, and therefore none will dare to stand across an unknown 
path. 

It Is understood that the brain reservoir of the king must corrcs» 
pond In capacity to the plan of government it has to contain. It Is 
for this reason that he will ascend the throne not otherwise timn 
after examination of hfs mind by the aforesaid learned elders. 

That the people may know and love their king it is indispensable 
for him to converse In the market-places with his people. This ensures 
the necessary clinching of the two forces which arc now divided one 
from another by us by tho terror. 

This terror was indispensable for us till the time comes for both 
those forces separately to fall under our inHuence. 

The King of the Jews must not be at the mercy of his passions, 
and especially of sensuality: on no side of his character must he give 

brute instinct power over his mind. Sensuality worse than all else 
disorganises the capacities of the mind and clearness of views, dis¬ 
tracting tho thoughts to the worst and most brutal side of human 
activity. 

The prop of humanity In the person of the supreme loird of all the 
world of the holy seed of David must sacrifice to his people all personal 
inclinations. 

Our supremo lord must be of an exemplary irreproachability.

No. 1. — A Protocol of 1489 

The Revue dcs etudes Juives, financed by Janies de Rothchiid, 
published in 1880 two documents, which showed how true the Proto¬ 
cols are in saying that the Learned Elders of Zi^n have been cartyinc 
on their plan for eenturies. On January 13th, 1489, Chemor, Jewish 
Rabbi of Aries in Provence, wrote to the Grand Sanhedrim, which had 
its seat at Constantinople, for advice, as the people of Arles watet 
threatening the synagogues, mat should the Jewa do? This was 
the reply: 

"Ocar beloved brclhern in Moses, we have received your letter in 
which you tell us of the anxieties and misfortunes which you are en¬ 
during. We are pierced by as great pain to hear it as yourselves. 

"The advice of the Grand Satraps and Rabbis is the follovring:— 

"As for what you say that the King of France obliges you to 
become Christians: do it, since you cannot do otherwise, hut let the 
law of Moses be kept in your hearts. 

As for what you say about the commend to despoil you of your 
goods” (the law was that on becoming converted Jews gave up their 
possessions): * make your sons merchants, that little by little they 
may despoil the Christians of theirs. 

“Aa for what you say about their making attempts on your lives: 
make your sons doctors and apothecaries, t9iat they may take away 
Christiana^ livea. 

"As for what you aay of their destroying your synagogues: make 
your aons canons and clerica in order that they may destroy their 
churches. 

As for the many other vexations you complain of: arrange that 
your aons become advocates and lawyers, and see that they always 
mix themselves up with the affairs of State, in order that by putting 
Christiana under your yoke you may dominate the world and be 
avenged on them, 

"P° swerve from this order that we give you, because you 
wilt find by experience that, humiliated as you are, you will reach 
the actuality of power.

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No. 2 . — A Protocol of 1860 

Wo toko this Protocol from th« Morning Post of Soptomber 6th, 
1620 :— 

“A correspondent writing in reference'to the hidden peril draws 
attention to a Manifesto issued in 1860 to the ‘Jews of the Universe,’ 
by Adolphe Cretnleux, tho founder of tee Alliance Israelite Universelle, 
and the well-known member of tee Provisional Govemmonbof 1871.'. 
Adolphe Cremieux, while Grand Master of tho French Masonic Lodges, 
offered 1,000,000 frages for the head of William I. of Gonnany. On 
his tomb ho requested tec following solo inseription to be inseribed:— 

‘Hero lies Adolphe CtemieuX, the foiindir of the Alliance Israelite 
Universelle.’ ' 

THE MANIFESTO 

Emblen: On top—the tablets of Moses, a little lower—two ox. 
tended hands clasping each other, and ns basis of the wholo—lhe 
glebe of-tKe earth.' 

Motto:’- "All Jews for. on<^ and one for. all.". 

The union which we desire te found will not he a French, Eng¬ 
lish, Irish, or German union, but a Jewsh one, a Universal one! 

Other peoples and races arc divided into nationalities; we alone 
have hbt co-citisens; but exclusively co-religionaties.' 

A Jow'will under no elrqumstanecs, become the friend of a Chris- 
tlon or a Moslem before tho moment arrives when the light of the 
Jewish Pnith,.the only religion of reason, will shine all over the world. 

Seattoed amongshother naUons, who from time immemorial were 
hostile to our rights and Interests, we desire primarily to bo and to

Isroeiitesl Ho 
matter where fate should lead—though scattered all over the earth, 
you must always 'oonslder yourselves membra of a Chosen Baee. 

If you tcaiiso teat tee Faith of your forefathers is your only 
palrioUsm— . ,

. ’TfiE-FATAL 'discourse OP RABBI REICHEORN 

In its issue of 21 October, 1820, (No. 196), La Vieille France pub¬

A Husstan newspaper, Prizyv, of 6th Pebrunry, 1920, published In 
Berlin, contained an intezesting document in Hebrew; dated Decem¬

SUBCOMMITTEE ON INTERNAL SECURITY DESCRIBES "THE PROTOCOLS OP THE

The Senate Subcommittee on Internal Security today released 
a study of "The Protocols of the Elders of Zion," which described 
the Protocols as "a fabricated 'historic' doc\iment," and as 
"crude and vicious nonsenseThe study was printed with the 
unanimous approval of the nine members of the Subcommittee. 

The publication of the study was recommended to the Sub¬ 
committee by Senator Thomas J. Dodd (D-Conn.), Vice Chairman of 
the Subcommittee, and Senator Kenneth B. Keating (R-N.Y.). In 
their introduction to the study. Senator Dodd and Senator Keating 
said: 

"Every age and country has had its share of fabricated 
'historic' documents which have been foisted on an unsuspecting 
public for some malign purpose. In the United States such 
forgeries crop up periodically in the underworld of subpolitics. 
Dhe (Sf "'tEe mos^ notorious and most durable of these is the 
'Protocols of the Elders of Zion.' , , . 

"The 'Protocols' are one of a number of fraudulent 
documents that peddle the myth of an 'international Jewish 
conspiracy.' In recent years, for example, documents that bear 
a remarkable resemblance to the 'Protocols' have been printed in 
the Poviet Union as part of the unrelenting campaign against the 
Jewish minority in the Soviet Union, The one difference is that 
the documents circulated in the Soviet Union tend to equate 
'international Jewry' with 'international capitalism.' 

"Although the 'Protocols' have been repeatedly and 
authoritatively exposed as a vicious hoax, they continue to 
be circulated by the unscrupulous and accepted by the unthinking." 

After quoting a moraber of authorities v;ho have exa,mined 
the "Protocols," the Subcommittee's report concludes with these 
words:

Dear Sir: On. Feb, 53?d, 1968, I sent a letter to you enclosing 
a newspaper- clipping reproduction v/hicb seemed to me to be very 
anarchistic in tOne, along with a letter to a friend telling of 
the bried examination which I made, seeming to confirm that some 
effort was being made - possibly by subversives - to degrade 
and contaminate the thinking and acting of the American Public. 

I am enclosing for your inspection a copy of the 'PROTOCOLS 
of the Learned Elders of Zion'. As I mentioned in the previous 
letter: the events of today match to an alarming degree the pro¬ 
gram apparently mapped out in the PROTOCOLS. This brings to my 
mind - I think, naturally - that Zionist Jews are really in 
bad position of suspects. The Protocols say that practically 
all world-communications are under Jewish control, and that just 
about everything (or 100^) of news coming into USA must be ap¬ 
proved by those folks. I am still desperately uneasy, remember¬ 
ing that Germany's murder? of 6,000,000 Jews was publicised in 
this country - unamously, so far as I can recall - as entirely 
unprovoked by Jews who were guiltless, and the Germans and Hitler- 
included, were simply beasts looking for a scapegoat etc; and that 
Hitler was a fairy an^^ pervert. (Although that progressive 
nation of 7^ ,000,000^followed him eagerly.) This made no sense 
to me - there must have been great provocation - so I reasoned. 

So, our news must have been censored, and who would have done it 
with that kind of slant? Of course, our Jewish friends. — Mr.
